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Foreword 


Over the past several years, a number of changes to the 

Estimates have been recommended. The Public Ac- 

counts Committee, the Auditor General and the Royal 

Commission on Financial Management and Accoun- 

tability have all stressed the need for more information 

aimed at relating government spending to the achieve- 
ment of results, thereby rendering the government and 
its Ministers more accountable to Parliament. In re- 
sponse to these recommendations, major revisions to the 

Estimates are being implemented. 

The initial results of these revisions were tabled in 
Parliament in early 1981. 

@ As part of the 1981-82 Estimates, the government 
introduced a new document entitled the Govern- 
ment Expenditure Plan. It provided an overview of 
total spending, concentrating, in particular, on the 
major policy areas in which spending occurs. 

@ Several sample documents were distributed to all 
Members of Parliament containing the type of infor- 
mation which departments would provide in sup- 
port of the expenditures of each of their programs. 
The primary focus of this information is on what the 
department expects to achieve in relation to the 
cost of its programs. 

Implementation of revisions to the Estimates is now 
proceeding. This year, a number of departments are pre- 
paring expenditure plans which will be presented to 
Parliament as part of the 1982—83 Main Estimates. Over 
the next three years, all departments will be submitting 
expenditure plans in this new format. 

This Guide is designed to be used in conjunction 
with the documents mentioned above. It is intended to 
assist Members of Parliament to understand and locate 
information contained in the Estimates. Particular em- 
phasis is given to the new information provided as part of 
the current revisions and how it can be used to increase 
the government’s accountability to Parliament for its 
performance against plans. 
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Introduction 


Within the confines of the British North America Act the 
authority of Parliament is supreme. That Act stipulates 
that all spending by the federal government requires the 
approval of Parliament, and that spending shall be made 
only for the purposes and in the amounts authorized by 
Parliament. 

Authority to spend money is granted by Parliament 
to the government in the form of ‘appropriations’. In 


most instances Parliament restricts the period of time dur- 


ing which appropriations are in effect to one fiscal year. 
These annual appropriations, which are granted through 
the passage of Appropriation Acts, are said to lapse 
if any portion of the appropriated amount is not spent 
within the year for which it was granted. 

In addition to annual appropriations, Parliament can 
authorize continuing (statutory ) appropriations. The 
most significant of these appropriations authorize pay- 
ments through specific acts of Parliament. These acts 
create an obligation on the part of the government to 
make a payment whenever a claim qualifies within the 
provisions of the pertinent legislation. Old Age Security 
and Family Allowances are examples of these statutory 
appropriations. The requirements governing payments 
under statutory appropriations can be changed only if 
Parliament amends the enabling legislation. 

The Estimates convey to Parliament the govern- 
ment’s plans to spend public money for defined pur- 
poses. The tabling of the Estimates sets in motion the 
reviews, reports and debates through which Members of 
Parliament determine whether the government’s plans 
should be approved. Although Parliament formally ap- 
proves only annual appropriations through the Estimates 
process, information on statutory appropriations is also 
provided. In this way all aspects of government spending 
are subject to parliamentary examination. 


The Estimates must therefore respond to the broad 
information needs of Parliament. These needs are not 
static; over time the scope and emphasis of the Estimates 
have changed significantly. Prior to 1970, the Estimates 
tended to focus on the various goods and services which 
the government required in order to support its opera- 
tions. Since 1970, the emphasis has shifted to the pur- 
poses of spending, and the Estimates have concentrated 
on the objectives of government programs and the man- 
ner in which these objectives are being achieved. A 
program is defined as a collection of activities related to 
the same objective within a department. 

In recent years more attention has been directed to 
the level and implications of government spending and to 
the benefits of individual programs in relation to their 
costs. This emphasis has resulted in demands for both 
new and expanded information in the Estimates in the 
following areas: 


Multi-Year Spending Forecasts: Traditionally, the Esti- 
mates have included spending plans for the coming fiscal 
year only. Planning, however, is a multi-year process 
which must reconcile desirable spending levels with the 
policy and program priorities of the government. To pro- 
vide Parliament with a context within which to assess 
annual spending proposals, the Estimates now identify for 
three years into the future the overall spending levels 
within which the government plans to conduct its pro- 
grams. Also, where possible, projections are provided of 
the costs of individual programs over the same period, on 
the basis of approved government policies. 


Spending According to Policy Area: Parliament 
grants appropriations for each of the programs of depart- 
ments and agencies. However, because programs con- 
tribute collectively to the achievement of overall 
government policies and objectives, it is desirable that 
programs with a degree of commonality of purpose be 
grouped together and discussed in a way that shows how 
they contribute to these objectives. Accordingly, the 
Estimates now include an analysis of government spend- 
ing according to major policy areas, combining all de- 
partmental spending which falls within the same general 
policy area. Such an analysis allows Parliament to consi- 
der the policies and objectives of the government and 
their implications in terms of the spending of depart- 
ments and agencies. 
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Expected Results of Individual Programs: Since 
1970, the Estimates have included statements of the long- 
term objectives of each government program. However, 
these have tended to be broad statements describing the 
reason for the existence of a program. In future, the 
Estimates will identify more specifically the results ex- 
pected from each. When possible, these results will be 
quantified and related to the cost of the program. This 
information will allow Parliament to better assess each 
program in terms of its planned results and the efficiency 
of its operations. Moreover, such information will estab- 
lish the basis of accountability for performance. 


Details of Statutory Spending: While the approval of 
Parliament is requested for annual appropriations only 
through the Estimates process, information will also be 
provided in support of forecast spending under statutory 
appropriations which have previously been authorized 
by Parliament. This information will enable Parliament to 
examine all spending related to a program. 
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The Estimates Documents 


In view of the quantity and complexity of the informa- 
tion provided, the Estimates are structured in three Parts. 

Beginning with a multi-year overview of total govern- 
ment spending in Part I, the documents become increas- 
ingly more specific. Part II classifies spending according 
to ministries and programs, and contains the proposed 
wording of the conditions governing spending which 
Parliament will be asked to approve. Part III provides 
additional detail on each department and its programs, 
primarily in terms of the results expected for the money 
spent. While all three Parts of the Estimates are available 
to each Member of Parliament, it is expected that the 
more detailed information contained in Part III would 
be of particular interest to members of standing commit- 
tees that consider the spending plans of individual 
departments. 

Parts I and II of the Estimates contain that informa- 
tion for which the government is collectively account- 
able to Parliament. These documents are tabled together 
in Parliament on behalf of the government by the Presi- 
dent of the Treasury Board. The departmental docu- 
ments that constitute Part III are tabled in Parliament by 
the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the re- 
sponsible Ministers. 


The Estimates Documents 


Part I 
The Government Expenditure Plan 


Government policies and programs must be developed 
in light of available resources. In order to reconcile the 
sometimes conflicting demands for new or revised pol- 
icies and programs and for sound fiscal management, a 
multi-year expenditure plan is established. This plan re- 
flects the medium-term policy directions of the govern- 
ment. It also establishes, taking into account forecast 
revenues, the spending limits or ceilings within which 
the government will develop and implement its policies 
and programs. 

The expenditure plan is first presented to Parlia- 
ment in the Budget of the Minister of Finance. The Bud- 
get defines the government’s planned spending ceilings 
over a five year period (including the Estimates year, the 
previous year, and the three years succeeding the Esti- 
mates year ) in terms of: 

@ the level of spending, which includes budgetary 
spending affecting the government’s surplus or defi- 
cit and non-budgetary loans, investments and ad- 
vances (less repayments) which affect the govern- 
ment’s assets and liabilities; 

@ envelopes, which combine all departmental spend- 
ing within the same policy area.

Key Features of Part I 
The Government Expenditure Plan 
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The expenditure plan establishes the basis of the 
government’s accountability to Parliament for the level of 
government spending, and for the distribution of such 
spending among policy areas (envelopes ). In support of | 
this purpose, Part I of the Estimates elaborates on the 
multi-year expenditure plan by providing an overview of 
government spending. This overview includes highlights 
of spending patterns from year to year and shows the 
relationship between government spending and the 
economy. As well, Part I contains an extensive descrip- 
tion of the plans for each of the ten policy areas, including 
the government’s policy objectives and initiatives. Major 
spending implications of such initiatives over the five- 
year planning period are also discussed. Such informa- 
tion allows Parliament both to review the policy initia- 
tives of the government as part of its consideration of the 
Estimates, and to hold the government accountable for 
performance. 

It is within the context of the multi-year plan that the 
annual spending proposals included in the Estimates are 
developed and authority is sought from Parliament. Part I 
presents these annual proposals in relation to the multi- 
year plan. The document also discusses the major gov- 
ernment programs within each policy area, and describes — 
how they contribute to the government’s policy objec- 
tives. As well, Part I highlights significant changes in 
spending patterns from year to year. This allows Parlia- 
ment to consider at one time all programs contributing 
to a common objective and provides a context for the 
consideration of the appropriations requested, as de- 
tailed in Part II. 

Part I also provides analyses of the Estimates accord- 
ing to various types of spending. Such spending includes 
operating or capital costs of departments and agencies, 
transfer payments, payments to certain Crown corpora- 
tions, the cost of servicing the public debt, and loans, 
investments and advances. As well, Part I includes se- 
lected analyses on topics of current interest related to the 
Estimates either on a regular basis, or from time to time. 


Part II 
Main Estimates 


Part Il is prepared primarily to support the annual appro- 
priations that Parliament will be asked to grant to the 
government through the passage of an Appropriation Act. 
This Act presents appropriations in terms of votes. Votes 
represent units of appropriations which Parliament may 
authorize separately. Each vote specifies the amount that 
may be spent and, through its wording, becomes the legal 
statement of the conditions under which spending may 
occur. Votes, therefore, establish the legal basis of the 
government’s accountability to Parliament for the use of 
appropriations. 

There are several important points regarding votes 
and the spending amounts included therein: 

@ Votes are drawn up ona program basis and each vote 
specifies the department accountable for it. Within 
each department there may be several votes corre- 
sponding to the programs for which the department 
is responsible. 

@ Inanumber of instances Parliament grants authority 
to the government to spend revenues received as a 
result of certain operations. In these cases, the vote 
provides the authority and shows only the net 
amount required. However, supporting information 
displays for Parliament both the gross and net 
amounts. 

@ The government is under no obligation to spend the 
money granted by Parliament. The Appropriation 
Act simply grants permission to spend, subject to 
the wording of the vote. The actual amount spent 
will in almost all cases be less than the amount 
authorized. The government can also decide to cur- 
tail authorized spending for a particular vote. 

Part II of the Estimates contains the votes (including 
amounts and wording ) which the government proposes 
for inclusion in the Appropriation Act. As well, Part I 
contains standard information on each program of gov- 
ernment for which appropriations are requested. Such 
supporting information includes: 

@® asummary of appropriations, identifying those cur- 
rently requested as well as those which Parliament 
has previously authorized; 

® proposed spending and the number of person-years 
employed for the various activities in which the 
program is engaged;

@ ageneral statement of the objectives of the program; 
and 
@ = details of the various goods and services required by 
the program including itemized lists of major capital 
projects, and details of grants and contributions. 
At present, the existing ‘Blue Book’ constitutes Part 
II of the Estimates. Over time, as the other Parts of the 
Estimates are put in place, the Blue Book will change. The 
nature of the changes will be determined in part by the 
need to have a logical and consistent structure among all 
the Estimates documents. Changes will also occur as 
Members of Parliament provide feedback on how easily 
they can locate and use the information and analyses 
contained in the new documents. It is expected that Part 


II will concentrate on the purpose for which appropria- 


tions are required in terms of program objectives and the 
activities through which these objectives are being 
achieved. More detailed information such as the cost of 
goods and services required, lists of capital projects and 
personnel requirements will be relocated to Part II of 
the Estimates. 
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Part III 
The Department Expenditure Plan 


The most significant of the current revisions to the Esti- 
mates is the inclusion, in Part II, of a separate expendi- 
ture plan for each department. This plan describes in 
detail each of the department’s programs in terms of its 
underlying objectives, the way in which various ac- 
tivities contribute to these objectives, and the results 
expected. The reporting of actual performance against 
plans will be incorporated in the expenditure plans. This 
information will be provided for the first time two years 
after the first plan is presented to Parliament, and annually 
thereafter. The results are quantified where possible, and 
related to the cost of the program. As well, the document 
provides information on the organization and operation of 
the program, thereby allowing Members of Parliament to 
engage in informed debate during review of the Estimates 
and throughout the year. 

By describing specifically the plans and expected 
results of each program a basis of accountability is estab- 
lished for the attainment of specific goals within these 
plans. : 

There are different levels of program results. At the 
highest level, they relate to the objectives of the program, 
indicating the intended effects or benefits expected from 
its operation. Indicators of achievement at this level help 
in assessing the program’s effectiveness in terms of the 
degree to which the resulting benefits contribute to its 
objectives. 

In addition, management is responsible for the effi- 
cient administration of the program. Results that indicate 
efficiency focus on the outputs being produced by the 
program and its various activities and on the costs in- 
volved in their production. Related performance goals 
can be expressed in terms of efficiency of operations, 
levels of service, and economy in the acquisition of goods 
and services. This level of information provides the basis 
for assessing the level of annual spending proposed in the 
Estimates. 

The level within the program at which various types 
of results are addressed will vary. As a general rule, they 
are discussed at the highest level at which an appropriate 
relationship can be established between results and their 
cost. 


Although department expenditure plans are avail- 
able to all Members of Parliament, they are primarily 
intended for members of the various standing committees 
which review the Estimates of individual departments. As 
well, they are helpful to Ministers, departmental man- 
agers, and the general public. The document is distin- 
guished by several key features: 

@ It provides background information on the pro- 
gram’s objectives, legal mandate and organization to 
assist in assessing the spending plan. In addition it 
includes information on the major factors affecting 
expenditures and the ability of the program to 
achieve its expected results. 

@ = It is structured on a modular basis. This structure 
provides increasing levels of detail and extensive 
cross-referencing. Thus, a reader can proceed to a 
particular level of detail without necessarily having 
to read the entire document. 

@ The general format of the document is standardized 
in order that similar information for any program 
may be contained in the same section. However, this 
format is flexible enough to allow for the inclusion 
of information resulting from inherent differences in 
the nature or size of programs. 

Each department expenditure plan is relatively 
short, containing information which provides a basic 
understanding of each program, the results expected 
from its operation and associated costs. This information 
will support informed debate of the program’s spending 
plans and provide a basis upon which Members of Parlia- 
ment can request additional information from the de- 
partment if required.

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Annex 2 
The Financial Cycle of the Government 
of Canada 


The Estimates are fundamental to controlling the finan- 
cial affairs of the Government of Canada. They are closely 
tied to the interrelationship between the government 
(i.e. Cabinet) and Parliament with respect to the key 
elements of the control process—planning, execution of 
approved plans, and the reporting and review of results. 


Planning 


The process of developing the government’s spending 
proposals for a single fiscal year begins with the develop- 
ment of a multi-year expenditure plan several years be- 
fore those proposals are presented to Parliament in the 
Estimates. This plan establishes the desired level of gov- 
ernment spending over several years, given the expected 
revenues and the policy and program priorities of the 
government. The multi-year period covered by the plan 
provides the time the government needs to ensure that 
desired changes in the level of spending and the resulting 
effect on programs can be planned and implemented in 
an orderly fashion. 

It is within this multi-year spending framework that 
the policies and programs of government are developed 
and the cost of approved programs is determined. This 
process involves close interaction between Cabinet (and 
its various committees ) and the departments of govern- 
ment. This ensures that programs are responsive to the 
government’s policy priorities, and that personnel and 
financial resources are allocated to programs in the most 
efficient manner. 


Parliamentary Review and Approval 


When the Estimates are tabled, Parliament begins its 
examination of the government’s spending proposals for 
the coming fiscal year. The Estimates are referred to the 
appropriate standing committees of the House of Com- 
mons for their detailed consideration. Soon after being 
presented to the House of Commons, the Estimates are 
tabled in the Senate, where they are normally referred to 
the Standing Senate Committee on National Finance. 
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Parliamentary deliberations on the Estimates finish 
after committees have submitted their reports to the 
House of Commons. An appropriation bill is then intro- 
duced in the House of Commons. The spending pro- 
posed in the Estimates cannot take place until both the 
House and the Senate have passed this appropriation bill. 
The appropriation must then be given Royal Assent and 
released through a Warrant signed by the Governor 
General. 

Because of circumstances or changes in policies, 
there may be a need for some departments to introduce 
new programs, modify existing programs, submit pro- 
posals which were not ready or which may not have been 
considered in time for inclusion in the Estimates. It may 
also be necessary to increase spending ceilings as a result 
of rises in prices. If these changes result in a need for 
modified or additional spending authority, it is requested 
from Parliament by means of Supplementary Estimates. 
The procedure for the compilation, review and approval 
of Supplementary Estimates is similar to that used for the 
Estimates. 


Spending and Recording 


Individual departments and agencies initiate and control 
their spending in accordance with authorities granted to 
them by Appropriation Acts and other statutes. Acting 
upon departmental authorizations, the Minister of Sup- 
ply and Services is responsible for purchasing most 
goods and services. In his role as the Receiver General for 
Canada, he issues cheques to suppliers and employees. 
The manner in which these transactions take place is 
governed by provisions of the Financial Administration 
Act and other acts, and by various government regula- 
tions. The Receiver General maintains the accounts of 
the Government of Canada. Each account is supported by 
legislative authority, either under Appropriation Acts or 
other statutes. The departments and agencies are also 
required to maintain detailed records of their 
transactions. 


Financial Reporting 


The Government of Canada publishes two principal 
statements of actual spending. 

The first is the Statement of Financial Operations, 
which is compiled by the Receiver General from the 
Accounts of Canada. It is issued under the authority of 


Expenditure Planning, Spending and 
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the Minister of Finance and published each month in the 
Canada Gazette. 

The second statement is the Public Accounts of 
Canada. This is the principal financial report to Parlia- 
ment of the financial operations of the Government of 
Canada as at the end of a fiscal year, as required by the 
Financial Administration Act. It contains the financial 
statements of the Government of Canada and various 
statements and analyses of individual department and 
agency spending in relation to the authorities granted by 
Parliament. The Public Accounts also contains the finan- 
cial statements of Crown corporations. Changes to the 
Estimates currently being implemented will require cor- 
responding revisions to the Public Accounts to ensure 
that spending is reported on a basis consistent with the 
form of the Estimates. 


Audit and Review 


An integral step in Parliament’s control of government 
spending is the examination of the government’s ac- 
counts by the Auditor General of Canada. 

The legal responsibilities of the Auditor General 
include the expression of opinions on financial state- 
ments as well as annual reporting in cases where, in his 
opinion, there has been insufficient accounting for or 
control of public resources, or where money has not 
been expended for purposes intended. In addition, the 
Auditor General has authority to report cases where 
money has been spent without due regard for economy 
and efficiency and where in his opinion procedures es- 
tablished to measure and report the effectiveness of pro- 
grams are unsatisfactory. 

Parliament’s Standing Committee on the Public Ac- 
counts reviews the Public Accounts of Canada and the 
annual reports of the Auditor General; these documents 
form the basis of the Committee’s inquiries. The results 
of the Committee’s review are reported to the House of 
Commons.

Chapter 1 
Introduction 


The role of the Estimates is to communicate to Par- 
liament the level and nature of the federal govern- 
ment’s spending plans for the coming fiscal year. The 
Estimates must be responsive to the information 
needs of Members of Parliament, who must under- 
stand and assess these spending plans in order to hold 
the government accountable. 

This year the Estimates are presented as a group 
of volumes: Part I, The Government Expenditure 
Plan; Part II, the Estimates proper (long referred to 
as the Blue Book); Part IIIs, Program Expenditure 
Plans, that provide detailed program information. 

This is the third year Part I has been prepared 
and tabled. It provides Parliament with an overview 
of government spending in a form conducive to an 
understanding of total expenditures, and focuses on 
the broad policy areas to which resources are 
allocated by Parliament through programs of depart- 
ments and agencies. 

Part II continues to support the items that may 
eventually be included in the Appropriation Act of 
the Main Estimates. When the new form of the Esti- 
mates is fully developed, there will be changes to the 
form and content of Part II; however, this year it is 
the traditional Blue Book in structure and content. 

Several volumes of Part III are tabled this year 
for the second time, and a further number are pro- 
vided for the first time. These volumes provide infor- 
mation to the Standing Committee of Parliament that 
has the task of examining the Estimates for each min- 
istry. Each volume includes explanations of what the 
department expects to achieve with the resources 
requested and includes, where possible, a statement of 
the benefits expected from the program. Part III will 
be expanded over the next few years to include 
volumes for all departments and agencies. 

The majority of information in Part I is based on 
the concept that, within the government’s overall 
spending plan, policy sector resource envelopes have 
been established, setting the level of total resources 
provided for all elements of departmental activity 
contained in a given policy area. These envelopes 
define the amount of resources available for main- 
taining, developing and implementing policies and 
programs in each sector. 


Details of the government’s expenditure plan are 
presented in the following chapters. In Chapter 2, a 
broad overview of the plan is offered. Trends in total 
outlays, highlights of major changes, and the relation- 
ship between government expenditure trends and 
those of the Gross National Product are addressed. A 
number of major expenditure management issues and 
goals are also discussed. Chapter 3 focuses on the 
expenditure plan in terms of policy sectors and their 
respective envelopes. Types of expenditure are 
indicated for each envelope, as well as discussions of 
major programs included in the Main Estimates, and 
important features related to envelope expenditure 
plans. A summary of the Main Estimates is offered in 
Chapter 4, including trends in expenditures for statu- 
tory and annually voted appropriations, a classifica- 
tion of the Main Estimates by type of payment, a 
description of factors underlying differing growth 
rates in these categories, and an explanation of the 
effect of authorizing certain revenues to be used in 
offsetting expenditures. The information included in 
Chapters 2, 3 and 4 is somewhat repetitive to ensure 
that each can be read independently, depending upon 
the particular interests of the reader. Finally, Chapter 
5 is intended to present a series of special topics; this 
year, the chapter provides an overview of the govern- 
ment’s inflation restraint initiatives, known as the Six 
and Five Program, introduced in the June 1982 
Budget. 
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Chapter 2 
The Expenditure Plan for 1983-84 


Table 2.1 shows total outlays from 1980-81 to 1983— 
84. Budgetary expenditures encompass the cost of 
servicing the public debt, the operating and capital 
expenditures of government departments and agen- 
cies, and grants and contributions to other levels of 
government organizations, individuals, and subsidies. 
Loans, investments and advances are outlays which 
represent changes in the value of the financial assets 
of the Government of Canada. They are paid 
primarily to federal Crown corporations, but other 
recipients include industry, other governments and 
international financial institutions.

To provide comparable historical information, 
the Post Office is being treated as if it always had 
been a Crown corporation. Thus, in the historical 
information contained in the various charts and 
tables, postal expenditures have been subtracted from 
budgetary expenditures and the amount of the postal 
deficit has been added in. This treatment is consistent 
with the presentation in Part I of the 1982-83 Esti- 
mates. 

Total outlays of $88,900 million in 1983-84 are 
9.6 per cent higher than 1982-83. Over half of this 
growth is attributable to the increased cost of major

health and social programs. Chart A plots total out- 
lays as a percentage of the nominal Gross National 
Product (GNP) from 1976-77 to 1983-84. 

The expenditure plan by envelope is shown in 
table 2.2. An envelope represents the resources avail- 
able to a particular policy sector for all elements of 
departmental spending that relate to that sector. It is 
within these resource levels that policies and pro- 
grams are maintained, developed and implemented. 

Envelopes for each policy sector include the costs 
of proposals contained in the 1983-84 Main Esti- 
mates as well as a provision for cost adjustments on 
non-statutory programs, and for contingencies and 
new initiatives during the fiscal year. As well, a cen- 
tral reserve is provided to cover any necessary adjust- 
ments to current forecasts for the costs of statutory 
programs. As departments and agencies cannot 
legally spend more money than is actually authorized 
in each vote by Parliament, actual expenditures will 
always be less than the total authority; a provision for 
this shortfall, or lapse, is included in determining 
planned total outlays. The calculation of this lapse is 
based on an analysis of actual spending levels in pre- 
vious years as compared to total authorities. While it 
is impossible to predict which departments will lapse 


specific amounts, it is estimated that, in general, 1.5 
per cent of the total budgetary authority will not be 
used and 10 per cent of the net authorized levels for 
loans, investments and advances will lapse as well. 

Chart B is included to graphically depict the 
relative magnitude and rates of growth of the 10 
envelopes from 1977-78 to 1983-84. While the plans 
for each policy sector will be outlined in greater detail 
in Chapter 3, the following discussion highlights 
major initiatives and issues concerning the envelopes. 

Public Debt is the fastest growing envelope, 
increasing from 12.6 to 20.9 per cent of total outlays 
between 1977-78 and 1983-84. The increase of 
$1,305 million from 1982-83 to 1983-84 is attribut- 
able to the growth in the total debt, offset in part by 
lower average interest rates on the outstanding debt. 

In 1983-84, the Economic Development 
envelope will increase by 6.8 per cent. Many new and 
expanded economic development initiatives have been 
included in the Estimates and provision has been 
made for further new programs. Other initiatives 
related to economic development will be included in 
future Supplementary Estimates, including alloca- 
tions from the Western Development Fund estab- 
lished at $336 million in 1983-84.

The 1983-84 Main Estimates do not reflect the 
re-organization of the departments of Industry, Trade 
and Commerce, and Regional Economic Expansion 
and other programs into a new Department of 
Regional Industrial Expansion (DRIE). These Esti- 
mates do, however, include certain adjustments 
resulting from the re-organization, such as the trans- 
fer of responsibilities for international trade to the 
Department of External Affairs and the transfer of 
certain Crown corporations to other ministries. The 
remaining adjustments to Estimates which will result 
from the re-organization must wait for the passage of 
specific legislation authorizing the proposed changes. 

The largest single envelope, Social Affairs, 
accounts for 40.6 per cent of total outlays in 1983-84. 
The largest programs in this policy sector include old 
age security and guaranteed income supplement pay- 
ments; payments to the provinces in respect of hospi- 
tal insurance, medicare, extended health care and 
post-secondary education; family allowances; the gov- 
ernment’s contribution to unemployment insurance; 
and the Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation. 

Social Affairs envelope represents a priority of 
the government, and its rate of growth, particularly 
for some of those major programs mentioned above, 
will be above the rate of growth in total outlays.

Assistance to developing countries is included in 
the External Affairs policy sector and takes the form 
of direct cash grants as well as loans to, and invest- 
ments in, international financial institutions. The 
level of funding in the envelope is based on a planned 
ratio of Official Development Assistance to Gross 
National Product of 0.47 per cent in 1983-1984. 

In 1983-84, the Defence envelope will increase 
by 12.9 per cent over the previous year’s level. This

reflects the government’s decision that defence spend- 
ing will increase, in real terms, by three per cent per 
year as advocated by NATO. 

The Services to Government envelope accounts 
for 4.5 per cent of total outlays in 1983-84. 

Information on the objectives, plans and pro- 
grams for each of the 10 policy sectors is provided in 
Chapter 3. 
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Chapter 3 
The Expenditure Plan by Envelope 


The adoption of the Policy and Expenditure Manage- 
ment System (PEMS) has brought about a number of 
changes in both the planning and decision-making 
processes within government, and in the presentation 
of the expenditure plan to Parliament. An explanation 
and description of PEMS can be found in the Guide 
to the Policy and Expenditure Management System 
available from the Treasury Board of Canada. Chap- 
ter 5 of last year’s Part I of the Estimates also pro- 
vides a description of certain key features of PEMS 
and its relationship to the parliamentary authoriza- 
tion of expenditures. 

In accordance with this system, the government 
establishes and presents a multi-year Fiscal Plan to 
Parliament in the Minister of Finance’s Budget. The 
Fiscal Plan is based on the projected revenues arising 
out of existing or announced tax policies and planned 
expenditures. The forecasts of expenditure take into 
account the government’s overall priorities and the 
funding of new initiatives, as well as the projected 
cost of existing policies and programs. The expendi- 
ture plan also establishes spending levels, or 
envelopes, within the level of total outlays, for 10 
policy sectors. 

The envelope plan ensures that policy and pro- 
gram changes, resulting in changes to the level and 
distribution of expenditures, can be developed and 
implemented in an orderly fashion. This system 
ensures that there will be closer integration of the 
government’s priority setting, policy development and 
expenditure management decision-making processes. 

The program content of each envelope has been 
designed to maximize the consideration of policy 
trade-offs within each, while recognizing that Minis- 
ters’ responsibilities for their respective departments 
and agencies should not be dispersed across several 
sectors and Cabinet Committees. This chapter 
devotes one section to each of the 10 envelopes, 
including a general description of the purpose of the 
expenditures within each, a discussion of the govern- 
ment’s objectives and planned initiatives, and a dis- 
cussion of the major programs included in the 1983— 
84 Main Estimates and changes from the 1982-83 
Main Estimates. 

Chart C depicts the relative size of each envelope 
within the total budget and of different types of pay- 
ment within each envelope. Briefly, transfer payments 
are grants and contributions to other levels of govern- 
ment, payments to individuals and organizations, and 
various subsidies. The government does not directly 
receive any goods or services in return for these pay-

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ments. Payments to Crown corporations include the 
expenditures directed to Crown corporations requir- 
ing budgetary appropriations. Operating and capital 
expenditures of departments and agencies reflect the 
cost of goods and services purchased by the govern- 
ment. The type of payment classification of budgetary 
outlays is discussed more fully in Chapter 4. 

As shown in Chart C, the largest single envelope, 
Social Affairs, is substantially devoted to transfer 
payments. This includes payments to the provinces for 
health insurance, medicare and post-secondary educa- 
tion; payments to persons for old age security, guar- 
anteed income supplements, family allowances and 
unemployment insurance; and payments to Indians 
for social and economic assistance. A relatively small 
part of the envelope is accounted for by operating and 
capital expenditures. 

The entire Fiscal Arrangements envelope is 
devoted to transfer payments to other levels of gov- 
ernment, primarily in the form of equalization pay- 
ments. 

As with the Social Affairs envelope, a significant 
portion of the Energy envelope is devoted to transfer 
payments, including petroleum incentives program 
payments, off-oil conversion contributions, and con- 
tributions to householders to upgrade insulation. Pay- 
ments to Atomic Energy of Canada Limited account 
for a large amount of the operating and capital 
expenditures in the envelope. 

Operating and capital expenditures play a more 
important role in the Economic Development 
envelope, given the presence of such large depart- 
ments as Transport and Fisheries and Oceans. Trans- 
fer payments within this envelope consist of contribu- 
tions under the Department of Regional Economic 
Expansion, Agricultural Stabilization Subsidies and 
payments to enhance the competitiveness of Canadian 
industry. 
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Transfer payments in the External Affairs 
envelope take the form of aid to developing countries, 
and grants and contributions to international organi- 
zations and the International Development Research 
Centre. The cost of maintaining Canadian diplomatic 
offices abroad constitutes the largest part of the 
envelope’s operating and capital expenditures. 

Setting aside the Public Debt envelope, the 
remaining four envelopes, Justice and Legal, Defence, 
Parliament, and Services to Government, are devoted 
almost exclusively to operating and capital expendi- 
tures and provide the infrastructure required for a 
national government. The Services to Government 
envelope includes resources required to collect income 
taxes and customs and excise duties, as well as to pro- 
vide for the central administration and accommoda- 
tion of the Public Service. 


Energy Envelope 


Purpose of Expenditures 


The Energy envelope includes the new federal energy 
expenditures introduced in the National Energy Pro- 
gram (NEP) and its 1982 Update, and the continued 
spending on energy programs of the government and 
its agencies, including Crown corporations, which 
existed prior to the NEP. 

The general purpose of expenditures within the 
Energy envelope is to contribute to the appropriate 
development, production and disposition of Canada’s 
energy resources, and at the same time to encourage a 
more efficient use of these resources consistent with 
the government’s overall policy objectives. 


Policy Objectives and Initiatives 


The government’s policy objectives for energy have 
not changed from those enunciated in the National 
Energy Program, namely: 


¢ security of energy supplies and ultimate indepen- 
dence from the world oil market; 

¢ the offer to all Canadians of an opportunity to 
participate in the petroleum and other energy 
industries, and to share in the benefits of their 
expansion; and 

the establishment of a petroleum pricing and 
revenue-sharing regime that is fair to all Canadi- 
ans. 


The initiatives financed through the Energy 
envelope contribute to these objectives in a variety of 
ways. 


Table 3.1 
Expenditure Plan: Energy 


The Petroleum Incentives Program accounts for 
the largest single expenditure in the Energy envelope. 
This program is intended to increase security of 
energy supplies, and to encourage investment by 
Canadian companies and individuals in oil and gas 
exploration and development, thereby directly con- 
tributing to the first two objectives noted above. With 
the passage of the Petroleum Incentives Program Act 
in June 1982, the Petroleum Incentives Program 
became fully operational. It has already provided sub- 
stantial direct incentives to the industry for oil and 
gas exploration and development, and will continue to 
do so in the future. 

Although in aggregate Canada produces more 
energy than it requires, it produces less oil than it 
consumes. Thus, an essential initiative in attaining 
ultimate independence from the world oil market is 
the Canada Oil Substitution Program (COSP). 
Through this program, the government offers contri- 
butions to householders and businesses as an incentive 
to convert from oil to more abundant domestically 
available forms of energy. Canadians of all regions 
have responded well to these initiatives. The govern- 
ment will also continue to convert its own heating 
facilities away from oil. In order to facilitate and 
accelerate the expansion of transmission and distribu- 
tion systems for natural gas, the government has 
signed a number of agreements providing for substan- 
tial financial assistance to gas distributors willing to 
expand their distribution networks. 

Energy conservation is another of the corner- 
stones of the government’s policy to achieve energy 
independence. Principal among the measures to 
encourage energy conservation is the Canadian Home 
Insulation Program (CHIP) which offers contribu- 
tions to encourage householders to increase insulation 
levels in their homes. Recently the government 
announced some modifications to the eligibility cri-

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teria of the CHIP program in order to prevent poten- 
tial abuses. These modifications make the program 
more cost-effective and assist in guaranteeing better 
energy benefits per taxpayer’s dollar spent on this 
program. 

Because of the specific energy situation of the 
Atlantic provinces and their particular needs, a spe- 
cial Atlantic Canada Program has been put in place 
with initiatives aimed at substituting coal and other 
energy forms for oil in the generation of electricity; 
developing new techniques for burning and trans- 
forming coal in economical and environmentally 
acceptable ways; and encouraging conservation. The 
commissioning in 1983 of the first nuclear power sta- 
tion in the Atlantic provinces, built with financial 
assistance from the Government of Canada, should 
prove invaluable to the energy configuration of the 
region. With the signing in March 1982 of an energy 
agreement with the province of Nova Scotia, the Gov- 
ernment of Canada set aside $200 million to advance 
to the Canada-Nova Scotia Development Fund from 
1984 to 1987. Contributions from this fund will be 
used to defray infrastructure costs related to Sable 
Island gas development and other energy related 
activities in the offshore region of Nova Scotia.

As announced in the National Energy Program, 
and reconfirmed in the energy agreement with Sas- 
katchewan, the government continues to be commit- 
ted to encouraging the construction of a plant in Sas- 
katchewan to upgrade heavy crude oil and optimize 
the energy and economic benefits to Canada. In East- 
ern Canada, the government, through Petro-Canada, 
will begin construction in 1983 of a 5000 barrel-per- 
day upgrading plant at the Corporation’s Montreal 
refinery, to demonstrate the CANMET technology 
developed by research staff of the Department of 
Energy, Mines and Resources. 

Substantial expenditures will continue to be 
made on energy research and development, with pri- 
ority areas including development of new liquid fuels, 
increased efficiency of energy use, 
sources, and nuclear waste management. 

On the international scene, the government will 
contribute equity to Petro-Canada International 
Assistance Corporation to explore solely in developing 
countries, where oil prospects are excellent but where 
multi-national oil companies are often reluctant to 
invest.

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Expenditure Highlights for 1983-84 


The expenditures in this year’s Main Estimates 
reflect the implementation of new energy legislation 
proclaimed in the summer of 1982 and the continua- 
tion of energy program initiatives of previous years. 
The major items are described below. 


Petroleum Incentive Program (PIP) Thre PIP 
Act included authority for payments totalling $1,970 
million for the period from January 1, 1981 to 
March 31, 1983 to encourage oil and gas exploration 
and development on provincial and Canada lands, 
with the incentives oriented to firms owned and con- 
trolled by Canadians. For fiscal year 1983-84, $1,150 
million is planned for PIP contributions. 


Petroleum Compensation These Estimates 
include a statutory requirement of $212 million for 
Petroleum Compensation; this amount is the net of 
$2,173 million in gross payments and $1,961 million 
in receipts credited to the program. The $2,173 mil- 
lion in gross spending is for petroleum compensation 
payments paid to refiners for new oil, special old oil 
and domestic transfers, payments to importers for oil 
import compensation, and payments to synthetic oil 
producers for Tar Sands production under authority 
of the Energy Administration Act (proclaimed July 
21, 1982). Offsetting these expenditures are receipts 
of $1,961 million from the Petroleum Compensation 
Charge which is levied on domestic and foreign 
petroleum used in Canada. In 1982-83, revenues 
were collected under the Petroleum Compensation 
Revolving Fund (PCRF), and payments were made 
from the PCRF and from an annually voted appro- 
priation under the Oil Import Compensation Pro- 
gram. Authority for this arrangement was revoked by 
the Energy Administration Act which, at the same 
time, consolidated petroleum compensation under a 
single statutory authority. 


Market Development Incentives Program 
(MDIP) Under the 1981 Canada/Alberta Energy 
Pricing Agreement and amendments to the Oil Sub- 
stitution and Conservation Act, the federal govern- 
ment is using MDIP payments received from Alberta 
to fund certain natural gas incentive programs. These 
Estimates include $55 million of eligible expenditures 
made under the Distribution Systems Expansion Pro- 
gram and the Gas Marketing Assistance Program 
which are offset by MDIP payments from Alberta. 


Oil Substitution, Conservation and Renewable Energy 
The major programs in these areas continue to be the 
Canada Oil Substitution Program ($126 million), the 
Canadian Home Insulation Program ($190 million), 
and the Forest Industries Renewable Energy Program 
($28 million). In addition, there are a variety of 
smaller programs directed to specific needs. For 
example, the Remote Communities Demonstration 
Program ($3 million) is designed to help remote com- 
munities study and develop options for oil substitution 
and conservation measures. 

Special Atlantic Canada Program This pro- 
gram includes major expenditures for a coal utiliza- 
tion package to support the development and com- 
mercialization of new coal-utilization technology ($29 
million) and an industrial conservation incentives pro- 
gram ($13 million). 


Research and Development Energy research 
and development expenditures of $130 million are 


provided for in the 1983-84 Main Estimates. 


Crown Corporations The 1983-84 Main 
Estimates include $345 million in payments to 
Atomic Energy of Canada Limited for expenditures 
related to research and development, the production 
of heavy water and other operations of the Corpora- 
tion. 


Petro-Canada Equity injections of $368 mil- 
lion are being provided in support of Petro-Canada’s 
capital program approved for 1983, including $17.5 
million to cover 50 per cent of the costs associated 
with the construction of an upgrader using technology 
developed by CANMET at Petro-Canada’s Montreal 
refinery. 
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Economic Development Envelope 


Purpose of Expenditures 


The Economic Development envelope provides financ- 
ing for federal government programs in support of 
economic and regional development. These programs 
are designed to both stimulate and complement pri- 
vate-sector expenditures on a wide range of activities. 
The government’s policy objectives for economic 
development enunciated in the 1981 Budget Paper, 
Economic Development for Canada in the 1980s, 
continues to guide expenditure priorities. Since the 
decision, announced by the Prime Minister in Janu- 
ary 1982 to reorganize the government with respect to 
certain key elements directly concerned with eco- 
nomic and regional development, the Cabinet Com- 
mittee on Economic and Regional Development and 
the various departments within the policy sector have 
made considerable progress in sensitizing their pro- 
grams and priorities to take account of the regional 
dimension, formerly the prime preoccupation of the 
Department of Regional Economic Expansion. 


Policy Objectives and Initiatives 


The document identified seven priorities: 

e industrial and regional benefits from major 
projects; 

e industrial investment and innovation; 

e industrial adjustment; 

e development of natural resources; 

¢ upgrading of transportation; 

© promotion of exports; and 

e development of human resources.

Industrial and regional benefits Although 
the currently depressed prices for energy and mineral 
resources have caused the postponement or cancella- 
tion of several high-profile projects, approximately 
$66 billion worth of major projects are currently in 
the construction stages, many with the help of govern- 
ment planning and incentives. These projects range 
from coal development, port construction and Expo 
‘86 facilities in British Columbia, to a new potash 
mine and pulp and paper mill modernization in New 
Brunswick. They provide opportunities for manufac- 
turing and service companies in all regions of Canada. 
Further substantial spin-off benefits are anticipated 
from upgrading of the Western rail transportation 
system. 

Industrial investment and innovation Expen- 
ditures are directed to government research through 
the National Research Council and the research 
activities of departments such as Communications. 
Programs of the Department of Industry, Trade and 
Commerce, and Regional Economic Expansion are 
aimed at accelerating the rate of industrial research 
and development and the application of micro-elec- 
tronic and other new technology to Canadian industry 
to enhance its productivity and competitiveness. In 
addition, university research is funded through the 
Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council. 

Industrial adjustment The management of 
change remains a major challenge as industrial 
restructuring occurs in response to competitive forces. 
Retraining of displaced members of the labour force 
will remain a high priority when the current recession 
ends, as will special problems which can arise in some 
one-industry towns. Assistance under the Industrial 
and Labour Adjustment Program is provided for des- 
ignated, hard-hit sectors and communities, while

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ITC/DREE funding continues for the modernization 
of the pulp and paper industry. The Canadian Indus- 
trial Renewal Board now has in place three programs 
to promote the adjustment of the textile, clothing and 
footwear sectors. 

Development of natural resources The 
Departments of Agriculture, Environment (Forestry), 
Fisheries and Oceans, and Energy, Mines and 
Resources offer a range of programs to support the 
development of Canada’s natural resources. Policy 
emphasis continues to shift away from income stabili- 
zation and support towards market development and 
research aimed at increasing the resource base and 
maximizing its productivity. Implementation of an 
agri-food strategy and initiatives for forest renewal 
and mineral policy are high priorities. Major 
improvements to the management of the offshore 
fishery resource will be announced shortly in response 
to both the Task Force on Atlantic Fisheries and the 
Commission on Pacific Fisheries Policy. 

Upgrading of transportation An expenditure 
commitment of more than $3 billion over four years 
has been made to facilitate settlement of the Crow’s 
Nest Pass freight rates issue and promote the 
urgently needed expansion of western rail capacity. 
Several Transport Canada programs have been 
restructured to reduce subsidies and increase cost 
recovery, while the administration of major ports has 
been decentralized through greater delegation to port 
corporations. Substantial funding continues to be 
directed into Canadian air transportation infrastruc- 
ture, and into vessels and vessel traffic management 
infrastructure for the Coast Guard to maintain effi- 
cient, safe navigation in Canada’s waterways. 

Promotion of exports Thee “need ~~ for 
Canadian exporters to become more aggressive and 
competitive was recognized in the reorganization of 
the government’s trade and external affairs opera- 
tions. Along with major terminal construction to 
facilitate exports of bulk commodities, substantial 
commitments of export financing have been made 
through the Export Development Corporation. The 
Program for Export Market Development (PEMD) 
will continue to offer incentives to business to explore 
and cultivate new markets abroad. 

Development of human resources A highly 
trained, flexible and mobile labour force is essential 
to the achievement of international competitiveness 
by Canadian industry in all priority areas. In the 
Short run, some envelope expenditures are being 
directed to activities with high immediate employ- 


ment impact. Longer-term objectives include greater 
participation in economic development by Native peo- 
ple and women, the regularization of part-time work, 
and creation of employment opportunities for workers 
made redundant by industrial restructuring and tech- 
nological change. Most of the programs directed to 
these objectives are funded through the Social Affairs 
envelope. 

Regional economic development An optimis- 
tic view of economic opportunities for all regions of 
Canada was presented in the 1981 Budget paper on 
economic development. The government reorganiza- 
tion, announced by the Prime Minister in January 
1982, incorporated a major restructuring which 
removed sole responsibility for regional development 
from the Department of Regional Economic Expan- 
sion and made it part of the mandate of each of the 
departments in the Economic Development envelope. 
As part of this restructuring, certain departments 
have assumed responsibility for the subsidiary agree- 
ments, formerly managed by DREE, under which the 
costs of specific initiatives are shared with provincial 
governments. In addition, they have been asked to 
ensure that their ongoing economic development pro- 
grams are delivered in a more regionally sensitive 
fashion. A Federal Economic Development Coordina- 
tor has been appointed for each province, and a 
Regional Fund established to finance new regionally- 
oriented economic development initiatives. 
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Expenditure Highlights for 1983-84 


Major emphasis has been given to job creation meas- 
ures, keeping in mind the high priority attached to 
building strength into Canada’s economic and indus- 
trial infrastructure. As a result of the $300 million 
that was provided in the June 1982 Budget to lever 
additional investment from the private sector, four 
specific programs have been enriched by an addi- 
tional $116.2 million for 1983-84: the Defence Indus- 
try Productivity Program, the Enterprise Develop- 
ment Program, the Support for Technology Enhanced 
Productivity Program and the Industrial and Labour 
Adjustment Program. 

New measures have also been introduced this 
year to assist small- and medium-sized businesses, in 
particular the Small Business Investment Grant Pro- 
gram. This program reduces annual interest costs by 
up to four per cent for a period of two years for small 
businesses, including farmers and fishermen, to assist 
in financing new investments in fixed assets and 
research and development. An amount of $185 mil- 
lion has been provided for the program in this year’s 
Main Estimates. 

In the June 1982 Budget, the Minister of 
Finance announced an increase of $200 million in the 
loan limits of the Farm Credit Corporation, to assist 
farmers in economic distress. A total of $16 million 
was also made available for the Corporation to pay an 
annual interest rebate of up to four per cent for two 
years on the $200 million in additional loan approv- 
als. 

The Department of Transport has a $581 million 
increase in resources over the 1982-83 Main Esti- 
mates. Part of the increase ($46 million) is due to the 
transfer of responsibility for various dredging and 
port development activities from the Department of 
Public Works. A further $135 million increase is due 
to greater provisions for capital expenditures, includ- 
ing $75 million for the expansion of major airport 
facilities, and for Coast Guard Search and Rescue as 
well as other fleet capital requirements ($53 million). 
Contributions to the operating and capital budgets of 
VIA Rail for the provision of rail passenger services 
increase by $249 million, to maintain the 1982-83 
level of rail passenger services, and to continue the 

capital improvements which the government had 
approved. Other grants and contributions to Crown 
corporations and statutory commitments, in support 
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of development and provision of surface transporta- 
tion operations, increase almost $61 million. Contri- 
butions towards projects to improve air transport 
infrastructure for remote communities increase by 
$15 million. 

Estimates for the Canadian Transport Commis- 
sion have increased by $71 million. Payments under 
the statutory program which compensates railways 
for losses incurred on Branch lines operated as a 
directed public duty, and for reduced rates estab- 
lished for transportation of grain and flour exports 
shipped through east coast ports are $77 million 
greater. 

Fisheries and Oceans spending will increase from 
$452.1 million in 1982-83 to $489.3 million in 1983— 
84. This increase includes $11.2 million in employ- 
ment related initiatives, $12.9 million to upgrade 
research laboratories and other facilities, and $5.3 
million to establish a new Gulf Region to manage the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence fisheries more effectively, and 
to provide an enhanced bilingual capability to better 
serve fishermen in that area.

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Social Affairs Envelope 


Purpose of Expenditures 


To carry out its social programs and policies during 
1983-84, the federal government will channel 
$36,134 million, or 40.6 per cent of its expenditures, 
through the Social Affairs envelope. 

The activities covered by this envelope fall into 
three broad categories: 


e direct services to the public; 

e transfers to the provinces and territorial govern- 
ments; and 

e transfers to individuals. 


Direct Services to the Public At the present 
time, the government spends approximately one-fifth 
of the Social Affairs envelope on direct services to the 
public. These include programs associated with: 


e preserving and improving health; 

° ensuring adequate housing; 

e helping Canadians find and maintain employ- 
ment; 

° assisting Native people; 

e fostering cultural development; 

¢ encouraging the development of the North; and 

¢ improving the overall quality of the environment. 


In addition to transfers to the provinces for 
health and related services which are discussed below, 
the government will make direct expenditures of 
about $120 million for health protection and health 
research designed to preserve and improve the quality 
of health of Canadians. Health protection expendi- 
tures focus on the identification and control of 
microbiological and chemical substances in food, 
drugs and other products to reduce illness and 
untimely death as a result of environmental and natu- 
ral hazards. Research expenditures support and foster 
research to provide information and methodology for 
establishing and evaluating health services, prevent- 
ing illness and promoting physical and mental health. 
In conjunction with these programs, the government 
will also spend $16 million in its Health Promotion 
Program, to encourage and assist Canadians to adopt 
a lifestyle that enhances their physical, mental and 
social well-being. It will also provide almost $120 mil- 
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lion in support of medical research through the grants 
and contributions of the Medical Research Council. 

The government’s housing programs have 
assisted the housing situation of many Canadians. In 
1983-84, $35 million will be provided under the 
Canada Home Renovation Plan and $121.6 million 
under the Canadian Home Ownership Stimulation 
Plan. Both these programs were introduced in 1982— 
83, with the primary intention of increasing employ- 
ment in the construction sector. Total housing pro- 
gram expenditures in 1983-84 will amount to $1,272 
million. Of this amount, approximately $800 million 
is being targeted to low income families under social 
housing programs, and $163 million is being allocated 
to rehabilitation programs which assist in the repair 
of seriously deficient housing. 

The government will spend approximately 
$1,571 million to directly assist Canadians in finding 
employment. These programs include counselling, job 
placement and job creation activities to help people 
who, for a variety of reasons, experience labour mar- 
ket difficulties. These difficulties may range from 
inexperience or handicaps to ethnic origin or lack of 
opportunity. This area of spending also provides $116 
million for the Immigration Program of the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission. 

The provision of assistance to Canada’s Native 
people to help them achieve their cultural, social and 
economic needs and aspirations is an important con- 
cern for the government. In addition to expenditures 
in several programs available to all Canadians, the 
government will target more than $1,550 million to 
provide Indian people with improved housing, social 
services, medical services, education and training, 
economic and employment development and commu- 
nity infrastructure. The establishment in the Novem- 
ber 1981 Budget of a $345 million fund for Native 
economic development is also an illustration of the 
government’s efforts. 

Approximately $630 million will be used to 
improve and protect the quality of the environment; 
to provide information on weather, conservation, and 
other environmental programs; and to preserve, 
through the federal parks system, the natural heritage 
of all Canadians.

The North and its development is another impor- 
tant concern for the Social Affairs policy sector. The 
federal government performs an environmental pro- 
tection and resource management role; negotiates 
financial agreements with the territorial governments; 
promotes and funds Native enterprises; administers 
on-the-job vocational training; and assists the territo- 
rial governments in providing education, health ser- 
vices, local government and public services to north- 
ern residents. The Northern Affairs Program of the 
Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Develop- 
ment will spend approximately $109 million on fed- 
eral services directed towards the North. 

Expenditures to foster cultural development, of 
about $1.6 billion or 4.4 per cent of the envelope, are 
made through directly financed federal programs. 
These include payments to the Canadian Broadcast- 
ing Corporation, which provides a national system of 
broadcasting; payments to a variety of agencies such 
as the Canada Council and the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council, to encourage artistic 
and intellectual development; and programs to foster 
fitness and amateur sports. In addition, the govern- 
ment spends $274 million in preserving historic sites, 
specifically fostering the two major languages and 
cultures, and celebrating events of national signifi- 
cance. 


Transfers to the Provinces and Territorial Gov- 
ernments The second major set of expenditures 
provides transfers to the provinces and territorial gov- 
ernments. The major programs associated with these 
expenditures include: 


* support to post-secondary education and health 
services through the Federal-Provincial Fiscal 
Arrangements and_ Established Programs 
Financing Act; 


e assistance to the handicapped and others in 
financial need via the Canada Assistance Plan; 

¢ manpower training through the National Train- 
ing Act agreements; and 

e transfer payments to the governments of the 
Northwest Territories and the Yukon. 


Collectively, transfer payments to other levels of 
government make up approximately one-third of the 
envelope. 

The government spends $4.8 billion, 13.3 per 
cent of the Social Affairs envelope, in support of the 
provision by provinces of health services, including 
hospital care and medical services, and $1.8 billion in 
support of post-secondary education. These expendi- 
tures are part of an overall federal contribution of 
cash and tax transfers to the provinces under Estab- 
lished Programs Financing. They are designed to help 
ensure that Canadians enjoy a high level of services 
and have equitable access to advanced educational 
facilities and to the health care system. The value of 
the tax transfer to provinces under this program is 
estimated to be $6.6 billion in 1983-84. 

The Canada Assistance Plan provides support to 
the provinces for programs of financial assistance and 
social services by bearing 50 per cent of the costs of 
such programs. It also covers SO per cent of the cost 
of child support services such as foster care and day 
care and of a broad array of other family and social 
support services. This assistance, together with life- 
skill and employment training under the Vocational 
Rehabilitation of Disabled Persons Act, has enabled 
many disabled persons to enter, or re-enter, the main- 
stream of Canadian social and economic life, and has 
provided support for millions of Canadians in times of 
need. During 1983-84 the federal government will 
transfer $3,100 million to the provinces to continue 
these programs. 


The Expenditure Plan by Envelope 21 


The federal government will spend $943 million 
to purchase training courses from provinces and to 
support students in training or retraining for jobs, as 
part of its financial obligations under the National 
Training Act. 

The territorial governments will receive transfers 
totalling $446 million from the federal government in 
support of their operating and capital requirements. 

In addition to these very large transfers, the gov- 
ernment makes payments to the provinces, territories 
and municipalities for various smaller programs. 
These include public housing and Canada Student 
Loan payments. 


Transfers to Individuals This third category 
of expenditures covers payments to the elderly, fami- 
lies, the unemployed and veterans. 

These programs account for the largest single 
block of envelope expenditures. In fiscal year 1983— 
84, the government will spend almost 50 per cent of 
its Social Affairs budget to directly assist people in 
dealing with economic difficulties and service-related 
disabilities, or to support them in retirement or in 
raising families. 

Particularly important to the lives of many of 
Canada’s elderly is the Old Age Security Program 
and the associated Guaranteed Income Supplement. 
The government will spend close to $11 billion for 
this purpose during 1983-84. In addition, veterans’ 
pensions and allowances are estimated to amount to 
$1.1 billion in 1983-84. 

The Family Allowances Program, an integral 
part of child benefit support, has total expenditures of 
$2.3 billion in 1983-84. 

Although financed primarily by employers and 
employees, the Unemployment Insurance Program is 
partly funded by federal government expenditures. 
These expenditures, which are expected to be $2.9 bil- 
lion in 1983-84, absorb the cost of regionally 
extended benefits, the net cost of benefits for self- 
employed fishermen, and the cost of extended benefits 
for persons taking approved training or participating 
in approved job creation projects or work-sharing 
arrangements. 

In addition, training allowances enable adults to 
obtain the necessary skills to find employment and at 
the same time provide financial support to their fami- 
lies. 
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Policy Objectives and Initiatives 


In the Speech from the Throne in April 1980, the 
government announced that two fundamental princi- 
ples would underlie the development of its social poli- 
cies and programs: 


e Canadians will accept sacrifice to meet the eco- 
nomic challenge of the 1980s, but they will not 
accept injustice. Canadians have always faced up 
to difficult decisions and, if necessary, they will 
do so in the future—but only if the burden is 
shared equitably. 

e Canadians recognize the need to live within their 
national means and they understand that in 
doing so the State cannot meet every demand or 
satisfy every group. Therefore, in employing the 
limited resources available, the government will 
help first those who need help most. 


These basic principles have been reaffirmed on a 
number of occasions, including the November 1981 
and June 1982 Budgets and the October 1982 Eco- 
nomic Statement, and they continue to guide the gov- 
ernment in the pursuit of its social objectives. 

During the past year, the government’s social 
policy initiatives have been developed primarily in the 
context of the economic recovery measures 
announced in the June 1982 Budget and in the Octo- 
ber 1982 Economic Statement. Within the framework 
of the Six and Five Program, the government reaf- 
firmed its commitment to maintain the safety nets 
designed to protect and support those Canadians most 
in need of help and, further, to improve its social pro- 
grams to make them more effective. 

The primary social concern of the government is 
the development and employment of human 
resources. To deal with the immediate need to reduce 
unemployment, a number of new job creation and 
protection measures have been introduced to supple- 
ment existing programs: 


e use of Section 38 of the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Act was expanded to encourage workshar- 
ing and to stimulate job creation; 

¢ the Canada Community Development Program 
was provided with an additional $200 million 
over two years; 


e the New Employment Expansion and Develop- 
ment Program was introduced with federal fund- 
ing of $500 million which has been supplemented 
in a number of provinces through joint federal- 
provincial action. 


To prepare Canadians to take advantage of 
future job opportunities, and recognizing that educa- 
tion and job-related training are critical to economic 
recovery, the government is undertaking new initia- 
tives in the areas of education and training: 


e the National Training Act has been proclaimed 
and funding agreements have been negotiated 
with all provinces; the federal government will 
continue to use the new Act as a vehicle through 
which to provide training opportunities in new 
skills to those who need them — women, youth, 
Native people, the handicapped, workers in 
obsolete jobs — so that they will have greater 
access to employment opportunities; and 

e discussions with the provinces in the area of post- 
secondary education have been initiated in the 
context of renegotiating the Established Pro- 
grams Financing arrangements. These discus- 
sions will continue throughout 1983-84 with a 
view to introducing new legislation designed to 
preserve and strengthen the higher education 
system in order to meet the requirements of the 
1980s. 


Housing and the problems of mortgage financing 
will continue to receive special attention — both to 
ensure that an adequate standard of affordable 
accommodation is available to Canadians, and as a 
means of stimulating employment in the construction 
industry. With the addition of almost $1.2 billion for 
1982-83 and 1983-84 to support new housing pro- 
grams or to supplement existing programs in the 
areas of home ownership stimulation, mortgage 
renewal, home renovation, rental supply and coopera- 
tive/non-profit housing, the supply of, and demand 
for, housing has been maintained at adequate levels 
during a difficult economic period. 

In line with the government’s commitment to 
protect and support Canadians most in need of help, 
special measures have been introduced to shelter 
these individuals from the burden of the fight against 
inflation. When Canadians were called to share this 
burden by accepting a limit of 6 per cent in 1983 and 


5 per cent in 1984 on the indexation of Family Allow- 
ances and Old Age Security (OAS) payments, the 
Child Tax Credit was increased by $50 for the 1982 
taxation year, and the Guaranteed Income Supple- 
ment was augmented to fully offset the limitation on 
the indexation of OAS payments. At the same time, 
full indexation was maintained on the Child Tax 
Credit, the Guaranteed Income Supplement and vet- 
erans’ pensions and allowances. In addition, the gov- 
ernment has held the increase in unemployment 
insurance premiums to about one-half of what would 
be required to balance the Unemployment Insurance 
Account in 1983, while maintaining full indexation on 
unemployment insurance benefits. 

Last December, a Green Paper on Better Pen- 
sions for Canadians was released to promote public 
discussion and debate of the alternatives available for 
reform of the pension system. A Parliamentary Com- 
mittee was established to review the paper and make 
recommendations for action. The Committee’s report 
is expected in December 1983, following which dis- 
cussions will continue with the provinces and the pri- 
vate sector with a view to developing the reforms 
necessary to improve the adequacy and fairness of the 
retirement income system. 

The government has assigned a high priority to 
the development of new national health legislation 
which will ensure universal access to medical and hos- 
pital care. As in the case of the post-secondary educa- 
tion system, discussions have been initiated with the 
provinces in the context of renegotiating the Estab- 
lished Programs Financing arrangements and will 
continue into 1983-84. 

In November 1982, the Federal Cultural Policy 
Review Committee released its report outlining policy 
directions in the arts and culture sector to the year 
2000. The government is developing initiatives in 
response to the report’s recommendations, and has 
approved a number of elements for a new national 
broadcasting strategy. Other initiatives include the 
construction of a facility to house the National 
Aeronautical Collection and construction of buildings 
for the National Museum of Man in Hull, and the 
National Gallery in Ottawa. Pursuant to the report of 
the Royal Commission on Newspapers, the govern- 
ment announced proposals during 1982 to protect the 
freedom of the press by ensuring diversity in the 
industry. Measures include the introduction of a 
Canadian Newspapers Bill and the establishment of 
an endowment fund for the Canadian Advisory Coun- 
cil on Newspapers. 
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A bill to provide for government-operated sports- 
pool betting systems on combinations of athletic con- 
tests and events, and to appropriately amend the 
Criminal Code and the Income Tax Act, has been 
introduced. Proceeds from the operation of the sports 
pools will be used to support initiatives in fitness and 
amateur sport, arts and culture and medical research. 

With respect to Canada’s Native people and the 
North, the government is undertaking initiatives in 
several areas. The Native Alcohol and Drug Abuse 
Program has been expanded; the On-Reserve Housing 
Program has been enriched; aboriginal rights have 
been protected in the Constitution and will be the 
subject of a First Ministers conference in the spring; 
the comprehensive land claim of the Council for 
Yukon Indians is expected to be settled in early 1983; 
the tax exemption on northern benefits was extended 
for another year and will be phased out gradually to 
ease the burden on Canada’s northerners; a policy on 
northern constitutional development has _ been 
announced to guide the evolution towards further 
responsible government in the North; and new struc- 
tures to promote economic development for the ben- 
efit of Natives and northerners have been introduced 
in the Northwest Territories and are under develop- 
ment for the Yukon and elsewhere. 

In line with federal responsibilities for Canada’s 
environment, the government is increasing its efforts 
to encourage the control of acid rain, in cooperation 
with the provincial governments and in negotiations 
with the United States. The provision of high-quality 
weather forecasting services in support of economic 
activity in the fisheries and agricultural sectors will 
continue, as will efforts to maintain and improve the 
national parks system as an incentive to tourism in 
Canada and for the enjoyment of all Canadians. 


24 Chapter 3 


Expenditure Highlights for 1983-84 


The 1983-84 Main Estimates provide $35,843 million 
for the Social Affairs envelope, an increase of $6,142 
million or 20.7 per cent over the 1982-83 Main Esti- 
mates. This expenditure increase reflects the impact 
of a number of factors, including general economic 
conditions. 

Most of the year-over-year increase in the level 
of Main Estimates has been caused by statutory pro- 
grams. Many of these are administered by the 
Department of National Health and Welfare, whose 
expenditures increased by $2,529 million. Specifi- 
cally, programs related to old age security will 
increase by 9.8 per cent or $971 million. Cash contri- 
butions to provinces for medical care and hospital 
insurance will increase by $803 million or 20.1 per 
cent. Canada Assistance Plan payments by the fed- 
eral government will increase by $558 million or 21.6 
per cent as a result of increased average benefits and 
an increasing number of beneficiaries. 

The government anticipates that its transfer pay- 
ments to provincial governments under the Estab- 
lished Programs Financing arrangements (which 
cover health insurance, medical care, extended health 
care and post-secondary education) will increase by 
$1,145 million or 20.9 per cent over 1982-1983 this 
year. It will transfer $4,788 million to provinces to 
cover health programs as indicated in the Main Esti- 
mates of the Department of National Health and 
Welfare, and an additional $1,842 million shown in 
the Main Estimates of the Secretary of State in 
respect of post-secondary education. 

The expenditures of the Canada Employment 
and Immigration Commission account for the second 
largest block of envelope expenditures. In total, the 
Commission’s expenditures of $4,660 million during 
1983-84 are expected to be $2,245 million higher 
than in the 1982-83 Main Estimates. Much of this 
increase is attributable to contributions to the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Program, which are expected to 
rise by $1.7 billion to a level of $2.9 billion because of 
the high level of unemployment which is expected to 
continue into 1983-84. One of the government’s high- 
est priorities is to put more people to work and to 
improve their capability to find work as the economy 
improves. The Canada Employment and Immigration 
Commission will spend $366 million more in 1983-84 
on job creation than in 1982-83 and $237 million 
more on training.

The $151 million increase in the expenditures of 
the Department of Veterans Affairs is due largely to 
benefit increases to maintain the real value of pen- 
sions and allowances, and to higher costs of treatment 

| services for veterans. 
| The expenditures for the Department of Indian 
Affairs and Northern Development show an increase 
of $274 million in the 1983-84 Main Estimates. Pro- 
| grams financed through the Indian and Inuit Affairs 
Program have been allocated an additional $172 mil- 
lion for 1983-84, an increase of 16.1 per cent. This 


| 


amount includes an increase of $156 million in the 
cost of providing education for Indians, $16 million 
for additional capital expenditures, and $59 million 
for increased social services. This, of course, does not 
include expenditures under other federal programs 
which benefit Native people both directly and 
indirectly. Under the Northern Affairs Program, for 
example, some $446 million has been allocated to 
assist the Yukon and Northwest Territories govern- 
ments in providing services to persons in the North, 
many of whom are Native people. 
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The government’s housing initiatives have 
resulted in significant changes in government expen- 
ditures for 1983-84. Among the most important was 
its decision, announced in the June Budget, to make 
$300 million available to assist first-time purchasers 
of existing homes and, within certain limits, all pur- 
chasers of new homes. The latter provision will con- 
tinue into 1983-84, and $122 million is included in 
these Main Estimates for this purpose, under the pro- 
grams of CMHC. 

Given the government’s concern for cultural and 
environmental issues, its expenditures will increase in 
these areas. The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
will receive an additional $83 million, which repre- 
sents an 11.2 per cent increase in 1983-84. Of the 
$43 million increase shown for the environment pro- 
grams of the Department of the Environment, $26 
million is required by Parks Canada for the operation 
of national parks and historic sites, and $13 million 
for increased costs of operating Canada’s weather 
forecasting network.

Justice and Legal Envelope 


Purpose of Expenditures 


The federal government’s Justice and Legal programs 
are administered by the Department of Justice, the 
Department of the Solicitor General and by several 
agencies, including the Supreme Court of Canada, 
the Federal Court of Canada, the Canadian Human 
Rights Commission, the Commissioner for Federal 
Judicial Affairs, the Law Reform Commission, the 
Tax Review Board, the Correctional Service of 
Canada, the National Parole Board, and the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police. 

The Justice and Legal policy sector is designed to 
ensure better coordination and planning of the federal 
policies and programs administered by these organi- 
zations, and to focus on longer-term expenditure 
requirements. In 1983-84, the federal government 
will spend $1,773 million, or 2.0 per cent of its total 
budget, on justice and legal programs. 

The purposes of this envelope’s expenditures fall 
into three major categories. The first consists of 
expenditures associated with the protection of 
individuals by the provision of policing services. These 
expenditures, $830 million, account for almost half of 
the envelope. The federal government directly pro- 
vides policing services through the RCMP, as part of 
its administration and enforcement of federal legisla- 
tion. In addition, under shared cost arrangements, the 
RCMP functions as the provincial police in eight 
provinces (all except Ontario and Quebec) and in 
both territories, and acts as the municipal police in 
almost 200 municipalities in these eight provinces.

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The second expenditure category is for the provi- 
sion of correctional services. Administered by the 
Correctional Service of Canada and the National 
Parole Board, these include the incarceration of 
offenders sentenced to two years or more, and control 
of the release of offenders to the community. In fiscal 
year 1983-84, these expenditures will amount to $681 
million. 

The third category of expenditures, accounting 
for approximately 15 per cent of the envelope or $260 
million, consists of programs which protect individual 
rights and freedoms. These expenditures include: con- 
tributions by the federal government to the provinces 
and territories under cost-sharing agreements to assist 
in the operation of legal aid and to maintain victim 
compensation programs; the financing of programs 
which administer appeal procedures; and funding of 
programs of the Canadian Human Rights Commis- 
sion, the Tax Appeal Board and the Federal Courts. 


Policy Objectives and Initiatives 


The government has a number of major objectives in 
the Justice and Legal sector. These include the pro- 
motion of a just, effective and efficient legal system in 
Canada, the reduction and prevention of crime and 
the effects of crime in Canadian society, and the 
maintenance of high standards in the provision of pol- 
icing, correctional and other services.

The government indicated in the April 1980 
Speech from the Throne that it would take measures 
to improve the protection of individual rights. Since 
that time, the Constitution has been patriated includ- 
ing the entrenchment of the Canadian Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. The government has intro- 
duced amendments to the Canadian Human Rights 
Act to protect the disabled from discrimination and to 


_ enhance the protection against sexual discrimination. | 


New legislation regarding access to information and 
privacy has been passed and is expected to be pro- 
claimed in 1983. The Young Offenders Act has also 
been enacted and the government is currently work- 
ing to develop new Young Offenders services agree- 
ments with the provinces to facilitate the implementa- 
tion of the legislation. In addition, new federal- 
provincial Criminal Legal Aid agreements are under 
development. 


During 1983-84, the government will continue 
its efforts to reinforce the principles embodied in the 
Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms. Legisla- 
tion will be introduced amending federal statutes to 
bring them into compliance with the Charter. The 
Criminal Law Review, announced in the 1982 publi- 
cation The Criminal Law in Canadian Society, will 
produce its first legislative results, designed to mod- 
ernize and improve important portions of the criminal 
law.

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Expenditure Highlights for 1983-84 


In total, the Main Estimates for this envelope 
increase by $230 million. The provision of policing 
services by the RCMP accounts for $78 million of 
this increase. While the bulk of this increase is due to 
increased salaries and operating costs, $20 million 
reflects additional resources in such areas as drug en- 
forcement, Indian special constables, provincial and 
municipal policing agreements and protection for em- 
bassies and foreign representatives. 

The second expenditure category, that related to 
the provision of correctional services, accounts for 
$129 million, or over one-half of the total $230 mil- 
lion increase in the Main Estimates for the envelope. 
Higher capital expenditures and workload adjust- 
ments arising largely from inmate population growth 
account for $84 million of the increase. The remain- 
der, for the most part, reflects salary increases and 
some allowance for inflation. 

Over three-quarters of the $23 million increase 
in the other departments in this envelope is due to sal- 
ary and price factors. Additional resources for minor 
workload in the other departments, and for the 
Department of Justice in relation to the Charter of 
Rights, have been partly offset by a $4 million 
decrease in the Canadian Unity Information Office 
Program.

Fiscal Arrangements Envelope 


Purpose of Expenditures 


The general purpose of expenditures under the Fiscal 
Arrangements envelope is to provide unconditional 
fiscal assistance to provinces; that is, a transfer of 
funds without any conditions or stipulations as to how 
such moneys shall be used. There are presently ten 
programs provided for in the envelope, of which five 
are need-related and five are tax-related. 

The five need-related programs are fiscal equali- 
zation, population recovery adjustment payments, 
statutory subsidies under the Constitution Acts 1867 
to 1981 and other statutory authority, disaster assist- 
ance and fiscal stabilization. More than 90 per cent of 
the total expenditures in the Fiscal Arrangements 
envelope are made under the Fiscal Equalization Pro- 
gram. The purpose of this program is to make it pos- 
sible for all provinces to provide their residents with a 
reasonable level of public services without having to 
resort to an above-average level of taxation. 

The five tax-related programs are: the income 
tax revenue guarantee for provinces, which protects 
them in certain circumstances against revenue losses 
resulting from modifications made to the personal 
income tax by the federal government; grants to 
municipalities and provinces in lieu of property taxes; 
reciprocal taxation payments to provinces in respect 
of consumption taxes; payments to provinces of a 
share of federal income tax collected from privately- 
owned public utilities; and recoveries from Quebec in 
respect of three personal income tax points trans- 
ferred to that province in lieu of a federal Youth 
Allowance Program that was subsequently discon- 
tinued. 


Policy Objectives and Initiatives 


The government’s objectives for 1983-84 are, gener- 
ally, to maintain all of the existing programs. Popula- 
tion recovery adjustment payments are expected to 
expire in March 1984 when the final determination of 
1981-82 equalization entitlements is completed.

Expenditure Highlights for 1983-84 


The Fiscal Arrangements envelope expenditure total 
of $5,537 million for 1983-84 represents a 10.7 per 
cent increase over the preceding year’s Main Esti- 
mates provision of $5,004 million. Of this increase of 
$533 million, the Fiscal Equalization Program 
accounts for $526 million. 

The 1982-83 Main Estimate provision for equal- 
ization, amounting to $4,709 million, was based upon 
the November 1981 Budget proposal for a new equal- 
ization system, to begin in 1982-83. However, a dif- 
ferent system from the one proposed was subse- 
quently approved by Parliament in An Act to Amend 
the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and 
Established, Programs Financing Act, 1977 and to 
Provide for Payments to Certain Provinces: the provi- 
sions of this Act lead to a 1983—84 Main Estimate of 
$5,235 million. As a consequence, it is difficult to 
make a comparison between the Main Estimates for 
1982-83 and 1983-84. The growth in equalization is 
explained partly by the change in the system enacted 
by Parliament in April 1982, and partly by revised 
forecasts in provincial revenues subject to equaliza- 
tion. 

The equalization system underlying the 1982-83 
Main Estimates was based upon using Ontario as a 
Standard for determining all provincial payments, 
whereas the one underlying the 1983-84 Main Esti- 
mates (as well as the actual payments for 1982-83) is 
the Representative Average Standard which is made 


up of the average per capita fiscal capacity of the five 
provinces of British Columbia, Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba, Ontario and Quebec. 

Other differences between the equalization sys- 
tems underlying the 1982-83 and 1983-84 Main 
Estimates relate to the coverage of revenues (which is 
broader in the 1983-84 Main Estimates) and to spe- 
cial transitional guarantees which were included in 
the 1983-84 Main Estimates but not in those for 
1982-83. 

The increase of $16 million in Reciprocal Taxa- 
tion from 1982-83 to 1983-84 is due to the increase 
in federal expenditures on taxable goods and services 
and higher provincial retail sales taxes. 

There is a $38 million decrease in payments 
under the Public Utilities Income Tax Transfer Act 
(PUITTA) from the 1982-83 to the 1983-84 Main 
Estimates. The 1982-83 Main Estimates provision 
was based on the assumption that the transfer would 
continue to increase at the same rate as in previous 
years. Preliminary information for the 1980 taxation 
year indicates that the expected trend did not con- 
tinue and the 1983-84 Main Estimates provision 
reflects this latest information. 

Federal grants in lieu of taxes have increased 
from $201 million in the 1982-83 Main Estimates to 
$231 million in the 1983-84 Main Estimates. This 
growth, approximately 15 per cent, is partly attribut- 
able to higher local government tax rates and partly 
attributable to increased grants stemming from the 
legislative change in 1980 to gradually expand the 
coverage of properties under the program. 
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External Affairs Envelope 


Purpose of Expenditures 


The programs included in the External Affairs 
envelope deal principally with representation of 
Canadian political, trade and economic, peace and 
security, and social interests abroad and with the 
administration of an extensive program of aid to 
developing countries. 

Reflecting this breadth of interests, Canada has 
direct relations with 168 countries and international 
organizations. These relations are handled through 
116 posts located in 79 countries. The size and range 
of activities of these posts vary according to their 
location. For example, in certain developed countries 
the emphasis may be on trade promotion, whereas in 
many developing countries the emphasis would be on 
aid administration. 

Canada has traditionally been regarded as a 
country with a high level of active concern for inter- 
national development. The primary purpose of 
development aid is to help developing countries reach 
their economic and social potential. However, the 
various aid programs have important benefits for the 
Canadian economy since procurement of goods and 
services in Canada to support developmental projects 
overseas is a Stimulus to Canadian industry. 

Other elements of the External Affairs envelope 
include the International Development Research Cen- 
tre, engaged in research into the problems of the 
developing regions of the world, and the International 
Joint Commission, which concerns itself with a var- 
lety of boundary water and environmental issues 
along the United States—Canada border.

Policy Objectives and Initiatives 


The major foreign policy priorities for 1983-84 
include fostering economic growth, primarily through 
the promotion of exports, promoting social justice by 
means of an extensive development assistance pro- 
gram, and working for peace and security. 

The Official Development Assistance (ODA) 
Program, which accounts for the bulk of the envelope, 
is one of the main instruments through which Canada 
advances the goal of international social justice. The 
program seeks to support the efforts of developing 
countries in fostering economic growth, and in achiev- 
ing a wide distribution of the benefits of development 
among the populations of these countries. 

The planned growth of this envelope will largely 
result from the government’s continuing commitment 
to increase ODA as a percentage of Gross National 
Product (GNP). The planned ODA level for 1983-84 


-of $1,812 million is in accordance with Canada’s 


commitment to reach 0.5 per cent of GNP as ODA 
by 1985-86 and to make best efforts to reach 0.7 per 
cent by the end of the decade. 

The ODA expenditures are calculated according 
to international conventions on ODA reporting as 
required by the Organization for Economic Co-opera- 
tion and Development (OECD). These conventions 
include, in total ODA, the value of grants and loans 
in the year in which they are made, as well as the face 
value of notes issued to international financial institu- 
tions. In addition, starting in 1983-84, a portion of 
administrative costs will be counted in reported ODA, 
in accordance with the expanded definition of ODA 
by the OECD. 


Aside from the aid budget, no other significant 
changes in expenditures are projected. Envelope levels 
for 1983-84 do, however, include adjustments to 
reflect the transfer to External Affairs of certain 
responsibilities of the Department of Industry, Trade 
and Commerce, such as international trade promo- 
tion, marketing and development.

Expenditure Highlights for 1983-84 


The 1983-84 Main Estimates include $1,830 million 
in budgetary expenditures and $528 million in loans, 
investments and advances for the External Affairs 
envelope. This represents an increase of $299 million 
in budgetary expenditures and $12 million in loans, 
investments and advances over last year’s Main Esti- 
mates. 

Of the additional $151 million in resources pro- 
vided to External Affairs, $90 million result from the 
transfer to External Affairs of responsibilities for 
international trade, and $24 million are required for 
increased workload both at headquarters and abroad. 
In addition, some $37 million will be used to partially 
offset the effects of inflation, although this latter 
requirement has been reduced to some extent by gains 
in the Canadian dollar relative to certain currencies 
abroad.

Official Development Assistance 


The total level of Official Development Assist- 
ance has been established at $1,812 million, $88 mil- 
lion higher than in 1982-83. Table 3.13 provides the 
distribution of assistance for each year. 

The total ODA cash requirement provided in the 
Estimates is $1,735 million. One reason this differs 
from the ODA total shown in table 3.13 is because, 
for the most part, payments to International Finan- 
cial Institutions (IFIs) are effected by the issuance of 
promissory notes. Such notes are encashed by the 
recipient institution in future years according to their 
requirements and it is a forecast of these actual cash 
requirements in 1983-84 which is included in the 
Main Estimates. However, the full value of the notes 
is included in the calculation of ODA in the year in 
which they are issued and are so reported to the 
Development Assistance Committee of the OECD.

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higher than in 1982-83. This is reflected in major 
increases in bilateral development assistance and con- 
tributions towards the cost of development assistance 
undertakings by Canadian and international non-gov- 
ernmental organizations. 

The Agency’s loans, investments and advances in 
Main Estimates show a decrease of $46 million. This 
is reflected in a decrease of $36 million in bilateral 
loans and $10 million in cash payments to IFIs. 

An increase of $52 million in loans, investments 
and advances within the Main Estimates of the 
Department of Finance is entirely attributable to 
Canada’s investment in the International Develop- 
ment Association, the concessional lending arm of the 
World Bank, and the International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development. 

The International Development Research Centre 
shows an increase of $8 million in Main Estimates, of 
which $2 million is earmarked for energy research. 
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Defence Envelope 


Purpose of Expenditures 


The Defence envelope consists of expenditures for the 
Defence Services Program of the Department of 
National Defence and Defence Construction (1951) 
Limited. 

The objective of this program is to ensure the 
security of Canada and to contribute to the mainte- 
nance of world peace. 

-In support of this objective the program contrib- 
utes a Canadian presence to joint security concerns 
both within the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO) and for the defence of North America. 
Moreover, the Canadian Forces have traditionally 
played a substantial role in peacekeeping activities in 
co-operation with other members of the international 
community. 

Within Canada, the Armed Forces supplement 
and support the civilian authorities. The Forces also 
make an important contribution to emergency pre- 
paredness and have the primary responsibility for 
search and rescue services of the government. 


Policy Objectives and Initiatives 


The envelope level of $7.8 billion for 1983-84 reflects 
the government’s commitment to NATO to sustain 
the increase in defence expenditures by three per cent 
annually in real terms. 

A significant part of the growth in defence 
spending continues to be devoted to the re-equipment 
and modernization of the Canadian Forces. The larg- 
est capital expenditure in 1983-84 is for the CF-18 
fighter aircraft, which entered service with the Forces 
in 1982-83, and for which deliveries will continue at a 
rate of about two per month. As well, a comprehen- 
sive study is in progress on a program to provide six 
new Canadian-built Patrol Frigates to replace some 
elements of the existing Maritime fleet. Other 
planned projects include new military trucks and 
small arms replacement. 

The size of the Armed Forces, 81,554 military 
personnel in 1983-84, will continue to increase by 
about 400 persons per year. This growth is based on 
the military force ceiling, established in 1977, of 
82,740 with increases to be phased in over a number 
of years.

Expenditure Highlights for 1983-84 


The 1983-84 Main Estimates include $7,840 million 
for the Defence envelope, an increase of $798.7 mil- 
lion over the 1982-83 Main Estimates. 

Increases in the capital, and operations and 
maintenance budgets account for $303.9 million and 
$285.5 million respectively. 

The capital budget for 1983-84 is $1,815 mil- 
lion, of which $944 million will be expended on the 
CF-18 fighter aircraft project. An increase of $114.3 
million in military personnel costs includes the costs 
associated with the additional 406 military person- 
years. An increase of $70.2 million in civilian person- 
nel costs includes the costs associated with an addi- 
tional 40 civilian person-years for an apprentice train- 
ing program. Increases in military and civilian 
pensions account for a further $56.5 million. 

Grants and contributions will decrease by $31.7 
million due to reduced requirements for contributions 
to NATO programs.

Services to Government Envelope 


Purpose of Expenditures 


The Services to Government policy sector is com- 
prised of a wide range of government departments 
and agencies engaged in various activities. Some, such 
as Public Works and Supply and Services direct virtu- 
ally all their resources to the support of other depart- 
ments and agencies. Others, such as the Canada Post 
Corporation, Statistics Canada and the National 
Capital Commission, provide their services mainly to 
the public. National Revenue collects taxes and duties 
on behalf of the government. The envelope also 
includes a number of smaller agencies such as the 
Economic Council of Canada, an advisory body 
engaged in economic research, and the Tariff Board, 
which adjudicates appeals from customs and excise 
rulings. 

The Services to Government envelope amounts to 
$4,010 million or 4.5 per cent of planned total outlays 
in 1983-84. Of this total, $3,320 million is provided 
for in the Main Estimates. Although the 1983-84 
‘Main Estimates do not contain any forecast require- 
ments for the Canada Post Corporation, the envelope 
total includes $300 million to provide for the 
anticipated postal deficit and a $170 million adjust- 
ment from the 1982-83 level of the publisher’s sub- 
sidy to reflect its allocation to the general infrastruc- 
ture created by the Post Office over past years. 
Parliamentary authorization for these payments will 
be sought through Supplementary Estimates.

Public Works, one of the envelope’s largest 
departments, has several functions. It provides 
accommodation, through construction, purchase, or 
lease, and architectural, engineering and related ser- 
vices to federal departments and agencies; constructs 
and maintains roads and bridges under federal juris- 
diction; manages and develops federal lands; and 
issues grants to municipal and other authorities in 
lieu of taxes on federal government property. The 
National Capital Commission has a mandate for the 
development, conservation and improvement of the 
National Capital Region through a program of land 
development, transportation, services and_ utilities, 
recreation and culture. 

National Revenue administers and enforces a 
variety of Acts including the Customs Act and the 
Income Tax Act. It also carries out administrative 
functions on behalf of other federal departments, such 
as the collection of Canada Pension Plan contribu- 
tions and unemployment insurance premiums, and on 
behalf of provincial governments in respect of the col- 
lection of provincial income tax and the administra- 
tion of various tax credit plans. 

Another department with major appropriations 
is the Treasury Board Secretariat. Its estimates 
include the government’s contribution, as Employer, 
to employee insurance plans and the Treasury Board 
contingency vote, used to supplement other votes for 
salary requirements and to provide for miscellaneous 
minor and unforeseen expenses not otherwise pro- 
vided for.

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Policy Objectives and Initiatives 


Principal objectives for the sector are the improve- 
ment of management and economy in government 
and the reduction of the burden on the private sector. 
Forecast expenditure levels reflect the theme of seek- 
ing to ‘do more for less’. 

Revenue Canada has initiated a review to iden- 
tify areas where changes to legislation or policy might 
lead to more streamlined administration. Moreover, 
the department’s ongoing introduction and implemen- 
tation of automation and information technology is 
expected to enhance operational performance in 
response to a growing number of taxpayers, and to 
simplify procedures. 

Efforts to assess the feasibility of having Public 
Works charge market rates for its accommodation 
and professional and technical services are continu- 
ing. The goal is to improve the department’s effective- 
ness and efficiency, minimize the government’s 
expenditures on these services and enhance Parlia- 
ment’s control. In the area of asset management, 
emphasis is being placed on the disposal of property 
no longer required, on better use of under-utilized 
property, and on a long-term strategy for acquiring 
new property, needed to satisfy the government’s 
space requirements. These take advantage of the 
economies offered, depending on circumstances, 
of either Crown-ownership, lease-purchase or leased 
accommodation. 


The Office of the Comptroller General is pursu- 
ing the development of improved financial and opera- 
tional planning and controls, evaluation of programs 
and improvements in the reporting of information to 
Parliament. 

Further improvements to the federal regulatory 
process are envisaged with a view to encouraging 
more effective participation by the private sector and 
increased accountability by the government. Initia- 
tives include the publication of semi-annual depart- 
mental regulatory agendas giving advance notice of 
proposed regulatory initiatives, the rationalization of 
federal records retention requirements, legislation to 
repeal obsolete statutes and continuing evaluation of 
departmental regulatory activities. 
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Expenditure Highlights for 1983-84 


The 1983-84 Main Estimates include $3,320 million 
for the Services to Government envelope in budgetary 
expenditures and loans, investments and advances. 
This represents a net increase of $338 million or 11.3 
per cent over the previous year’s Main Estimates, 
after adjusting for two major inter-envelope transfers 
which have occurred. The transfer of marine respon- 
sibilities from Public Works to Transport reduced the 
Services to the Government envelope by $47 million, 
while the transfer of certain DREE subsidiary agree- 
ments to Public Works increased the size of the 
envelope by $8 million. 

The major factor in the remaining $299 million 
overall increase is salary and price adjustments of 
$192 million or 6.4 per cent over 1982-83. Govern- 
ment accommodation costs account for a further $97 
million. 

The bulk of the remaining increase is due to a 
limited number of items. Employer contributions to 
employee insurance plans by Treasury Board increase 
by $31 million. An increase of $30 million is provided 
for a planned build-up in the Defence Production 
Revolving Fund inventory levels. Increased capital 
spending of $11 million is planned by Revenue 
Canada—Taxation in such areas as electronic data 
processing, automated office equipment, and telecom- 
munications for greater efficiency in processing tax 
returns. The Privy Council Office plans to spend $4 
million in 1983-84 on the Royal Commission on the 
‘Ocean Ranger’. 

This growth has been partly offset by increases 
in revenues for such departments as National Reve- 
nue—Taxation, Public Works and Supply and Services 
which are netted against expenditures to arrive at the 
Estimates totals.

Purpose of Expenditures 


The major purpose of expenditures within the Public 
Debt envelope is to pay holders of certain federal gov- 
ernment liabilities the rate of return promised at the 
time of issue. These interest-bearing liabilities include 
all of the federal government’s unmatured debt as 
well as a number of special funds and accounts. 
Unmatured debt includes the outstanding balances of 
Government of Canada domestic Marketable Bonds, 
Treasury Bills, Canada Savings Bonds, Canada Pen- 
sion Plan investments in federal securities, and for- 
eign borrowing. Special funds and accounts include 
the outstanding balances in annuity, insurance and 
pension accounts, deposit and trust accounts, and spe- 
cial drawing rights allocations. 

In addition, expenditures within the Public Debt 
envelope cover the premiums, discounts, commissions 
and servicing costs necessary to administer the debt 
program.

Total Public Debt Charges 
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Policy Objectives and Initiatives 


The size of the Public Debt envelope may be planned 
only to a certain extent. Federal government gross 
debt, which is the base upon which public debt inter- 
est is paid, is determined by several factors. These 
include the size of the budgetary deficit, foreign 
exchange considerations, desirable cash reserves and 
ultimately, financial requirements. To the extent that 
the outlook for the budgetary deficit can be changed, 
the federal government can alter the medium-term 
profile of public debt charges. However, the most 
important element producing short- to medium-term 
changes in public debt charges is interest rates, which 
are vulnerable to changes in international monetary 
conditions and domestic inflation. As a result, the 
level of public debt charges for 1983-84 should be 
viewed simply as a projection based on certain inter- 
est rate assumptions rather than as planned expendi- 
tures. Another way in which the government can con-

trol public debt charges is to achieve a minimum cost 
portfolio balance of the different sorts of bonds and 
other liabilities. It is an ongoing program of the gov- 
ernment to attain this balance, although this can be 
difficult in the short run when other considerations 
such as monetary and exchange rate policy objectives 
require a more costly mix of liabilities. 


Expenditure Highlights for. 1983-84 


The 1983-84 Main Estimates of $18,570 million for 
Public Debt charges are $1,805 million or 10.8 per 
cent higher than in the 1982-83 Main Estimates and 
$1,305 million higher than the current 1982-83 fore- 
cast. This reflects higher debt levels which are par- 
tially offset by lower average interest rates on the out- 
standing debt.

Spending proposals included in the Main Esti- 
mates amount to $87,461 million. This comprises 
$85,618 million for budgetary expenditures and 
$1,843 million for gross loans, investments and 
advances. Included in the budgetary Main Estimates 
are costs of servicing the public debt; operating and 
capital expenditures of government departments and 
agencies; and grants and contributions to other levels 
of government, persons, organizations and in the form 
of subsidies. Loans, investments and advances are 
those outlays that represent changes in the value of 
financial assets of the Government of Canada. They 
are received by Crown corporations, industry, other 
governments and international financial institutions. 

The expenditure framework includes a central 
reserve of $891 million to provide a contingency 
against possible errors in the assumptions concerning 
economic and other parameters underlying major 
Statutory programs. There is a further $2,452 million 
included in the envelopes as reserves for Supplemen- 
tary Estimates for cost adjustments to voted pro- 
grams, any new spending initiatives the government 
might choose to undertake, and any other unforeseen 
requirements. Should the total reserves of $3,343 mil- 


lion be used for Supplementary Estimates, total Esti- 
mates for 1983-84 would amount to $90,804 million. 

Total Estimates must be adjusted for repayments 
of previous years’ loans not offset by new loans in the 
current year to arrive at total planned outlays. In 
1983-84, these repayments are estimated to be $497 
million. In addition, since the government cannot 
legally spend more money than Parliament authorizes 
and in fact always spends less, a forecast of this short- 
fall, or lapse of expenditure authority, is provided. 
With these adjustments, total outlays are forecast to 
be $88,900 million. 


Main Estimates by Type of Authority 


Government expenditures cannot be made without 
Parliamentary authority. The Main Estimates contain 
spending proposals under two forms of Parliamentary 
authority. Statutory expenditures are those that have 
been given continuing authority by Acts of the cur- 
rent or previous Parliaments and therefore require no 
new Parliamentary approval. Anticipated spending 
under these programs is reported in the Estimates 
only for the purpose of informing Parliament of the 
government’s total spending plan. Public debt 
charges, contributions to provincial health and educa- 
tion programs, Old Age Security and Family Allow- 
ances are some examples of statutory budgetary 
expenditures. Statutory loans, investments and 
advances include loans to the Canada Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation, the Farm Credit Corporation 
and investments in the Export Development Corpora- 
tion. Growth of statutory spending commitments can 
only be controlled through amendments to the spe- 
cific legislation which forms the legal basis for these 
expenditures. 

The second type of expenditure authority is that 
which is provided by Parliament through Appropria- 
tion Acts specifically for the year in question. Exam- 
ples of these annually-voted spending proposals 
include budgetary provisions for departmental operat- 
ing and capital expenditures, capital subsidies for the 
construction of commercial and fishing vessels, capi- 
tal loans to such Crown corporations as Atomic 
Energy of Canada Limited, and loans to developing 
countries. 

Of the total 1983-84 Main Estimates, $54,514 
million, or 62.3 per cent, are statutory and therefore 
require no new Parliamentary authority. In these 
Estimates, the government is seeking new Parliamen- 


tary authority for appropriations of $32,947 million, 
37.7 per cent of the total. 

This distribution of expenditures for 1983-84 
must be interpreted in the light of the treatment of 
the Petroleum Compensation Program in the Esti- 
mates. Under the Petroleum Compensation Program 
of blended prices for oil, receipts from a levy on refin- 
ers are used to offset the cost of such programs as 
subsidy payments on imported oil and domestically 
produced non-conventional oil. The 1983-84 Main 
Estimates include only a net statutory provision of 
$212 million for petroleum compensation. In the 
1982-83 Main Estimates, a majority of these pay- 
ments were voted on an annual basis while all of the 
revenues were collected under the statutory authority 
of the Petroleum Compensation Revolving Fund. The 
passage of new legislation, while not substantially 
changing the components of the program, has there- 
fore had a significant impact on the split of statutory 
versus annually voted appropriations. 

Chart D presents a comparison of the growth 
rates for spending on statutory programs and on pro- 
grams to be voted annually. The growth rate for pro- 
grams requiring annual appropriations has generally 
been lower than the growth rate for statutory outlays. 


Budgetary Main Estimates 


The 1983-84 Main Estimates include $85,618 million 
for budgetary expenditures, 97.9 per cent of the total. 
These expenditures can be classified according to the 
various types of payment shown in table 4.2. The 
growth of budgetary expenditures by type of payment 
is shown in chart E. 

Transfer payments comprise government expen- 
ditures for grants and contributions which do not 
result in the receipt of goods or services. These 
include payments to other levels of government, to 
persons and to organizations. In total, the 1983-84 
Main Estimates provide for transfer payments of 
$42,608 million, an increase of 23.4 per cent from 
1982-83. This increase in transfer payments accounts 
for 63.7 per cent of the total growth in budgetary 
Main Estimates from 1982-83. 


Transfer payments to other levels of government 
are estimated to be $16,536 million in 1983-84. 
Included in this category, and shown graphically in 
chart F, which presents an historical profile of the 
government’s major programs, are the Established 
Programs Financing payments, the Canada Assist-

ance Plan and fiscal transfer payments. Under Part 
VI of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements 
and Established Programs Financing Act, 1977, the 
federal government contributes to the financing of 
hospital insurance, medicare, extended health care 
and post-secondary education. The federal contribu- 
tion consists of a combination of income tax transfers 
and cash payments, both of which grow with the 
economy. Generally, the program is subject to broad 
conditions designed to maintain national standards in 
the health care field. The 1983-84 Main Estimates 
includes $6,630 million for the cash portion of this 
program. This represents an increase of 20.9 per cent 
from 1982-83. 


Federal contributions to the provinces under the 
Canada Assistance Plan are authorized by legislation 
passed in 1966. The federal contribution amounts to 
50 per cent of eligible provincial and municipal 
expenditures for assistance payments, welfare services 
and certain health services. Each province adminis- 
ters its social assistance programs, and eligibility for 
federal assistance is based on needs tests. Estimated 
outlays in 1983-84 under the Canada Assistance Plan 
are $3,140 million, an increase of 21.6 per cent over 
the 1982-83 Main Estimates. 

Fiscal transfer payments include equalization 
payments, subsidies under the British North America 
Act, Public Utilities Income Tax Transfer and Recip- 
rocal Taxation. Equalization payments, accounting 
for over 97 per cent of fiscal transfers, are uncondi- 
tional payments to provinces which have a sub-stand- 
ard capacity to derive revenues from their taxpayers 
by means of taxation and therefore a sub-standard 
capacity to finance public services for their citizens. 
The Estimates include $5,235 million for equaliza- 
tion.

Payments to persons account for 41.7 per cent of 
total transfer payments and 20.8 per cent of the 
1983-84 budgetary Main Estimates. The largest pro- 
gram in this category is payments to the aged in the 
form of Old Age Security, Guaranteed Income Sup- 
plement and Spouse’s Allowance. The Main Esti- 
mates include $10,906 million for these payments, an 
increase of $971 million from the corresponding 
1982-83 level. Old Age Security payments are paid 
to all Canadians over the age of 65. The Guaranteed 
Income Supplement is paid to those Canadians 
receiving Old Age Security who qualify on the basis 
of an income test. In accordance with the Six and 
Five Program, the government intends to limit the 
indexing of Old Age Security Payments to six per 
cent in 1983. For those recipients who also qualify for 
the Guaranteed Income Supplement, the six per cent 
limitation will be adjusted through this program to 
fully compensate them for the effects of inflation, as 
measured by the quarterly change in the Consumer 
Price Index. The increase is attributable to higher 
monthly benefits due to these indexations and growth 
in the size of the eligible population.

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Another major program in the transfers-to-per- 
sons category is Family Allowances. These are paid to 
all Canadians with children. Payments have been 
indexed annually to the rate of inflation as measured 
by the Consumer Price Index; however, they will also 
be restricted to 6 per cent for 1983. Again, for quali- 
fying individuals, this limitation will be offset by 
increases in the Child Tax Credit. While the Family 
Allowance Act provides for the average payment per 
child to be escalated, the legislation incorporates a 
flexibility formula which permits a province to vary 
the rate payable in that province on the basis of the 
age of the child and the number of children in the 
family. The Act stipulates, however, that the mini- 
mum payment must not be less than 60 per cent of

the national average. The 1983-84 Main Estimates 
provide $2,325 million for Family Allowance pay- 
ments, an increase of $63 million or 2.8 per cent over 
1982-83. 

The third major program included in the trans- 
fers-to-persons category is the government’s contribu- 
tion to the Unemployment Insurance Account. This 
program is designed to reduce the financial burden on 
unemployed persons. The provision of $2,936 million 
in the 1983-84 Main Estimates is $1,681 million or 
134 per cent higher than the comparable figure in 
1982-83. This large increase is due to the high level 
of unemployment which is expected to continue into 
1983-84.

These three programs account for 91 per cent of 
total transfers to persons, and contribute 95.2 per 
cent to the growth in this type of transfer payment 
between the Main Estimates for the two years. 

The subsidies category of transfer payments has 
increased to $2,593 million, a change of $1,279 mil- 
lion from the 1982-83 Main Estimates. Petroleum 
Incentive Payments, appearing in Estimates for the 
first time in 1983-84, account for $1,150 million or 
90 per cent of this increase. 

Other transfer payments include a wide variety 
of programs, the single largest component being 
assistance to developing countries. The grants and 
contributions included in development assistance are 
used for bilateral and multilateral aid purposes, food 
aid assistance, special development assistance and 
international emergency relief. The 1983-84 budget- 
ary Main Estimates include $1,030 million for 
development assistance, an increase of 15 per cent 
over 1982-83. 

Public debt charges include the interest due and 
payable on outstanding debt as well as servicing costs 
and costs of issuing new loans. Their share in total 
outlays have risen from 12.6 per cent in 1977-78 to 
20.9 per cent in 1983-84. In addition, public debt 
charges account for 14.2 per cent of the total growth 
in budgetary Main Estimates. This increase is 
attributable to the growth in the total debt, partially 
offset by lower interest rates. 

Payments to Crown corporations include budget- 
ary allocations to Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation, Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, 
Atomic Energy of Canada Limited, VIA Rail Canada 
Incorporated, CN Marine Incorporated and the Cape 
Breton Development Corporation. The Main Esti- 
mates do not contain any provision for the expected 
operating deficit of the Canada Post Corporation, 
which will be appropriated through Supplementary 
Estimates. Payments to the CMHC have increased 
due to new housing initiatives. 


The final category of payment is operating and 
capital expenditures of government departments and 
agencies. Because the Department of National 
Defence constitutes such a large proportion of this 
category, it is displayed separately. The increase in 
spending for this department in 1983-84 reflects the 
government’s decision that defence expenditures 
would increase in real terms by three per cent per 
year as advocated by NATO. The 1983-84 Main 
Estimates level of $7,840 million represents an 
increase of $799 million or 11.3 per cent over the 
1982-83 Main Estimates. 

The operating and capital expenditures including 
total salaries and wages of all other departments and 
agencies account for 15 per cent of the 1983-84 
budgetary Main Estimates. This represents a decline 
of three percentage points from their share in 1977— 
78. Over the period 1977-78 to 1983-84, operating 
and capital expenditures have been growing at an 
average annual rate of nine per cent. This is roughly 
equal to the rate of inflation experienced over this 
same period and means that this type of spending has 
remained approximately constant in real terms. 

For certain programs, Parliament is requested to 
approve the spending of revenues generated by the 
activities of the organization. In many instances, 
these revenues result from expenditures authorized by 
Parliament through other government programs, such 
as the case of the Environmental Services Program of 
the Department of the Environment, which recovers 
funds from other departments for meteorological ser- 
vices. To avoid the double counting of these funds by 
having them appear under more than one appropria- 
tion, Parliament is asked to authorize the net require- 
ments for programs involved with cost recoveries 
interna! to the government. 

There are several other situations where the 
sources of revenue are derived from entities external 


to the federal government. In these cases, Parliament 


is also requested to approve appropriations on a net 
basis with authority to spend revenues or, in other 
words, to ‘vote net’, in order to reflect the true net 
cost to the government of these various activities and 
provide incentives to collect the appropriate revenue. 
One example is the revenue received from provinces 
and municipalities for police services provided by the 
RCMP. 

Although the source of authority is non-lapsing 
or statutory, revolving funds are also reported to Par- 
liament on a net cash requirement basis, since the 
authority to spend revenue generated from their oper- 
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Chart F 
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ations has been provided. As in the case of the annu- 
ally-voted items mentioned above, revolving funds 
may derive their revenues from entities either internal 
or external to the federal government. An example of 
a revolving fund operating from external revenues is 
the Passport Office, where the fees charged for a 
passport are intended to cover the costs of providing 
it. 

Table 4.3 identifies the levels of external reve- 
nues either vote netted or included in revolving funds, 
and compares the Main Estimates levels both with 
and without the netting effect of these items. Because 
of the change in legislation, the Petroleum Compen- 
sation Revolving Fund (PCRF) has been discontinued 
and the 1982-83 Main Estimates figures have been 
adjusted accordingly to eliminate the effects of this 
item. The revenues previously collected under the 
PCRF are now matched against the petroleum com- 
pensation payments as a net statutory requirement of 
$212 million. 


Loans, Investments and Advances 


Loans, investments and advances included in the 
1983-84 Main Estimates are summarized in table 4.4 
according to recipient. 

Lending institutions account for 43.9 per cent of 
total loans, investments and advances in 1983-84. 
The largest payment in this category is to the Farm 
Credit Corporation for loans of $472 million to farm- 
ers and farm syndicates for mortgages and purchases 
of farm machinery and installed equipment. The Esti- 
mates provide $173 million for Canada Mortgage and

Housing Corporation for loans under the National 
Housing Act. The year-over-year increases of $122.4 
million and $152.1 million respectively, are a result of 
the special farm financial assistance and housing 
initiatives announced in the June Budget. A provision 
of $164 million, up $92 million from 1982-1983, is 
also included for the Export Development Corpora- 
tion for loans in support of its activities in the area of 
export promotion. 

The largest item included in the second category, 
Crown corporations, is an investment of $367 million 
in Petro-Canada. The annual increase of $232.5 mil- 
lion in payments to this corporation represents the 
only major change in this category. This does not 
include any expenditures from the Canadian Owner- 
ship Account, which is entirely financed by Canadian 
ownership charges imposed on oil and gas consump- 
tion in Canada. Also included in this category are $9 
million in loans to Atomic Energy of Canada Limited 
for new buildings and equipment. 

Loans to provincial and territorial governments 
amount to $34 million in the 1983-84 Main Esti- 
mates, an increase of $23 million from 1982-83. For 
1983-84, all of the loans to the provinces will be for 
the financing of regional electrical interconnections. 

Loans to national governments and development 
banks include loans to developing countries and 
advances to, or investments in, international financial 
institutions. The Main Estimates include $528 million 
for these loans, an increase of $7 million from 1982— 
83. 

The final class of recipients of loans, investments 
and advances is private sector enterprises, accounting 
for $10 million, including $1.6 million for advances to

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assist the Canadian defence industry with plant mod- 
ernization. Loans to private enterprises to promote 
the establishment, growth, efficiency and interna- 
tional competitiveness of Canadian industry under the 
Enterprise Development Program amount to $8 mil- 
lion in 1983-84. 

Virtually all of the remaining loans are 
accounted for by $14 million to Native people to 
defray the costs of researching and negotiating land 
claims. 


Person-years 


A person-year is the unit of control for personnel 
resources, and refers to the employment of one person 
for one full year or its equivalent, such as two persons 
for six months. The 1983-84 Main Estimates contain 
allocations of 258,463 person-years for departments 
and agencies whose personnel requirements are con- 
trolled by Treasury Board. 

This change represents an increase of 3,141 per- 
son-years or 1.2 per cent over the 1982-83 Main Esti- 
mates. As noted below, a substantial portion of this 
growth is directly related to the administration of new 
job creation programs and the processing of unem- 
ployment insurance claims. However, the government 
is committed to restraining the growth in the size of 
government operations and, in fact, measures have 
already been taken to reduce this year-over-year 
increase in person-years to only 1 per cent.

The Treasury Board has informed departments 
and agencies with large person-year requirements, 
that their 1983-84 authorized person-year level has 
been reduced by 0.2 per cent, thereby decreasing the 
year-over-year change shown in these Main Estimates 
by almost 600 person-years. This will result in hun- 
dreds of adjustments to detailed departmental budg- 
ets currently shown in these Estimates, including the 
associated salary savings which may total roughly 
$20 million. 

The Canada Employment and Immigration 
Commission shows, by far, the largest year-over-year 
increase in person-years of 1,430, which represents a 
growth of 6.1 per cent over the 1982-83 Main Esti- 
mates. The majority of these reflect short-term 
requirements, including 820 person-years for 
increased workload under the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Program, 512 person-years for the New Employ- 
ment Expansion and Development (NEED) Program, 
and 340 person-years for other employment related 
programs. These increases to specific programs have 
been partially offset by a reduction of over 200 per- 
son-years in the management and overhead functions 
of the Commission, including savings resulting from 
the completion of the transfer of the Employer Regis- 
tration Division of the Unemployment Insurance Pro- 
gram to Bathurst, New Brunswick. 

Although the Department of External Affairs 
shows the next largest year-over-year increase, 821 of 
the total change of 833 person-years is due to the 
transfer of responsibilities for international trade

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from the Department of Industry, Trade and Com- 
merce. This results from the government re-organiza- 
tion announced by the Prime Minister in January 
1982. 

In the Department of Transport, of the total 451 
increase in person-years, 155 are required for regula- 
tory activities related to air safety, 104 will be used 
for the operation and maintenance of air navigation 
aids and facilities, and 127 have been approved for 
the Marine Program for requirements such as search 
and rescue, improved vessel traffic management ser- 
vices and a transfer of responsibilities from the 
Department of Public Works. 

The Royal Canadian Mounted Police have 
received an additional 343 person-years for drug 
enforcement, Indian Special Constables, and provin- 
cial and municipal policing agreements. 

The increase of 314 person-years in the Depart- 
ment of Energy, Mines and Resources is required for 
the delivery of demand related programs concerning 
energy conservation and non-petroleum activities as 
well as for the administration of the various 
petroleum incentive programs which recently have 
been legislated. 

The Correctional Services Program of the Solici- 
tor General has increased by 300 person-years largely 
in response to a growth in inmate population.

In National Revenue—Taxation, the additional 
263 person-years are required for workload purposes 
in their enforcement and other mandatory activities. 

The government reorganization, announced in 
January 1982, also had a significant impact on the 
Ministry of State for Economic Development, with 
170 additional person-years now being required to co- 
ordinate their new regional responsibilities. 

As an offset to the re-organization requirements 
of economic development, the Department of Exter- 
nal Affairs and other programs, the Department of 
Regional Economic Expansion has a year-over-year 
decrease of 156 person-years, while the Department 
of Industry, Trade and Commerce has dropped by 
923: 

The Department of Veterans Affairs shows a net 
decrease of 558 person-years. The transfer of the 
Deer Lodge Hospital to the Province of Manitoba 
reduces its requirements by 664 person-years. This 
decrease is partially offset by additional workload 
requirements for activities such as field offices for 
veteran services and the implementation of the Ben- 
efit Delivery System.

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Chapter 5 
Supplementary Analysis 


The government’s inflation restraint program, known 
as the Six and Five Program, has significantly 
influenced the 1983-84 Main Estimates. In this chap- 
ter, the impact is examined and the ways in which the 
Main Estimates, in turn, support the objectives of the 
program are described. 


The Six and Five Program 


The Minister of Finance, in the Budget Speech on 
June 28, 1982, outlined a two-year strategy aimed at 
setting the stage for a revival of non-inflationary eco- 
nomic growth. The strategy embraces a set of meas- 
ures to constrain inflationary increases in wages and 
prices under federal administration. Each measure 
provides a basis, by serving as an example, for the 
government to seek voluntary cooperation from all of 
Canadian society to similarly restrain the inflationary 
growth of wages, prices and incomes. The govern- 
ment’s initiatives include statutory ceilings on 
increases in wages and salaries in the federal public 
sector; amendments to existing statutes in order to 
limit indexation of pensions for retired public servants 
and Members of Parliament, Family Allowances and 
Old Age Security payments; and limitations on 
increases in prices administered by federal depart- 
ments, agencies and Crown corporations. With these 
examples of leadership, the federal government is 
seeking support for the Six and Five Program across 
the rest of society on a voluntary basis, and urging the 
best efforts of all towards limiting increases in prices 
and wages to no more than six and five per cent over 
two years. 

Following a description of these initiatives, their 
impact on the Main Estimates is examined. The chap- 
ter concludes by describing the further leadership 
demonstrated by the government in these Main Esti- 
mates towards fostering restraint of inflationary 
growth. 


Limits on Growth in Personnel Costs in the Federal 
Public Sector 


The Public Sector Compensation Restraint Act (Bill 
C-124) received Royal Assent on August 4, 1982. 
This Act applies for the two-year period beginning 
June 29, 1982 and limits increases in wage rates in 
the federal public sector to six per cent in the first 
year and five per cent in the second year of the two- 


year program. Approximately 250,000 federal public 
servants, and a similar number of persons employed 
by Crown corporations and the Canadian Forces are 
covered by the legislation. 

The Act actually reduced the salaries of Minis- 
ters of the Crown and Members of the House of 
Commons and Senate for the last half of 1982. The 
reductions brought their salaries down to levels six 
per cent higher than in 1981 from the 11 per cent 
higher levels that had prevailed from January 1, 1982 
until July 1, 1982. The Act further provides that pay 
increases for Parliamentarians will be restricted to six 
per cent of average 1982 rates effective January 1, 
1983 and to five per cent of the resulting 1983 rate 
effective January 1, 1984. In addition to the restric- 
tion of increases in pay for all Deputy Ministers, 
Heads of Crown corporations, and senior executives 
to six and five per cent for the two years beginning 
July 1, 1982, all performance and merit pay for these 
employees has been suspended for the duration of the 
two-year program. 


Limits on Indexation 


Bill C-132, an Act to Amend the Family Allowances 
Act of 1973, limits annual indexation of family allow- 
ance payments to six per cent and five per cent for 
1983 and 1984 respectively. In addition, Bill C-131, 
an Act to Amend the Old Age Security Act (No. 2), 
limits indexation of Old Age Security (OAS) pay- 
ments to six per cent and five per cent for 1983 and 
1984 respectively. To protect the low-income elderly, 
the Guaranteed Income Supplement continues to be 
fully indexed, and furthermore is being augmented to 
offset fully the effects of the limitation on OAS pay- 
ments. 

Bill C-133, an Act to Amend the Supplementary 
Retirement Benefits Act (No. 2), limits the indexa- 
tion of pensions of retired federal government 
employees, former Members of Parliament and 
judges. The Bill received Royal Assent on January 31, 
1983 with effect from January 1, 1983. In recognition 
of the fact that a portion of the indexation received by 
pensioners under the Supplementary Retirement Ben- 
efits Act has been paid for by contributions from 
them, Bill C-133 limits increases for indexation to 6,5 
per cent in 1983 and 5.5 per cent in 1984. 


Federally Administered Prices 


Prices established under the jurisdiction of the federal 
government are limited to no more than a six per cent 
increase during the 12 months following June 28, 
1982 and to no more than a five per cent increase 
during the next 12 months. Most Canadians have 
already benefited from this policy. 

These guidelines apply to all departments and 
agencies as well as to Crown corporations. The 
restrictions also include increases in prices established 
by wholly-owned subsidiaries of federal Crown corpo- 
rations and prices set under the authority of federal 
regulatory bodies. 

Proposed or planned increases in many prices, 
charges and rental rates under federal jurisdiction 
have already been rolled back under this policy. Roll- 
backs in proposed increases in postage rates and 
ticket prices for passenger rail travel have affected all 
Canadians. Rate increases requested by Bell Canada 
have been sharply reduced to six per cent. Numerous 
increases in rentals for government-owned property, 
including residential properties owned by the Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation, have been 
reduced to within the six and five ceilings and these 
reductions reinforce government leadership in the 
restraint of prices in all sectors and regions of 
Canada. Many fees for inspection and other services 
previously announced and implemented by Agricul- 
ture Canada and the Canadian Grain Commission 
have been revoked and replaced by charges falling 
within the six and five guidelines. 

The ceilings on price increases apply to 
individual prices for specific items and not simply to 
average prices for classes of goods and services. 
Exemptions from the six and five ceilings require the 
explicit approval of Cabinet and will only be con- 
sidered in exceptional circumstances; no automatic 
exemptions exist except for export prices and energy 
price increases previously negotiated in federal-pro- 
vincial agreements. 

While imposition of the six and five per cent ceil- 
ings will result in reduced revenue accruing to the 
federal government, the policy on administered prices 
is not being allowed to increase the federal deficit. 
Increases in program costs due to reduction in reve- 
nues are being offset by economies realized in other 
areas. 
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Support and Participation of Other Sectors 


The objective of the Six and Five Program is to 
reduce inflationary growth in wages and prices 
through the voluntary efforts of all Canadians, 
including businesses and other levels of government, 
without resorting to mandatory measures. Almost all 
provincial governments and many municipal govern- 
ments have announced programs supportive of, and 
consistent with, the Six and Five Program. Support 
has been received from numerous industry associa- 
tions and individual businesses. 

While voluntary cooperation is the driving force 
of the Six and Five effort, the government intends to 
ensure that the publicly funded programs set out in 
these Estimates are used wherever possible to rein- 
force the success of the Six and Five Program, an 
intention that has been underlined by the Prime Min- 
ister. Recipients of government support are asked to 
participate in observing the Six and Five guidelines. 
Government procurement, construction and leasing 
activities are being used to focus attention on Six and 
Five objectives and to strengthen the campaign to 
reduce the rate of inflation. Businesses receiving gov- 
ernment assistance to adapt to more promising mar- 
kets or to restructure to enhance profitability are 
being asked to commit themselves to undertakings 
consistent with the Six and Five ceilings as a condi- 
tion for assistance. 


The Impact on the Main Estimates 


Because of the Public Sector Compensation Restraint 
Act, salaries and wages in these Main Estimates are 
about $500 million less than what would otherwise 
have been required. Total salaries and wages for 
1983-84 are estimated at an increase of 7.6 per cent 
over forecast spending for 1982-83. The amount in 
excess of six per cent is attributable to a small 
increase in the number of employees over the previous 
year; normal increases related to promotions, reclas- 
sifications and annual increments still permitted 
under the Public Sector Compensation Restraint Act; 
and to the following transitional features of the legis- 
lation. 

Under the Public Sector Compensation Restraint 
Act, the six and five limits on increases in wage and 
salary schedules are being phased in beginning 
June 29, 1982. All occupational groups will come 
under the pay restraint program for a duration of two 
years, but the beginning of this two-year period varies 
by group, depending on the expiry date of the relevant 
compensation plan or, with some exceptions provided 
by the Act, on the date of the first wage rate increase 
scheduled after June 29, 1982. The legislation allows 
transitional nine per cent increases over one year for 
groups whose collective agreements had expired prior 
to June 29, 1982, but which were still being nego- 
tiated on that date, before bringing them under the 
six and five guidelines. The Administrative Services 
and Program Administration Groups, both relatively 
large groups, are subject to this provision, and will 
not enter into the six per cent phase of the program 
until June 1983. 

Statutory Family Allowance payments for 1983— 
84 are estimated to be 4.3 per cent greater than the 
forecast for 1982-83, reflecting the net effect of the 
six per cent ceiling on indexing and a decrease in the 
number of recipients. To ensure that low income 
families are not hurt by the limitation on the indexa- 
tion of family allowances, the Child Tax Credit has 
been increased by $50 for the 1982 taxation year and 
will continue to be fully indexed. The combined esti- 
mate for Old Age Security (OAS), Guaranteed 
Income Supplement (GIS) and Spouse’s Allowance 
payments for 1983-84 is 11.9 per cent greater than 
forecast payments for 1982-1983, in part due to 
increases in the number of OAS recipients of 3.3 per 
cent and of GIS recipients of 2.1 per cent. Individual 
OAS payments will increase only six per cent while, 


in order to protect the low-income elderly receiving 
GIS, full indexing of GIS payments will continue and 
the GIS will be further increased to offset the limits 
on OAS. These measures result in net savings of 
about $200 million. 

The amendments to the Supplementary Retire- 
ment Benefits Act, limiting the indexing of public ser- 
vice pensions, result in a reduction of about $65 mil- 
lion in estimated personnel costs (costs other than 
salaries and wages). This reduction arises because 
indexation of pensions in excess of pensioner credits 
to the Supplementary Retirement Benefits Account 
(SRBA) are statutory charges to budgetary expendi- 
ture from the Consolidated Revenue Fund. 

An additional reduction of about $23 million in 
these personnel costs results from the lower employer 
contributions to the Public Service Pension Plans 
required for current service because of the limits on 
increases in wage rates. 


Adjustments for Inflation in the Main Estimates 


The government has limited adjustments to the 1983— 
84 budgets of departments and agencies to a ceiling 
of six per cent for the effects of price increases. This 
restriction, in addition to any financial savings that 
might result, is intended to reinforce the government’s 
belief that, through the voluntary efforts of Canadi- 
ans, the overall growth cf prices and wages can be 
reduced to the five to six per cent range by mid-1984. 

Total 1983-84 Estimates, for the purchase of 
goods and services, excluding those of the Depart- 
ment of National Defence, are higher than forecast 
expenditures for 1982-83 by 11.1 per cent. Of this 
increase, one half is attributable to inflation, with the 
remainder due to the additional requirements to 
develop and implement new government policies and 
programs and to meet the increased demand for exist- 
ing program services. 

Similar restrictive adjustments for the effects of 
price increases have been applied to annually author- 
ized grants and contributions made to parties outside 
the government. Adjustments for price increases are 
limited to cases where it is clear that the maintenance 
of a level of activity from year to year on a program 
basis is required. For this reason many grant and con- 
tribution programs are not adjusted to 
increased costs or prices. Total transfer payments, 
which include these grants and contributions, but the 
bulk of which consists of statutory payments to 


reflect

individuals and other governments, will increase 7.5% 
for 1983-84 over forecast requirements for 1982-83. 
This increase also reflects volume increases, the con- 
tinuing indexing of certain payments such as those to 
the provinces for Established Programs Financing, as 
prescribed in authorizing legislation, and the statu- 
tory limitations on indexation of Family Allowances 
and Old Age Security payments. 

If, as the government believes, inflation can be 
reduced to a rate of five to six per cent by mid-1984, 
no under-compensation is being made for price 
increases in departmental budgets for 1983-84. For 
each percentage point, however, that the actual rate 
of inflation in 1983-84 is greater than six per cent, 
departments and agencies in total will have to find 
offsetting savings of $40 million. Many recipients of 
federal grants and contributions will find themselves 
in a similar situation, should inflation not diminish. 

The achievement of a national consensus on the 
restraint of inflationary growth in wages, prices and 
incomes is vital to the reduction of inflation. If all 
Canadians act together to anticipate and accept 
reduced inflationary growth in prices, wages and 
incomes, then persons and organizations will not suf- 
fer as a result of individual efforts at restraint. If they 
do not act together, then the costs of this lack of con- 
sensus will be unjustly placed on those who have 
made a commitment, as the government has done on 
behalf of itself and millions of Canadians.

Part III provides additional detail on each de- 
partment and its programs primarily in terms of the re- 
sults expected for the money spent. 

Further guidance on locating the information con- 
tained in each Part can be found in the “Guide to the 
Estimates of the Government of Canada”. 

Part III volumes are being phased in over a four year 
period. Instructions for obtaining each volume can be 
found on the order form enclosed with the Main 
Estimates.

1. The purpose of these Estimates is to present to Parliament the budgetary and non-budgetary 
(loans, investments and advances) expenditure proposals of the government for the fiscal year 
1983-84. These Estimates include items, referred to as votes, which Parliament is asked to approve 
through Appropriation Acts, as well as other items called statutory items, for which the required 
expenditures have already been approved through existing legislation and are included only for 
information purposes. The proposals with respect to voted items are conveyed formally in these 
Estimates in the wording and amount of the votes which, when included in an Appropriation Act, 
become the governing conditions under which the expenditures may be made. 


2: In order to assist Members of Parliament in their deliberations and to assist others seeking an 
understanding of the purposes for which the government proposes that funds be appropriated, the 
form of presentation followed in these Estimates was changed radically beginning with the Estimates 
for 1970-71 from the form traditionally followed up to that time. 


3, This new approach represents a synthesis of the recommendations of many observers, 
particularly the Members of Parliament who served on the Standing Committee on Public Accounts 
during the First Session of the Twenty-eighth Parliament with whom the new form of these Estimates 
was discussed in all significant particulars. The current form of the Estimates was discussed with the 
Standing Committee on Public Accounts during the Second Session of the Thirtieth Parliament in 
conjunction with their review of the Financial Management and Control Study. Several of the 
recommendations of the Royal Commission on Government Organization have also had a noticeable 
influence on many aspects of the style of presentation. 


4. The decision of the Government of Canada to adopt a system of budgeting by programs, a 
“Planning, Programming, Budgeting System”, with its emphasis on defining program objectives and 
showing the full costs for each program, was also a determining factor. 


5. The basic structural units of the Estimates are the votes or statutory items which include the 
proposed expenditures under each departmental or agency program which, in turn, is defined as a 
collection of activities having the same objective or set of objectives. The following paragraphs outline 
the approach followed in presenting the Estimates by departments or agencies, by programs, and by 
votes or statutory items. Immediately following are a number of tables presenting various summaries 
of the details of the Estimates. 


6. In the headings of the tables, in this section and in the body of the Estimates, the terms shown 
below have the meaning indicated: 


Estimates (1983-84)—the proposed Estimates for the coming fiscal year included in this volume. 

Estimates (1982-83)—the amounts in 1982-83 Main Estimates plus Supplementary Estimates 
tabled to date. In addition, expected Further Supplementary Estimates have been added to 
the appropriate tables in this Preface. 

Forecast Expenditures (1982-83)—expenditures for 1982-83 as forecast at about October, 1982. 


Expenditures (1981-82)—the expenditures for 1981-82, generally those which appear in the 
Pubiic Accounts. 


THE PRESENTATION BY MINISTRY, DEPARTMENT AND AGENCY 


ae The programs for the departments and agencies for which a Minister is responsible or reports 
to Parliament are grouped together to provide a total ministry presentation. The ministries are then 
arranged in alphabetical order to make up the complete Estimates or, as it is frequently called, the 
“Blue Book”. The Ministries of State which may be formed under authority of the Government 
Organization Act, 1970 involves a more restrictive meaning of the term Ministry than that intended 
here. Ministries of State are treated as departments for presentation purposes in these Estimates. 
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PREFACE 
INTRODUCTION 


1. Destiné au Parlement, le présent Budget des dépenses expose les dépenses budgétaires et non 
budgétaires (préts, placements et avances) du gouvernement proposées pour l’année financiére 
1983-1984. Il renferme des postes, appelés crédits, que le Parlement pourra approuver en adoptant des 
lois de finances (appelées lois des subsides ou lois portant affectation de crédits, selon le cas) et 
d’autres postes, appelés postes statutaires.

23 Afin de faciliter les délibérations du Parlement et d’aider tous ceux qui cherchent 4 compren- 
dre a quelles fins le gouvernement se propose d’affecter les fonds votés, la présentation du Budget des 
dépenses a été profondément modifiée en 1970-1971. 


3 Cette présentation nouvelle est le résultat des recommandations combinées de plusieurs 
observateurs, surtout des députés qui ont siégé au Comité permanent des comptes publics pendant la 
premiére session de la vingt-huitiéme législature et qui l’ont examinée a fond. Au cours de la 
deuxieme session de la trentiéme législature, le Comité permanent des comptes publics a examiné la 
présentation actuelle du Budget des dépenses, dans le cadre de |’Etude de la gestion et du contréle 
financiers. En outre, on peut relever, dans nombre de ses détails, l’influence de plusieurs recommanda- 
tions de la Commission royale d’enquéte sur l’organisation du gouvernement. 


4. Un autre facteur déterminant a été la décision du gouvernement d’utiliser une méthode 
d’établissement du Budget par programme, la rationalisation des choix budgétaires, ot l’accent est 
mis sur la définition des objectifs de chaque programme et |’évaluation du coat total de chaque 
programme. 


Sy Les éléments de base du Budget des dépenses sont les crédits et les postes statutaires. Les uns 
et les autres englobent les dépenses que le ministére ou |’organisme intéressé se propose de faire au 
titre d’un programme, programme qui, a son tour, se définit comme un groupe d’activités ayant un 
objectif ou un ensemble d’objectifs communs. Les paragraphes qui suivent décrivent la méthode 
utilisée pour présenter les prévisions budgétaires, par ministére ou organisme, par programme et par 
crédit ou poste statutaire. Immédiatement aprés, une série de tableaux récapitule, sous diverses 
formes, les données du Budget des dépenses.

De plus, les prévisions 
que l’on s’attend a voir figurer dans d’autres budgets supplémentaires ont été ajoutées aux 
tableaux appropriés de la préface. 

Dépenses prévues (1982-1983)—les dépenses prévues vers octobre 1982 pour l’année 1982-1983. 


Dépenses (1981-1982)—les dépenses en 1981-1982 qui figurent, en régle générale, dans les 
comptes publics. 


PRESENTATION PAR PORTEFEUILLE, MINISTERE ET ORGANISME 


is Les programmes des ministéres et des organismes ont été regroupés par portefeuille. Un 
portefeuille peut correspondre a tel ministére, mais il comprend aussi parfois les organismes dont le 
ministre est responsable ou comptable au Parlement. Vous trouverez donc ici les prévisions de chaque 
portefeuille dont l’ensemble forme le Budget des dépenses. C’est ce qu’on appelle souvent le «Livre 
bleu». Les départements d’Etat, créés en application de la Loi de 1970 sur organisation du 
gouvernement, représentent une définition plus restreinte du terme «portefeuille» mais sont considérés 
ici comme des ministéres pour les besoins de la présentation. 
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THE PRESENTATION BY PROGRAM 


8. At the beginning of the presentation for each ministry under the heading of the departments 
and agencies and the sub-headings of the programs involved, all budgetary and non-budgetary (loans, 
investments and advances) votes and statutory items are identified so that a total expenditure picture 
for each department and agency in the grouping can be seen. This is known as the “general 
summary”. 


9. The presentation for most departmental programs is made up of a number of sections, usually 
eight in number, which are explained below. Where a section is inappropriate to the nature of a 
program it does not appear in the presentation for that program. 


Votes and Statutory Items 


10. | The complete wording of the votes and the proposed amounts which will eventually appear in 
Appropriation Acts are shown in this section. The vote wording may vary from something as brief as 
the program name followed by the phrase “operating expenditures’, in instances where existing 
legislation provides the necessary authority for the activities carried on, to an extensive specification 
of the circumstances under which the expenditures may be made, in instances where the required 
authority is provided through Appropriation Acts. Since the circumstances under which moneys 
shown against a statutory item may be spent are specified in the legislation authorizing such 
expenditure a brief description only is used to identify the item. 


The Program by Activities Table 


11. This table is designed to show in one place the total financial and person-year resources 
proposed for the program. The amounts of votes and statutory items are distributed among the 
activities making up the program; revenues associated with the program are subtracted; and the 
approximate value of the services provided without charge to the program by this and other 
departments or agencies is added to give the total cost of the program. In addition, this table identifies 
the major sources of the receipts and revenues applicable to the program. 


12. The services provided without charge by the department usually means accommodation in the 
department’s own buildings. Services provided without charge by other departments consist of 
accommodation provided by the Department of Public Works, which is specifically identified; 
accounting and cheque issue services provided by the Department of Supply and Services; the 
contributions of the government as an employer to certain employee benefit plans including 
Surgical-Medical and other insurance premiums; and payments by the Department of Labour for 
employment injury claims by public service employees. 


13. The vertical presentation by activities is extended horizontally to show the expenditures for 
each activity under the headings of operating, capital, grants and contributions, total budgetary and 
non-budgetary (loans, investments and advances). 


Objectives and Sub-Objectives 


14. __A statement of objectives and, usually, of sub-objectives is provided for each program. Ideally 
there is a sub-objective for each activity. However, because in some instances this one-to-one 
relationship is not realistic or would not provide the most informative presentation, there may be more 
than one sub-objective per activity or, alternatively, more than one activity related to a sub-objective. 
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PRESENTATION PAR PROGRAMME 


8. Chaque chapitre s’ouvre sur un «sommaire général» qui groupe, d’abord par ministére et 
organisme, puis par programme, tous les crédits et postes statutaires, budgétaires et non budgétaires 
(préts, placements et avances), ce qui donne une vue d’ensemble des dépenses de chaque ministére et 
organisme. 


9. La présentation de la plupart des programmes se compose d’un certain nombre de sections, 
ordinairement de huit, qui sont expliquées ci-aprés. Si l’une d’elles est inutile en raison de la nature du 
programme, elle est omise. 


Credits et postes statutaires 


10. Cette section donne, pour chaque crédit, le libellé et la somme demandée qui figureront plus 
tard dans les lois de finances. Le libellé du crédit peut étre plus ou moins long ou bref, et ne 
comprendre que le nom du programme et |’expression «dépenses de fonctionnement», quand une loi 
existante autorise les activités du programme; ou bien trés long, donnant force détails sur les 
conditions dans lesquelles les dépenses peuvent étre faites, quand |’autorisation requise se donne par 
une loi de finances. Dans le cas des postes statutaires, comme les circonstances dans lesquelles la 
dépense peut se faire figurent dans le texte législatif qui l’autorise, une bréve description suffit a 
identifier le poste. 


Tableau du programme par activité 


11. _—_ Le tableau qui constitue cette section a pour but d’indiquer 4 la fois les ressources financiéres 
et le nombre d’années-personnes totales demandées pour un programme. Le montant des crédits et des 
postes statutaires est réparti entre ses activités, les recettes qui s’y rattachent en sont soustraites, 
tandis que la valeur approximative des services fournis gratuitement par le ministére ou l’organisme 
lui-méme ou par un autre ministére ou organisme est ajoutée de facon a donner le cout total du 
programme. De plus, ce tableau précise la principale provenance des recettes et des produits afférents 
au programme. 


12. Pour les services fournis par le ministére, il s’agit ordinairement des locaux situés dans ses 
propres batiments. Pour les services rendus par d’autres ministéres, il y a les locaux fournis par le 
ministére des Travaux publics, ce qui est expressément indiqué; les services de comptabilité et 
d’émission de chéques assurés par le ministére des Approvisionnements et Services; les contributions 
de l’Etat, a titre d’employeur, versées a certains régimes d’avantages sociaux, y compris les primes 
d’assurance chirurgicale-médicale et autres; et les paiements faits aux fonctionnaires par le ministére 
du Travail au titre des accidents du travail.

Objectifs et sous-objectifs 


14. Cette section fait exposé des objectifs et, le cas échéant, des sous-objectifs du programme. Le 
mieux serait un sous-objectif pour chaque activité. Cependant, comme dans certains cas cette relation 
de un pour un refléterait mal la réalité ou en donnerait une image incompléte, il peut y avoir plus d’un 
sous-objectif par activité ou, inversement, plus d’une activité rattachée au méme sous-objectif. 
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Program Description 


15. | The program is then explained through a description of the work carried on in each activity in 
pursuit of program objectives. 


Objects of Expenditure 


16. The pattern of budgetary expenditures for the program is shown under the following twelve 
standard objects of expenditure: 


1 Personnel 

2 Transportation and Communications 

3. Information 

4 Professional and Special Services 

5 Rentals 

6 Purchased Repair and Upkeep 

7 Utilities, Materials and Supplies 

8 Construction and Acquisition of Land, Buildings and Works 
9 Construction and Acquisition of Machinery and Equipment 

10 Transfer Payments 

11 Public Debt Charges 

12 All Other Expenditures 


There is, in addition, a revenue object, number 13, to cover revenues that may be credited to a vote 
and subsequently used like the funds appropriated through that vote. 


17. _ This section also shows major identifiable items within the standard “operating” objects 1 to 7 
inclusive, but not the major items within the remaining objects since these are detailed in other 
sections. 


Person-Years and Strength 


18. The use of person-years and the planned number of continuing employees at the end of 
1983-84 is compared to the levels shown in the 1981-82 and 1982-83 Estimates. The actual numbers 
of continuing employees on strength as of September 30, 1981 and September 30, 1982 are also 
shown. This information on person-years and strength is usually presented under the six occupational 
categories identified in the classification system which applies to most public service jobs. The percent 
changes in person-years between 1981-82 and 1982-83, and between 1982-83 and 1983-84 are shown. 
When the change between 1982-83 and 1983-84 is 5 per cent or more, an explanation is provided in a 
footnote. The personnel of some agencies are not subject to the general classification system; their 
person-years and strength may be shown in total without categorization. 


19. The term “person-year” is defined as the employment of one person for one full year or the 
equivalent thereof (for example, the employment of three persons for four months each). This unit 
applies to civilian or military personnel and may consist of regular time personnel (whether in Canada 
or abroad); continuing and non-continuing full-time, part-time, seasonal, term or casual employees as 
well as ministerial staff, Governor in Council appointees, and other types of employees. 


20. The “size of the Public Service” has been measured for some time in terms of the person-years 
subject to Treasury Board control, that is, those arising from employees for which Treasury Board is 
designated as employer under Parts I and II of the Public Service Staff Relations Act. The 
person-years for most Crown Corporations and some entities are not subject to Treasury Board 
Control. In order to bring out this distinction in Estimates, the former are referred to as “authorized” 
person-years and the latter as “planned” person-years. 
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PRESENTATION PAR PROGRAMME (suite) 


Description du programme

Il y a aussi un article de recettes, le n° 13, pour faire entrer en ligne de compte les recettes a porter au 
crédit et qui peuvent étre utilisées par la suite comme les sommes obtenues par le crédit. 


17. On retrouve aussi dans cette section les postes principaux identifiables qui font partie des 
articles courants «de fonctionnement» 01 a 07 inclusivement, mais pas les postes principaux compris 
dans le reste des articles, ces postes étant présentés en détail dans d’autres sections. 


Anneées-personnes et effectif 


18. | Cette section compare les données prévues pour la fin de 1983-1984 avec celles parues dans le 
Budget des dépenses de 1981-1982 et de 1982-1983, sous le rapport des années-personnes et de 
l’effectif constant projeté. Elle indique aussi l’effectif constant réel au 30 septembre 1981 et au 30 
septembre 1982. Ces renseignements sont ordinairement répartis entre les six catégories d’occupations 
de la classification qui s’applique a la plupart des emplois dans la Fonction publique. Le tableau de 
cette section fait état, en outre, des différences procentuelles entre les années-personnes de 1981-1982 
et celles de 1982-1983 d’une part, et, d’autre part, entre les années-personnes de 1982-1983 et celles 
de 1983-1984. Lorsque la différence, dans le dernier cas, est égale ou supérieure a 5 p. 100, une 
remarque l’explique. Pour les quelques organismes dont le personnel n’entre pas dans la classification 
générale, l’effectif total est donné sans mention de catégorie. 


19. Le terme «année-personne» se définit comme étant l’emploi d’une personne durant une année 
complete ou |’équivalent (par exemple, l’emploi de trois personnes durant quatre mois chacune). Cette 
unité s’applique au personnel civil et militaire et englobe le personnel régulier (tant au Canada qu’a 
l’étranger); les employés permanents et non permanents, a plein temps, a temps partiel, dont l’emploi 
est saisonnier, engagés a titre occasionnel ou pour une période déterminée, de méme que le personnel 
des ministres, les personnes nommées par le gouverneur en conseil, et autres catégories d’employés. 


20. On mesure depuis un certain temps la Fonction publique en années-personnes assujetties au 
controle du Conseil du Trésor, c’est-d-dire celles qui proviennent d’employés dont le Conseil du Trésor 
est l’employeur désigné en vertu des parties I et II de la Loi sur les relations de travail dans la 
Fonction publique. Les années-personnes de la plupart des sociétés de la Couronne et de quelques 
organismes ne sont pas assujetties au contrdle du Conseil du Trésor. Afin d’établir cette distinction 
dans le Budget des dépenses, on nomme les premiéres années-personnes «autorisées» et les derniéres 
années-personnes «projetées». 
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THE PRESENTATION BY PROGRAM—Continued 


Major Capital Projects 


21. Each capital construction or acquisition project for which the total cost is expected to equal or 
exceed $250,000 is identified. An exception is made in the case of the Defence Services Program 
where only projects whose cost is expected to equal or exceed $1 million are listed. The currently 
estimated total cost is shown along with the estimated total cost that last appeared in the Estimates 
for the previous year. The total cost is then divided into expenditures up to and including 1982-83, 
proposed Estimates for 1983-84 and future year’s requirements. Since only major capital projects are 
listed in this table, totals are not presented. It should be noted that not all capital projects shown in 
the Major Capital Projects tables throughout these Estimates have received Effective Project 
Approval from Treasury Board under the revised Cost Control policies. 


Grants and Contributions 


22. + Finally, the grants and contributions related to the program are specified. A grant or 
contribution is a payment other than for goods and services made for the purpose of furthering 
program objectives. A grant differs from a contribution in four respects. First, a contribution is a 
conditional transfer payment whereas a grant is an unconditional transfer payment. Second, a 
contribution is subject to audit, while a grant is not. Third, a contribution requires an arrangement 
between the recipient and the donor department identifying the terms and conditions governing the 
payment, while a grant does not. Fourth, the words shown in the Estimates describing a grant have a 
legislative character while those describing a contribution have only an informative character. 


VOTE STRUCTURE 


23. In the main, the program and vote structure correspond in that there is usually only one vote 
for each program. There are, however, certain exceptions as outlined in the following paragraphs. 


Capital and Grants and Contributions 


24. The most frequent departures from this concept occur when the capital or grants and 
contributions expenditures for a program are large. Where capital expenditures within a program 
equal or exceed $5 million, there is a “capital expenditures vote” and where grants or contributions or 
both equal or exceed $5 million, there is a “grants and contributions vote” in addition to any vote for 
operating expenditures. Capital expenditures are defined as those falling under standard objects 8 and 
9, which cover the construction and acquisition of lands, buildings, works, machinery and equipment. 
Where a department expects to draw upon its own labour or supplies and materials or employs 
consultants for purposes of creating capital assets, the expected outlays under these headings are also 
included in capital expenditure votes where such votes are required. 


Special Votes 


25. | Crown Corporation Deficits and Separate Legal Entities—The one vote to one program rule is 
departed from to provide a separate vote to cover the appropriation necessary to meet the deficit of a 
crown corporation or the expenditures of a legal entity where such expenditures are included in a 
larger program. A legal entity for these purposes is defined as a unit of government operating under 
an Act of Parliament and responsible direct to a Minister. 
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PRESENTATION PAR PROGRAMME (suite) 


Grands projets d’immobilisations 


21. Cette section ne vise que les constructions ou acquisitions dont le coit total prévu égale ou 
dépasse $250,000. Fait exception le Programme des services de défense, a l’€gard duquel seuls sont 
inscrits les projets dont le coat prévu s’éléve 4 un million de dollars ou plus. Le cotit total estimatif 
courant, cette année, figure a cété du coiit total estimatif inscrit au dernier Budget paru. Ce coiit est 
ensuite divisé en trois: dépenses jusqu’a 1982-1983 inclusivement, prévisions demandées pour 1983- 
1984, et besoins des années futures. Comme seuls les grands projets d’immobilisations figurent dans le 
tableau, les totaux ne sont pas donnés. I] est a noter que ce ne sont pas tous les projets 
d’immobilisations paraissant aux tableaux des grands projets d’immobilisations du Budget des 
dépenses qui ont été effectivement approuvés par le Conseil du Trésor en vertu des politiques révisées 
de contrdle des colts. 


Subventions et contributions 


22. La derniére section porte sur les subventions et les contributions qui ressortissent au pro- 
gramme. Une subvention ou une contribution est un versement fait dans le but de favoriser la 
réalisation des objectifs d’un programme, mais qui n’est pas le prix d’un bien ou d’un service. La 
subvention différe de la contribution par quatre aspects. Tout d’abord, la contribution est un paiement 
de transfert conditionnel tandis que la subvention est un paiement de transfert inconditionnel. En 
second lieu, une contribution est soumise a vérification tandis qu’une subvention ne l’est pas. 
Troisiémement, une contribution exige un accord entre le bénéficiaire et le ministére donateur, accord 
qui détermine les conditions régissant le versement de ladite contribution, tandis que ce n’est pas le 
cas pour une subvention. Quatriémement, les termes employés dans le Budget pour décrire une 
subvention ont un caractére législatif, tandis que ceux qui expliquent une contribution ne sont donnés 
qu’a titre indicatif. 


STRUCTURE DES CREDITS 


23. Dans l’ensemble, la structure du programme et celle d’un crédit correspondent en ce sens 
qu’ordinairement il n’y a qu’un crédit par programme. II y a toutefois des exceptions comme vous le 
verrez dans les paragraphes qui suivent. 


Dépenses en capital; subventions et contributions 


24. En effet, on s’écarte de cette régle, et c’est le cas le plus fréquent, si les dépenses en capital ou 
les subventions et contributions d’un programme atteignent un chiffre trés élevé. Par exemple, quand, 
pour un programme, les dépenses en capital sont égales ou supérieures a 5 millions de dollars, on 
ajoute un «crédit pour dépenses en capital». De méme, quand les subventions ou les contributions, ou 
les deux ensemble, égalent ou excédent 5 millions de dollars, on ajoute un «crédit pour subventions et 
contributions». Ce crédit s’ajoute au crédit pour dépenses de fonctionnement. Les dépenses en capital 
sont celles qui entrent sous les articles courants 8 et 9, articles qui portent sur la construction et 
Pacquisition de terrains, de batiments, d’ouvrages, de machines et de matériel. Quand, pour la 
création d’actifs immobilisés, le ministére compte se servir de ses propres ressources humaines et 
matérielles ou retient les services d’experts, les dépenses inscrites sous ces rubriques doivent aussi 
figurer dans le crédit pour dépenses en capital la ot ce crédit est nécessaire. 


Credits speciaux 


25.  Déficits des sociétés de la Couronne et personnalités juridiques distinctes—On fait aussi 
exception a la régle de un pour un afin d’avoir un crédit distinct quand il s’agit d'une somme destinée 
a combler le déficit d’une société de la Couronne ou des dépenses d’une personnalité juridique qui 
applique seulement une partie d’un programme. Par personnalité juridique, on entend ici une cellule 
de l’administration qui fonctionne en vertu d’une loi du Parlement et qui reléve directement d’un 
ministre. 
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Special Votes—Continued 


26. Occasionally, there are special circumstances calling for special approaches to vote structures. 
Notable exceptions are the Medical Services Program of National Health and Welfare and the three 
Treasury Board centrally financed votes—Treasury Board Contingencies Vote, Treasury Board 
portion of the Employment Strategy (Student Summer and Youth Employment program and the 
New Employment Expansion and Development program) and Comptroller General—Implementation 
Assistance Program. 


27. Medical Services Program—The payments made for medical assistance to Indian Bands and 
Indian and Inuit Associations or groups under the Medical Services Program of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare are all in the contributions category which, since they exceed $5 million 
in total, would ordinarily be included in a separate Grants and Contributions Vote. An exception is 
made in this case and the contributions under this program are carried in the Operating Expenditures 
Vote so as to allow the Department flexibility to provide the required assistance in the most effective 
manner throughout the year, whether through contributions or through measures normally financed 
in Operating Expenditures Votes. 


28. Treasury Board Contingencies Vote—This vote provides funds to meet urgent expenditures of 
a miscellaneous character which cannot be foreseen when the Estimates are drawn up and to meet the 
salary costs arising out of collective bargaining agreements that come into effect in the New Year and 
that exceed the provision that departments made in their own votes for these costs. Allotments made 
from the Contingencies Vote in the course of the fiscal year are subsequently recouped through the 
Supplementary Estimates except for allotments for salary purposes which do not reflect changes in 
the content or level of activity of the program to which they are made; these usually provide for 
increased rates for pay arising out of collective bargaining agreements. Following an approach similar 
to that used for the other non-salary allotments would require the inclusion in Supplementary 
Estimates of items in identical terms for most departments and agencies and would result in an 
inordinate increase in the size of the Supplementary Estimates document without a corresponding 
increase in its informative character. For this reason, allotments for salary purposes are not recouped. 


29. Treasury Board portion of the Employment Strategy—This vote provides for the supplement- 
ing of that portion of the cost of the operation of the student summer and youth employment and the 
new employment expansion and development programs which could not be included in the appropri- 
ate votes of the departments or agencies responsible for their operation when the Estimates were 
prepared. Treasury Board supplements votes in other departments or agencies on the basis of 
component programs whose levels are determined annually. 


30. Comptroller General—Implementation Assistance Program—This vote provides supplemen- 
tary funding to other votes for special assistance, identified during the year, for the purpose of 
assisting departments with the implementation of plans to improve management practices and 
controls. 


Summary 


31. In summary, the following kinds of votes occur in the Estimates in addition to statutory items 
and with the exceptions noted above. 


(a) Program Expenditures Votes—This type of vote will occur only where there is no require- 
ment for either a separate “capital expenditures” vote or a “grants and contributions” vote 
because neither of these proposed expenditures equal or exceed $5 million. In these cases all 
expenditures of the program will be charged to the Program Expenditures Vote. 
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STRUCTURE DES CREDITS (suite)

26. Il est parfois nécessaire d’aborder les structures des crédits de fagon différente en raison de 
circonstances particuliéres. Les principales exceptions sont le Programme des services médicaux de 
Santé nationale et Bien-étre social et les trois crédits financés par l’'administration centrale du Conseil 
du Trésor, soit le crédit des éventualités du Conseil du Trésor, la part de la stratégie d’emploi (le 
Programme d’emplois d’été des étudiants et placement des jeunes et le Programme de relance de 
l'aide 4 l'emploi) qui reléve du Conseil du Trésor et le programme d’aide a la mise en ceuvre du 
Contr6éleur général. 


27. Programme des services médicaux—Les paiements d’aide médicale versés aux bandes indiennes 
et aux associations ou groupes indiens et inuit en vertu du programme des services médicaux du 
ministére de la Santé nationale et du Bien-étre social entrent tous dans la catégorie des contributions, 
mais comme ils dépassent 5 millions de dollars en tout, ils devraient normalement faire partie d’un 
crédit distinct de subventions et de contributions. On a fait exception dans ce cas et on a porté les 
contributions en vertu de ce programme au crédit des dépenses de fonctionnement pour que le 
ministére puisse fournir l’aide nécessaire de la fagon la plus efficace possible pendant toute l’année, au 
moyen de contributions ou de mesures habituellement financées 4 méme des crédits de dépenses de 
fonctionnement. 


28. Crédit des éventualités du Conseil du Trésor—Ce crédit fournit des fonds afin de pourvoir a 
diverses dépenses urgentes qui ne pouvaient étre prévues lors de |’établissement du Budget des 
dépenses et afin de couvrir les coiits salariaux qui surviennent par suite des conventions collectives 
entrant en vigueur au cours de la nouvelle année et dépassant les prévisions faites par les ministéres au 
titre de ces dépenses dans leurs propres crédits. Les affectations puisées dans le crédit des éventualités 
au cours de l’année financiére sont ensuite récupérées lors des Budgets supplémentaires a l’exception 
des affectations aux fins de traitements qui ne se traduisent pas par des changements dans la 
composition ou le niveau des activités du programme auquel elles sont faites; celles-ci servent a 
couvrir les augmentations de taux de rémunération qui surviennent par suite des conventions 
collectives. Si l’on adoptait la méme approche que dans le cas des affectations qui n’ont pas trait aux 
traitements, il serait nécessaire d’inclure dans les Budgets supplémentaires des postes de formulation 
identique pour la plupart des ministéres et organismes; le document du Budget supplémentaire serait 
par conséquent plus volumineux sans que son caractére informatif en soit accru proportionnellement. 
C’est pour cette raison que les affectations aux fins de traitements ne sont pas récupérées. 


29. Part de la stratégie d’emploi qui reléve du Conseil du Trésor—Ce crédit fournit des fonds 
supplémentaires en vue de couvrir la part des coiits de fonctionnement des programmes d’emplois 
d’été et de placement des jeunes et de relance de l’aide a l’emploi que les ministéres ou organismes 
responsables n’ont pas pu inclure dans le crédit approprié lors de la préparation du Budget des 
dépenses. Le Conseil du Trésor ajoute des sommes aux crédits des autres ministéres ou organismes en 
se fondant sur des programmes multiples dont les niveaux sont établis chaque année. 


30. Contréleur général—Programme d’aide a la mise en ceuvre—Ce crédit fournit des fonds 
supplémentaires 4 d’autres crédits d’aide spéciale, qui sont déterminés durant l’année, afin d’aider les 
ministéres 4 mettre en ceuvre des plans d’amélioration des pratiques et contréles de gestion. 


Sommaire 


31. En somme, exception faite des postes statutaires et des cas mentionnés plus haut, on trouve 
dans le Budget les crédits suivants: 


a) Crédits pour dépenses du programme—II y a un crédit de ce genre seulement quand il n’est 
pas nécessaire d’indiquer séparément le crédit de «dépenses en capital» ou le crédit de 
«subventions et contributions», du fait que les dépenses qu’on propose sous ces rubriques ne 
s’élévent, ni dans un cas ni dans l’autre, 4 5 millions de dollars ou plus. En pareil cas, toutes 
les dépenses du programme sont inscrites au crédit pour dépenses du programme.

(b) Operating Expenditures Votes—This type of vote will be used to cover operating expendi- 
tures when there is at the same time a requirement for either a capital expenditures vote or a 
grants and contributions vote or both. When an operating expenditures vote is used and 
there is no requirement for a capital expenditures vote, that is when capital expenditures do 
not equal or exceed $5 million, capital expenditures will be included in the operating 
expenditures vote. 


Where an operating expenditures vote is used and there is no requirement for a grants and 
contributions vote, that is when grants and contributions do not equal or exceed $5 million, 
grants and contributions will be included in the operating expenditures vote. 


(c) Capital Expenditures Votes—This type of vote will be used when the capital expenditures in 
a program equal or exceed $5 million. 


(d) Grants and Contributions Votes—This type of vote will be used when the amount of grants 
and contributions equals or exceeds $5 million. 


(e) Non-Budgetary Votes—This type of vote is used for non-budgetary items such as loans or 
advances to and investments in Crown Corporations; loans or advances for specific purposes 
to other governments and international organizations or persons or corporations in the 
private sector. 


The words “the grants listed in the Estimates and contributions” will be added to the standard vote 
wording where grants and contributions are included in the vote. Where there are contributions only, 
the words “the grants listed in the Estimates” are eliminated and where there are grants only the 
words “and contributions” are eliminated. Should the need arise in the course of the year for 
contributions in a program where the vote wording in Estimates does not mention contributions, the 
contributions could be charged to the program expenditures vote or the operating expenditures vote, 
depending on the type of vote that had been used for the program, provided that the contribution falls 
within the ambit of the vote. 


CHANGES IN 1983-84 ESTIMATES 


32. The purpose of this section is to describe, as in previous years, changes in vote, program and 
other presentations in order to permit reconciliation of the 1982-83 Main Estimates with these 
Estimates. 


33. | Many positions that were formerly in the Administrative and Foreign Service and Scientific 
and Professional Categories have now been converted to the EX and SM Groups in the Management 
Category. This should account, in most instances, for increases in 1983-84 in the Management 
Category and decreases in the others as displayed in the various Person-Years and Strength tables 
throughout the Estimates. 


34. Expenditure Codings of the Government’s contribution to the Unemployment Insurance 
Account in the Canada Employment and Immigration Commission and for the Western Grain 
Stabilization Act in the Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce, have been changed in all 
years from Standard Object (10) “Grants, Contributions and other Transfer Payments” to Standard 
Object (12) “All Other Expenditures” to acknowledge these payments as being made to Special 
Accounts rather than as direct Transfer Payments. 


35. | Energy, Mines and Resources—In accordance with the Energy Administration Act, the 
Petroleum Compensation Revolving Fund has been revoked, and the voted expenditures for Oil 
Import Compensation are no longer required. These expenditures have been replaced by a single 
statutory authority covering both revenues and expenditures. 
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31. (suite) 


b) Crédits pour dépenses de fonctionnement—Ce crédit est utilisé pour couvrir les dépenses de 
fonctionnement quand il est nécessaire d’avoir en méme temps un crédit pour dépenses en 
capital ou un crédit pour subventions et contributions, ou les deux. Quand un seul des deux 
est nécessaire parce que l’autre n’atteint ni n’excéde 5 millions de dollars, les dépenses de ce 
dernier sont incorporées au crédit pour dépenses de fonctionnement. 


c) Crédits pour dépenses en capital—Ce crédit est utilisé lorsque les dépenses en capital d’un 
programme se chiffrent a 5 millions de dollars ou plus. 


d) Crédits pour subventions et contributions—Ce crédit est utilisé lorsque les subventions et les 
contributions totalisent 5 millions de dollars ou plus. 


e) Crédits non budgétaires—Sous ce crédit s’inscrivent les postes non budgétaires comme les 
préts, les avances et les placements relatifs aux corporations de la Couronne; comme les 
préts ou les avances consentis, a des fins précises, 4 d’autres gouvernements, a des 
organismes internationaux ou a des personnes ou des sociétés du secteur privé. 


Les mots «subventions inscrites au Budget et contributions» sont ajoutés au libellé courant des crédits 
lorsque le crédit comprend des subventions et des contributions. S’il n’y a que des contributions, les 
mots «subventions inscrites au Budget» sont éliminés; par contre, s’il n’y a que des subventions, les 
mots «et contributions» sont omis. Si, au cours de l’année, des contributions sont requises pour un 
programme et que le libellé du crédit dans le Budget ne mentionne pas de contributions, ces derniéres 
peuvent étre inscrites au crédit pour dépenses du programme ou au crédit pour dépenses de 
fonctionnement, selon le genre de crédit utilisé pour le programme, pourvu que la contribution ne 
dépasse pas les limites du crédit. 


MODIFICATIONS APPORTEES AU BUDGET DES DEPENSES DE 1983-1984 


32. La présente section vise 4 expliquer, comme par les années précédentes, les modifications 
apportées a la présentation des crédits, des programmes et des autres postes, ce qui permettra 
d’établir un rapprochement entre ces chiffres et le Budget principal des dépenses de 1982-1983. 


33. | De nombreux postes qui faisaient auparavant partie de la catégorie de l’administration et du 
service extérieur et de la catégorie scientifique et professionnelle ont été transposés aux groupes EX et 
SM de la catégorie de la gestion. Ces transpositions justifient, dans la plupart des cas, les 
augmentations du nombre de postes dans la catégorie de la gestion en 1983-1984 et les réductions 
dans les autres catégories, comme l’indiquent les divers tableaux concernant les années-personnes et 
les effectifs dans le Budget des dépenses. 


34. Ona modifié, et ce pour toutes les années, le codage des dépenses relatives a la contribution de 
Etat au Compte d’assurance-chomage qui reléve de la Commission de l’emploi et de l’immigration 
du Canada ainsi que le codage des dépenses découlant de l’application de la Loi de stabilisation 
concernant le grain de |’Ouest dans le ministére de I’Industrie et du Commerce. Au lieu d’étre 
comptabilisées sous l’article courant (10) «Subventions, contributions et autres paiements de trans- 
fert», ces dépenses le seront sous l’article courant (12) «Toutes autres dépenses», ce qui indiquera que 
ces paiements ont été versés dans des comptes spéciaux et ne sont pas considérés comme des 
paiements de transfert directs. 


35. Energie, Mines et Ressources—Conformément a la Loi sur l’administration de l’énergie, le 
Fonds renouvelable d’indemnisation pétroliére a été supprimé et les crédits votés pour |’indemnisation 
aux importateurs de pétrole ne sont donc plus requis. Ces crédits ont été remplacés par une seule 
autorisation statutaire concernant les recettes et les dépenses. 
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36. Industry, Trade and Commerce—The Standards Council of Canada has been transferred to 
the Ministry of Consumer and Corporate Affairs and the Canadian Commercial Corporation and the 
Export Development Corporation to the Ministry of External Affairs. 


—The Metric Commission has been transferred to the Department of Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs and data for all years are shown in the latter Department. 


__The International Trade function was transferred to the Department of External Affairs after the 
1982-83 Main Estimates were compiled. The Estimates amounts for 1982-83 remain in Industry, 
Trade and Commerce whereas, the Forecast Expenditure amounts are shown in External Affairs. 


37.  Justice—The Federal Court is shown separately in the Ministry whereas, in previous years, it 
was shown as a program under the Commissioner for Federal Judicial Affairs. 


38. Post Office—The presentation of the Post Office as a department for part of 1981-82 has been 
deleted. Deficit requirements of the new Crown Corporation will be shown in future Supplementary 
Estimates in accordance with Section 29 of the Canada Post Corporation Act. 


39. Public Works—The Estimates for the Canada Lands Company Limited shown as a separate 
Agency in 1982-83 have been combined with the Land Management and Development program. 


40. Regional Economic Expansion—Certain Subsidiary Agreements were transferred in Septem- 
ber 1982 to other departments. The Estimates for 1982-83 are shown in Regional Economic 
Expansion as well as Forecast Expenditures up until the time of transfer. Forecast Expenditures for 
the balance of the year are shown in the departments. 


41. Secretary of State—The Fitness and Amateur Sport program and data for prior years are now 
shown under the Department of National Health and Welfare. 


—A new program structure has been implemented in the Department. This new structure has 
resulted in a reduction in the number of programs and the transfer of some activities among the 
programs. 
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36. Industrie et Commerce—Le Conseil canadien des normes reléve maintenant du ministére de 
Consommation et Corporations; la Corporation commerciale canadienne et la Société pour |’expan- 
sion des exportations relévent du ministére des Affaires extérieures. 


—La Commission du systéme métrique reléve maintenant du ministére de Consommation et 
Corporations et les renseignements concernant toutes les années figurent donc dans les prévisions de 
ce ministére. 


—Aprés l’établissement du Budget principal des dépenses de 1982-1983, les activités touchant le 
commerce international ont été confiées au ministére des Affaires extérieures. Les demandes de 
crédits de 1982-1983 restent donc dans le budget d’Industrie et Commerce, alors que les prévisions 
de dépenses ont été incluses dans celles du ministére des Affaires extérieures. 


37. | Justice—Les prévisions de la Cour fédérale figurent séparément de celles du ministére alors 
que, les années précédentes, elles étaient inscrites comme programme relevant du Commissaire a la 
magistrature fédérale. 


38. | Postes—La présentation des Postes en tant que ministére pour une partie de 1981-1982 a été 
radiée. Les montants prévus pour combler les déficits de la nouvelle société de la Couronne figureront 
dans un Budget des dépenses supplémentaire déposé plus tard, conformément 4 |’article 29 de la Loi 
sur la Société canadienne des postes. 


39. Travaux publics—Les prévisions budgétaires de la Société immobiliére du Canada limitée qui 
constituait un organisme distinct en 1982-1983 ont été combinées avec le programme de gestion et 
d’aménagement fonciers. 


40. Expansion économique régionale—Certaines ententes auxiliaires ont été appliquées a d’autres 
ministéres en septembre 1982. Les demandes de crédits de 1982-1983 ainsi que les prévisions de 
dépenses visant la période précédant les changements relatifs aux ententes figurent dans les prévisions 
du ministére de l’Expansion économique régionale. Les prévisions de dépenses pour le reste de l’année 
sont incluses dans les prévisions des ministéres concernés. 


41. Secrétariat d’Etat—Les renseignements sur le Programme de la santé et du sport amateur et 
les données des années précédentes figurent a présent dans les prévisions du ministére de la Santé 
nationale et du Bien-étre social. 


—Grdce a une nouvelle structure de programmes adoptée dans le Ministére, le nombre de program- 
mes a été réduit et certaines activités s’insérent maintenant dans le cadre d’autres programmes.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


The Budgetary Estimates amounts have been coded to reflect the thirteen Standard Objects 
constituting the current coding system for expenditures generally in use throughout the Government 
of Canada. The titles of the thirteen Standard Objects and description of each are given below. 


1. Personnel 
The amounts included in this Standard Object are displayed in the Estimates under two titles: 


Salaries and Wages 


Includes salaries and wages, overtime, severance pay, retroactive pay and other special pay of 
all civilian continuing (full-time) or term (part-time, seasonal and casual) employees except those 
of agency and proprietary Crown Corporations. It also includes Judges’ salaries, those of the 
Governor General, the Lieutenant-Governors and the indemnities to Members of both Houses of 
Parliament. 


The pay and all types of allowances (except travel allowances included in “Travelling and 
Removal Expenses” below) paid to members of the Defence Forces and the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, including subsistence allowances and other perquisites common to such Services, 
are coded to Object 1 and shown as separate line entries in the Estimates Details under National 
Defence and Solicitor General. 


Other Personnel Costs 


Includes all types of allowances paid to or in respect of continuing and term employees, such 
as Living, Terminable, Foreign Service, Isolated Post, and board and subsistence allowances, shift 
differential allowances for assistants, and other such allowances. Also includes Minister’s Motor 
Car Allowances, and the Expense Allowances to Senators and Members of the House of 
Commons. 


Also included in this Group are the Government’s contribution to various Employee Benefit 
Plans (the Public Service Superannuation Account, the Supplementary Retirement Benefits 
Account, the Canada Pension Plan Account, the Quebec Pension Plan, the Public Service Death 
Benefit Account and the Unemployment Insurance Account), the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police Superannuation Account, the Canadian Forces Superannuation Account and the Members 
of Parliament Retiring Allowances Account; and Government’s contribution to the provincial and 
other medical and hospital insurance plans. 


2. Transportation and Communications 


Includes travelling and transportation expenses of Government Employees, Members of the 
Defence Forces and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, removal expenses of those persons and 
their dependents, and living and other expenses of such persons on travel status; Judges’ travelling 
expenses, and travelling expenses and allowances payable to Senators and Members of the House 
of Commons. It also includes transportation of persons by contract and chartered facilities or by 
other means (automobile mileage, aeroplane fares, local transportation, etc.), including travelling 
expenses of persons engaged in field survey work, inspections and investigations. Also includes 
travelling and transportation of non-Government employees such as travel costs of veterans who 
are applicants for treatment or pensions. 


Includes ordinary postage, air mail, registered mail, special delivery mail, post office box 
rentals, and any other postal charges. 
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NOTES EXPLICATIVES 


Les montants inscrits au budgétaire dans le Budget des dépenses portent le numéro indicatif d’un 
des treize articles courants qui constituent le systéme actuel de codage des dépenses généralement 
employé dans l’administration canadienne. Voici donc briévement ce 4 quoi correspond chacun de ces 
articles courants: 


1. Personnel 
Les montants compris dans cet article courant figurent sous deux rubriques: 


Traitements et salaires 


Traitements et salaires, rétribution des heures supplémentaires, indemnité de cessation 
d’emploi, salaire rétroactif et autres rémunérations spéciales de tout le personnel civil permanent 
(a plein temps) ou temporaire (a temps partiel, saisonnier ou occasionnel), 4 l’exclusion des 
employés des sociétés de la Couronne, de mandataire et de propriétaire. Traitements des juges, du 
gouverneur général et des lieutenants-gouverneurs, ainsi que les indemnités des membres des deux 
Chambres du Parlement. 


La solde et les indemnités de tous genres (a l’exception des indemnités de déplacement 
comprises dans les «Frais de voyage et de déménagement» ci-dessous) payables aux membres des 
Forces armées et de la Gendarmerie royale du Canada, y compris les allocations de subsistance et 
autres allocations versées d’ordinaire aux membres de ces services, sont imputées 4 l’article | et 
figurent sur une ligne distincte dans le détail des affectations des ministéres de la Défense 
nationale et du Solliciteur général respectivement. 


Autres frais touchant le personnel 


Tout genre d’indemnité versée au personnel permanent ou temporaire ou a leur intention: 
indemnités de subsistance, suppléments provisoires, indemnités de service a l’étranger, indemnités 
d’isolement, indemnités de pension et de subsistance, primes de postes, et autres allocations du 
genre. Y figurent aussi les allocations pour automobile aux ministres et les indemnités de 
dépenses aux sénateurs et aux députés. 


Contributions de l’Etat a divers régimes d’avantages sociaux des employés (compte de pension 
de retraite de la Fonction publique, compte de prestations de retraite supplémentaires, compte du 
Régime de pensions du Canada, Régime de rentes du Québec, comptes de prestations de décés de 
la Fonction publique et compte d’assurance-chémage) au compte de pension de retraite de la 
Gendarmerie royale du Canada, au compte de pension de retraite des Forces canadiennes et au 
compte d’allocations de retraite des membres du Parlement; et les contributions de l’Etat aux 
régimes provinciaux et autres régimes d’assurance médicale et hospitaliére. 


2. Transports et communications 


Frais de voyage et de transport d’employés du gouvernement, de membres des Forces armées 
et de la Gendarmerie royale du Canada; frais de déménagement de ces personnes et des personnes 
a leur charge, ainsi que frais de subsistance et autres frais payés par ces personnes en voyage 
commande; dépenses de voyage des juges; dépenses et indemnités de voyage payables aux 
sénateurs et aux députés. Y figurent aussi le transport de personnes par contrat, nolisement ou 
autres moyens (parcours en automobile, billets d’avion, transport local, etc.), y compris les frais 
de voyage de personnes employées a des arpentages, inspections et études sur le terrain. Sont aussi 
compris les frais de déplacement et de transport de personnes qui ne sont pas des employés de 
l’Etat, comme les frais de transport d’anciens combattants demandant des traitements ou des 
pensions. 

Affranchissement ordinaire, courrier aérien, recommandé, exprés, ainsi que location de cases 
postales et tous autres frais postaux. 
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Also includes the expenditures for transportation of goods other than initial delivery cost on a 
purchase (which is included in the Standard Object covering the cost of the purchase itself) 
including charges for courier services provided by outside carriers. 


Includes all costs of communication services by telephone, telegram, cable, teletype, radio and 
wireless communication (tolls, rates, rentals, etc.) and other communication costs such as courier 
services provided by outside agencies and communication services performed under contract or 
agreement. 


Information 
This Standard Object contains two main categories of costs: 


Departmental Publications 


Includes provision for the publication, through the Printing Bureau of Department of Supply 
and Services, of Departmental Reports and other material, including informational and educa- 
tional bulletins and pamphlets; publications on scientific and technical matters, natural resources, 
statistics and other such material; Hansard and other Parliamentary papers; maps, charts, etc. 
The charges for printing, binding, engraving, lithographing, artwork, maps, writers’ fees, and 
other expenditures attributable to specific publication projects and programs are included 
hereunder, with the exception of personnel costs belonging under Object 1. The costs of 
publications and material produced wholly within a Service are distributed to the appropriate 
Standard Objects. 


Advertising 


Includes provision for advertising for publicity and general purposes, including advertising for 
tenders (except that charges directly arising from specific construction projects or purchases are 
included under such headings). It includes publication of proclamations, announcement, notices, 
etc., and various forms of educational and informational publicity, by broadcasting, poster, press 
and other means. 


Professional and Special Services 


Includes provision for all professional services performed by individuals or organizations such 
as payments in the nature of fees, commissions etc. for the services of accountants, lawyers, 
architects, engineers, scientific analysts, reporters, and translators; for teachers at various levels 
of educational institutions; for doctors, nurses and other medical personnel; for management, data 
processing and other research consultants; and for other outside technical, professional and other 
expert assistance. 


Includes payments for hospital treatment, care of veterans and welfare services, payments for 
the provision of services at computer services, bureaus, payments of tuition for Indians at 
non-federal schools, purchase of training services under the Adult Occupational Training Act, 
and payments made to the Public Service Commission for training. 


Includes payments for Corps of Commissionaires services and for other operational and 
maintenance services performed under contracts, such as armoured cars, laundry and dry 
cleaning, cleaning of buildings, temporary help, hospitality, storage and warehousing, and other 
business services, as well as payments made to DSS for contract administration. 


Rentals 


Includes provision for rentals of all kinds: rental of properties required for special purposes by 
the various Departments and for the accommodation of government offices and services by the 
Department of Public Works; hire and charter—with or without crew—of vessels, aircraft, motor 
vehicles and other equipment; and rental of telecommunication and office equipment including 
computers. Storage and warehousing services is however in Standard Object 4 even though it 
involves the rental of space.

Publicité 


Publicité a des fins de réclame ou autres fins, y compris les appels d’offres (sauf que les frais 
découlant directement de travaux particuliers de construction et d’achats sont inscrits sous des 
rubriques particuliéres). Y figurent la publication de proclamations, d’annonces, d’avis, etc., et 
diverses formes de publicité éducative et instructive par radiodiffusion, affiches, journaux et 
autres moyens. 


Services professionnels et speciaux 


Services professionnels offerts par des particuliers ou des organismes comprenant des verse- 
ments sous forme d’honoraires, des commissions, etc., pour services de comptables, d’avocats, 
d’architectes, d’ingénieurs, d’analystes scientifiques, de sténographes judiciaires, de traducteurs; 
versements aux enseignants ceuvrant a différents niveaux dans les établissements d’enseignement, 
paiements pour services de médecins, d’infirmiéres et autre personnel médical; paiements pour 
services de gestion, pour services d’informatique et pour autre aide technique, professionnelle et 
spécialisée de l’extérieur. 

Paiements de traitements hospitaliers, de soins aux anciens combattants et de services 
d’assistance sociale; paiements de services d’informatique, paiement des frais de scolarité a des 
Indiens inscrits a des institutions d’enseignement qui ne sont pas de juridiction fédérale; achat de 
services de formation en vertu de la Loi sur la formation professionnelle des adultes, et paiements 
a la Commission de la Fonction publique pour des cours de formation.

Location

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6. Purchased Repair and Upkeep 


Provision is made in this Standard Object for the repair and upkeep under contract of the 
durable physical assets provided for in Standard Object 8 and of equipment provided for in 
Standard Object 9. Also included in this object are payments to Public Works for tenant services. 
Materials, supplies and other charges entering into the cost of such repairs undertaken by a 
Department directly are coded to other objects, according to the nature of the purchase. 


7. Utilities, Materials and Supplies 


Included here is the provision for all payments for services of a type normally provided by a 
Municipality, or Public Utility Service such as the supply of water, electricity, gas, etc., and 
includes water, light, power and gas services, school fees, and payment for such services whether 
obtained from the Municipality or elsewhere. 


It also includes provision for materials and supplies required for normal operation and 
maintenance of Government services such as gasoline and oil purchased in bulk; fuel for ships, 
planes, transport, heating, etc.; feed for livestock; food and other supplies for ships and other 
establishments; livestock purchased for ultimate consumption or resale; seed for farming opera- 
tions; food, clothing and other supplies for sick and indigent Indians; text books and school 
supplies purchased for Indian schools; books and other publications purchased for outside 
distribution; uniforms and kits; photographs, maps and charts purchased for administrative and 
operational purposes; laboratory and scientific supplies, including samples for testing; drafting, 
blueprinting and artists’ supplies; supplies for surveys, investigations, etc.; chemicals; hospital, 
surgical and medical supplies; mail bags for transportation of the mails; char service supplies; coal 
and wood; electrical supplies; repair parts other than parts normally acquired with equipment at 
the time of purchase for aircraft, ships, road vehicles, and for communication and other 
equipment; and all other materials and supplies. 


Office machines and equipment, and attachments and accessories for such machines costing 
less than $500 are included here. Those costing more than $500 are included in Standard Object 
oy 


8. Construction and Acquisition of Land, Buildings and Works 


Includes provision for all expenditures pursuant to contracts for new construction of buildings, 
roads, irrigation works, canals, airports, wharfs, bridges and other such types of fixed assets, and 
reconstruction of such types of physical assets, improvements involving additions or changes of a 
structural nature, and also for installing fixed equipment which is essentially a part of the work or 
structure such as elevators, heating and ventilating equipment, etc. It includes all such projects 
performed under contract or agreement. The purchase of land is also included. Expenditures for 
casual employees hired or continuing employees assigned to work full or part time on specific 
projects, and of materials purchased directly for use on such projects are, however, charged to 
Standard Objects | or 7 respectively. 


9. Construction and Acquisition of Machinery and Equipment 


Includes expenditures for all machinery, equipment, office furniture and furnishings, office 
machines and appliances, typewriters, adding machines, calculators, recording machines, tabulat- 
ing machines; microfilming equipment and supplies, inter-office communication equipment, 
postal meter machines, machine records and all other office equipment; motor vehicles, aero- 
planes, tractors, road equipment, telecommunications and related equipment, laboratory and 
other scientific equipment, vessels, icebreakers and other aids to navigation and all other types of 
light and heavy equipment; includes ammunition and various types of equipment for National 
Defence, such as ships, aircraft, mechanical equipment, fighting vehicles, weapons, engines and 
such spare parts and supplies as are normally acquired with that equipment at the time of 
purchase.

Transfer Payments 


Transfer payments comprises grants, contributions, subsidies and all payments made by 
government for which no goods or services are exchanged. 


This category includes the major social assistance payments made to persons such as Old Age 
Security benefits and related allowances, Family Allowances, Veterans’ pensions and allowances; 
subsidies and payments to the provinces and territories under the British North America Act, the 
Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Established Program Financing Act, 1977 and other 
statutes for medicare, hospital insurance, and official languages and for the Canada Assistance 
Plan: subsidies and capital assistance to industry including the oil import compensation payments: 
research grants and other assistance towards research carried on by non-governmental organiza- 
tions; scholarships; sustaining grants to many national non-profit organizations; payments to 
municipalities for grants in lieu of taxes; contributions to international organizations and 
assessments for membership in such organizations, such as the contribution to the International 
Food Aid Program and Canada’s assessment for membership in the UN; and the budgetary 
payments made to the Canada Council and certain other governmental organizations which are 
not included in Object 12. 


Most of the payments in this Object are identified in the Estimates Details as “Grants” or 
“Contributions”. The former are not subject to audit and are therefore restricted by Parliament 
as to amount and recipient and often as to purpose; the latter are conditional and subject to audit 
and are not so restricted. 


Public Debt Charges 


Includes interest on the unmatured debt of Canada (including Treasury Bills) and on other 
liabilities such as trust and other special funds. It also includes cost of issuing new loans, 
amortization of bond discount, premiums and commissions, and the costs of servicing the Public 
Debt. 


All Other Expenditures 


Includes payments to Crown and some other government corporations, and to certain 
non-budgetary accounts, as well as the write-offs of various types of losses, the annual adjustment 
of reserves for financial claims and some other miscellaneous items referred to as “Sundries”. 
Payments made to Crown corporations include those made to provide for operating deficits as 
well as other transfers paid to Crown corporations; payments to other government controlled 
corporations include those made to entities such as the National Arts Centre. Payments made to 
non-budgetary accounts include the government contributions to the unemployment insurance, 
western grain stabilization and agricultural commodities stabilization accounts as well as benefits 
under the Veterans Land Act. 


Miscellaneous expenditures includes licences, permits and payments for dockage, towage, 
wharfage and mooring privileges; bonding of Government employees, loss of personal effects, and 
expenditures for small miscellaneous articles and services; works of art for exhibits, and historical 
material for galleries, museums and archives. Also included are many small items and services 
which do not lend themselves to identification under the specific headings detailed in this 
summary. 


Less—Receipts and Revenues Credited to the Vote 

Revenues credited to the Vote, and expenditures to be recovered from other appropriation, in 
accordance with Parliamentary authority, are coded in this Standard Object. Major items include 
rentals received on government-owned buildings and equipment; receipts from the provision of 
police services to other levels of government; receipts of revolving funds; as well as recoveries of 
costs from provincial governments, other national governments, and from other departments and 
agencies.

OBJECTIVE 


To stimulate the development of the agri-food industry, to provide for a dependable and adequate 
supply of food at reasonable prices to consumers and to ensure stable and equitable returns to 
producers and processors. 


SUB-OBJECTIVES 


—To assist in: ensuring a healthy and sustainable environment for agri-food production; 


increasing the efficiency and improving the quality of crop and animal production; fostering 
regional development, and meeting international aid commitments. 


—To assist in enhancing efficiency, technological innovation and product acceptability in the 


Processing, Distributing and Retailing sector, to increase Canadian agri-food exports and 
foster international trade, to ensure long term Canadian security of supply, to promote 
Canadian agricultural products through information and advisory services to consumers.

Management and Administration—Program execution and management; administration ser- 


vices; operational planning; information services; physical plant and internal support. 


Research on Natural Resources—Research on the properties that limit the productivity of soils; 


soil survey and classification including procedures for evaluating the capability of soils for 
agricultural production; research on water use and water management to improve production 
potential; development of superior methods of irrigation, drainage, and desalination; research 
on use of climatic resource information; research on energy utilization and conservation in the 
agri-food system; environmental quality research for controlling pollution from plant nutrients, 
residue components and pesticide management. 


Research on Production Development—Research, technology transfer and support services on 


animal selection and crossbreeding; cow-calf systems; feedlot systems; breeding, genetics, 
feeding and management for improving milk production; breeding, reproductive physiology 
and improved feeding and management systems for swine, poultry and sheep; research on 
improving productivity of honey bees and fur-bearing animals; record of performance for 
livestock; administration of grants to fairs, exhibitions and agricultural organizations; provision 
of advisory services related to crop improvement; registration of livestock; sire loan program. 


Research, technology transfer and support services on increasing crop yields and improving 
quality by developing superior varieties and improving management practices; plant breeding; 
physiology; crop management; and the effective control of pests by improved methods and 
integrated pest control systems. 


Supportive research and development on winterhardiness, nitrogen fixation, cytogenetics, 
protection of crops from diseases, insects and weeds; protection of animals from insects; 
classification and identification of Canadian insects, plants and fungi; research on improving 
and better utilizing farm machinery and structures.

SUB-OBJECTIVES 


—To foster, develop and introduce new communications systems, facilities and resources. 
—To foster, develop and extend telecommunications services to obtain optimum benefits for 


Canada in the short and long term. 


—To protect and sustain Canadian interest in international telecommunications systems, services

Telecommunications Research—Technological forecasting; planning and conduct of exploratory 


and applied research and development directed towards the solution of problems and the 
advancement of technology in support of Canadian communications requirements. 


National Telecommunications Development—Conduct of economic, commercial and technical 


studies relating to the public need for telecommunications and the ability of industry to serve 
those needs; implementation of adopted telecommunications policies, and programs; develop- 
ment of regulations directed to the orderly development and extension of domestic telecom- 
munications services and facilities and the regulation of telecommunications systems which 
interconnect with other systems. 


International Participation—Conduct of economic, commercial and technical studies related to 


Canada’s need for international telecommunications; formulation of recommendations for 
participation in international conferences; preparation of technical and policy briefs in support 
of Canada’s position and interests in international telecommunications matters; and implemen- 
tation of international policies on telecommunications systems and services. 


Management of the Radio Frequency Spectrum—Development and implementation of radio 


frequency plans and frequency assignment criteria; administration and enforcement of the 
provisions of the Radio Act and Regulations and the Telegraph Act which includes develop- 
ment and application of technical standards for radio equipment and systems, the development 
and application of licensing and certification procedures and regulations. This activity includes 
technical certification for the granting of licences for broadcasting undertakings by the 
Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunications Commission as defined in the Broadcast- 
ing Act. 


Space Applications—Planning, development, co-ordination and implementation of policies and 


programs to meet Canada’s needs in the field of space telecommunications; development and 
co-ordination of plans and procedures to provide for optimum participation by Canadian 
industry in the design, development and construction of Canadian satellite systems.

OBJECTIVE 


To formulate and develop policies and programs for the achievement of national arts and cultural 
objectives and to promote effective inter-agency, inter-departmental and inter-government co-opera- 
tion in the achievement of these objectives. 


SUB-OBJECTIVES 


—To develop, in collaboration with the federal cultural agencies, other federal departments and 
other governments, and in co-operation with private sector organizations, policies and 
programs that will encourage artistic and cultural activities in Canada. 


—To advise on the optimum allocation of resources to and among the arts and culture programs. 


—To foster greater inter-agency program co-operation and co-ordination in support of cultural 
and other national objectives. 


—To support or manage such artistic and cultural programs outside those of the federal cultural 
agencies as the Government may, from time to time, in special circumstances, determine. 


PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


Policy Development and Analysis—Advice and assistance to the Minister of Communications in 
the development of federal policies in all cultural sectors including the visual arts, the 
performing arts, broadcasting, films, publishing, museums, galleries, archives and libraries; 
advice to the Minister of Communications with regard to program proposals and budgetary 
submissions of the cultural agencies in the light of federal cultural objectives, policies and 
priorities; consideration of the effectiveness of the programs of the cultural agencies; direction 
of statistical and other research projects required for policy development and decision-making; 
consultation and co-operation with federal departments, provincial and municipal govern- 
ments, international agencies and private organizations in the cultural field. 


Special Programs—Administration of support programs which are complementary to or outside 
the terms of reference of the cultural agencies including contributions to national service 
organizations; grants to film festivals in Canada; promotion of Canadian films abroad through 
international film agreements; administration of a system of control of the export and import 
of moveable cultural property; in conjunction with the Canada Post Corporation, rate 
planning, development of rate structures and payment of costs associated with mailings of 
certain categories of mail compatible with the objectives of the cultural policies and, in 
addition, a grants and contributions program designed for deficit reduction, management 
development and capital assistance to cultural organizations and institutions and assistance to 
special cultural activities of national character or significance.

OBJECTIVE 


To develop and provide national broadcasting service for all Canadians in both official languages, in 
television and radio, and an international service, both of which should be primarily Canadian in 
content and character. 


SUB-OBJECTIVES 


—To provide to all Canadians a balanced radio and television broadcasting service of informa- 
tion, enlightenment, and entertainment for people of different ages, interests and tastes. This 
service should include regional, national and international programming; factual and 
interpretive reports and programs devoted to life in Canada in its broadest aspects; and 
should provide reasonable, balanced opportunity for the expression of different views on 
matters of public concern. 


—To use and develop Canadian artistic and cultural resources from the various regions of the 
country to the maximum extent consistent with high standards program quality. 

—To provide a full service in both official languages; to actively contribute to the flow and 
exchange of information, entertainment, and understanding between cultures and between 
regions; and to serve the special needs of the various geographic areas. 


—To extend the national broadcasting service to all parts of Canada. 


—To contribute to the development of national unity and to provide for a continuing expression 
of Canadian identity. 


PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


The main activities of the Corporation in the attainment of its objectives are set out below under the 
main captions of Operating and Capital Activities. 


I. Operating Activities— 
National Broadcasting Service 


Programs—This activity includes all broadcasting services, whether radio or television; French or 
English: national, regional, or local. It embraces: 


—The planning of individual broadcasts and the broadcast schedules to meet the objectives 
outlined. 


—The procurement of programs from other production agencies which assist in meeting the 
objectives. 


—Production of programs live, on film, or on magnetic tape, or other such broadcast recording 
techniques as may be appropriate. 


Distribution—The distribution of the national broadcasting service to all possible parts of 
Canada through Corporation or privately-owned outlets. The methods of delivery include 
satellite, microwave, landlines, and the shipping of film and tapes. Included in this activity is 
the provision of the signal that delivers the service to the individual radio and television 
receiver through Corporation-owned transmitters, payments to privately-owned affiliates 
carrying Corporation programs, low power transmitters to serve sparsely populated areas, and 
facilities to delay or pre-release broadcasts as required in the time zones throughout the nation.

DESCRIPTION DU PROGRAMME

I. Dépenses de fonctionnement— 
Service national de radiodiffusion 


Emissions—Tous les services de radiodiffusion, que ce soit 4 la radio ou a la télévision, en langue 
francaise ou anglaise, de caractére national, régional ou local: 


—Conception des émissions et des horaires répondant aux objectifs;

PROGRAM DESCRIPTION—Continued 


Operational Management and Services—This activity embraces those support services located at 
the various production/transmission centres, such as local management, program supervision, 
engineering services and the necessary personnel, financial and administration services. 


Selling Expenses (Including Commissions to Agencies and Networks)—The sales and marketing 
effort necessary to program and time sales to advertisers. It also includes commissions paid to 
other broadcasting networks for programs or to advertising agencies for sales of network air 
time or programs. 


Radio-Canada International—This activity embraces English, French and foreign language 
program production for, and the transmission to, foreign countries as a direct means of 
projecting abroad a Canadian image, the development of interest in Canada in potential 
immigrants and tourists, and the maintenance of a personal link between Canadians and their 
relatives and countrymen abroad, as an indirect promotion aid for foreign policy, trade, etc. 


Corporate Engineering Services—This activity includes applied research, development, and 
training in the fields of broadcast production and distribution technology; the provisions of 
architectural and design services; establishment of technical standards; and supervision over 
and/or installation of major capital projects. 


Corporate Management Services—Those functions which must be discharged on a Corporate 
basis are included in this activity. These comprise executive direction; policy and standards 
formulation; corporate planning, co-ordination; and external relations. Also included are some 
support services which remain centralized for economic reasons, such as payroll, legal services, 
program research, statistics, etc. 


II. Capital Activities— 


Represents capital expenditures for construction to extend the national service to those parts of 
Canada not yet served in the appropriate language; to improve coverage of existing stations 
through relocation and/or increase in power; to make essential improvements to existing plant 
and equipment to maintain efficient operation and to replace obsolete and worn-out equip- 
ment; and for consolidating present scattered and inadequate facilities at Canadian Broadcast- 
ing Corporation main locations across Canada, thereby improving efficiency of operations.

Canada.

—To gather, preserve and make known the Canadian literary heritage in all disciplines. 

—To develop and make accessible a national collection of library material and provide research, 
reference, information and document delivery services which support Canadian libraries and 
related institutions. 

—To co-ordinate and participate in co-operative programs aimed at ensuring the provision and 
sharing of library and related services in Canada and internationally. 


PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


National Library—The Library is divided into three basic areas to achieve its objective and 
sub-objectives. 


—cCollections Management includes all functions related to the development of the Library’s 
collections, to the cataloguing of those collections and the standardization and distribution 
of bibliographic data. These functions are the responsibility of the Collections Develop- 
ment and Cataloguing Branches. 


—Library Services includes those functions related to the direct provision of information, 
reference, referral, advisory and document delivery services to the Library’s clientele. 
These services are provided by the Public Services Branch and the Library Systems 
Centre. 

—Policy Planning and Liaison includes functions related to the overall management of the 
Library and is the responsibility of the staff of the Offices of the National Librarian and 
the Associate National Librarian.

Co-ordinate the development, assessment and 
disposition of policy and program proposals under the authority of the Economic Development 
Committee of the Cabinet. Advise the Chairman and Ministers of the Committee on the 
economic, financial and communications implications of such policy and program proposals 
and identify realistic alternatives. Provide advice to the Treasury Board relative to the 
allocation to financial, personnel and other resources to federal programs that provide direct 
support to the development of economic enterprise in Canada. Evaluate existing and proposed 
policies, programs and activities to ensure their consistency with federal economic and regional 
development policies and recommend changes therein.

OBJECTIVE 


To administer the admission of immigrants and visitors in accordance with the economic, social and 


cultural interests of Canada. 


SUB-OBJECTIVES 


—To carry out activities related to the recruitment and selection of people deemed suitable as 
future residents and citizens of Canada; 


—To carry out activities related to the admission of refugees and other special groups; 

—To carry out activities for the protection of Canadians against undesirable non-Canadians; 

—To examine all people seeking to come into Canada; 

—To investigate immigration violations, hold enquiries, process immigration appeals and arrange 
for the departure of undesirables; 

—To adjudicate cases concerning admission to or the right to remain in Canada, detention in 
Canada or removal therefrom; 

—To carry out activities to facilitate the adaptation of immigrants into the social, economic and 
cultural life of Canada through services provided by federal, provincial and municipal 
governments or voluntary agencies. 


PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


Program Administration—Provision of planning, direction, control and co-ordination and spe- 
cialist staff services such as the Foreign Service Liaison and Operational Procedures and Case 
Review for the operational activities to ensure that they function as efficiently and as 
effectively as possible to achieve the objectives of the program. 


Recruitment and Selection—Management of the overall intake and composition of both immi- 
grant and visitor flows to Canada; analysis, planning, policy and programs development in 
support of immigration management; approval of sponsorship applications in Canada; approval 
of certain types of arranged employment; In-Canada landings of immigrants and transactions 
concerning the status of students and workers. 


Enforcement and Adjudication—Management and support of activities for the protection of 
Canadians against undesirable non-Canadians and, more specifically, the administration of the 
provisions of the Immigration Act and Regulations relating to examination, apprehension, 
detention, enquiries and prosecutions, including liaison with other law enforcement agencies; 
examination of all people seeking to come into Canada; the investigation of immigration 
violations; the holding of enquiries; the adjudication of cases; the processing of immigration 
appeals and arranging the departure of undesirables. 


Settlement—Management and support of activities to facilitate the adaptation of immigrants to 
the social, economic and cultural life of Canada through services provided by federal, 
provincial or municipal governments or voluntary agencies. 


Refugee Status Advisory Committee—To provide advice to the Minister in respect of any case 
where a person claims that he is a Convention refugee (Immigration Act 1976, section 48(1).

—To develop and administer programs which implement the policy of a single national oil price 
at made-in-Canada levels. 

—To plan policies and procedures and to develop a program for their implementation and 
administration to ensure equitable distribution of available energy supplies under a national 
emergency, and to undertake informal measures to mitigate the need for a national 
emergency regulatory program.

—To actively contribute to increased Canadian ownership and control of the petroleum industry 
and the overall energy security of Canada by administration of the Canadian Ownership and 
Control Determination Program and the Petroleum Incentives Program. 

—To ensure the public obtains maximum benefit from ownership of mineral, oil and gas rights 
including revenue, human safety and environmental protection. 

—To ensure that Canada has the necessary research capabilities to support national energy 
strategies. 

—To increase public awareness and understanding of federal energy policies and programs and 
their social and economic effects.

Energy Policy—Energy strategy analyses to determine economic costs and benefits of energy 
policy alternatives preparatory to making policy recommendations; financial and fiscal 
analyses directed in particular to policies pertaining to corporations and energy projects;

for a supplementary rationing program to reinforce the allocation programs, as required; to 
plan for the extension of these programs to cover alternate energy sources to alleviate demands 
on petroleum supplies; and to monitor trends in petroleum supply and demand to evaluate the 
need to recommend introduction of a mandatory allocation program as provided by the Energy 
Supplies Emergency Act. Under general direction from the Assistant Deputy Minister— 
Petroleum: to co-ordinate plans for administration of national emergency measures with 
complementary departmental activities concerning research, production, regulation, subsidy, 
etc., of energy programs; to co-ordinate plans for the national emergency administration of 
energy supplies with comparable plans for administration of other national emergencies; and to 
promote and co-ordinate the development of demand/restraint measures under federal and 
provincial administration intended to reduce demand for energy supplies.

resources; assessments and programs relative to resource exploration, development, transporta- 
tion and transmission; and promotion of the substitution of scarce energy forms for those in 
more abundant supply. Studies are undertaken in relation to coal and peat, uranium and 
nuclear energy, electrical energy, and renewable energy to provide information to meet the 
needs of energy planners and to inform the public. In carrying out these responsibilities to have 
full regard to the objective of the energy supplies and use programs of the provinces.

DESCRIPTION 


Payment of Compensation—Under Part IV, Division I of the Energy Administration Act, 
compensation is payable in accordance with the Regulations for prescribed quantities and 
kinds of petroleum. The Petroleum Compensation Program Regulations describe in detail the 
following classes of petroleum as compensable: 


—Synthetic petroleum, produced from the mining of the Athabasca Tar Sands by the partners in 
Syncrude Canada Ltd. and by Suncor Inc. 

—New Oil includes defined post-1980 “new” petroleum produced in the Provinces of Alberta, 
British Columbia, Manitoba, Ontario and Saskatchewan and defined “new” pentanes plus 
produced in the Provinces of Alberta, Saskatchewan, and British Columbia. 


—Special Old Oil includes post 1973 pre 1981 “new” oil defined by the Provinces as eligible for 
new oil royalties in the Provinces of Alberta, Saskatchewan, British Columbia, Manitoba, 
and Ontario and similarly defined pentanes plus produced in the Provinces of Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, and British Columbia.

Geological Surveys—The conduct of geological, geophysical and geochemical research and 
surveys; estimation of mineral and non-renewable energy resources; investigation of geological 
phenomena affecting engineering works and the environment; development of geophysical and 
other technologies; development of national geoscience standards; fostering Canadian geo- 
science and Canadian international geoscience activities; cooperation with the provinces, 
provision of advice to government; and production and dissemination of maps and reports. 


Earth Physics—The provision of a comprehensive geophysical knowledge base on the frame- 
work, dynamic processes and hazards of the Canadian landmass; the operation of the. national 
networks of geophysical observatories and the provision of geophysical standards. 


Polar Continental Shelf—The study of scientific problems unique to Arctic Canada and the 
provision of co-ordinated logistic support to public and private sector groups conducting 
scientific studies in the Arctic; the provision of information about scientific operations in the 
Arctic to the scientific community and to the local inhabitants.

Export Development—Insures Canadian firms against commercial and political risks of non-pay- 
ment when Canadian goods and services are sold abroad; makes long term loans to foreign 
buyers of Canadian capital equipment and technical services; guarantees financial institutions 
against losses incurred in financing either the Canadian supplier or the foreign buyer in an 
export transaction; issues surety cover protecting against calls on bid, downpayment, and 
performance bonds; insures Canadian investments abroad against loss of the investment by 
reason of political actions such as nationalization, war, or inconvertibility. Contracts are 
entered into either under the authority of the Board of Directors (“Corporate Account”) or 
under the authority of the Governor in Council (“Canada Account”’). Canada Account 
contracts are administered by the Corporation for Canada, and funds required for such 
contracts are paid to the Corporation by Canada.

Improvement Loans Act; purchase and resale of fish products and related activities by the 
Fisheries Prices Support Board. 


Ocean and Aquatic Affairs—The conduct of a research program in physical and chemical 


oceanography, provision of adequate marine data services to meet national and international 
requirements; provision of scientific information and advice on the marine environment; 
promotion and support of international co-operation on the study and use of the ocean, seabed, 
and resources thereof, and international efforts to deal with marine environmental problems; 
conduct of hydrographic and other types of coastal and oceanic surveys directed towards the 
production of navigation, resource and recreational charts and to the systematic development 
and provision of knowledge of the marine environment; systematic survey and chart production 
of coastal and inland navigable waters and mapping of the offshore waters.

OBJECTIVE 


In keeping with the principles of self-development, access of opportunity, responsibility and joint 
participation within Canadian society, to assist and support Indians and Inuit in achieving their 
cultural, social and economic needs and aspirations, and to ensure that Canada’s constitutional and 
statutory obligations and responsibilities to the Indian and Inuit peoples are fulfilled. 


SUB-OBJECTIVES 


—To ensure that Canada’s constitutional obligations and responsibilities to the Indian and Inuit 
peoples under Treaties, the Indian Act, and other Acts and Agreements, are met. 

—To assist and support the Indians and Inuit in conserving the natural environment in their 
communities. 

—To assist and support Indians and Inuit in the planning, development and management of their 
communities and other affairs. 


—To assist and support Indians and Inuit in having access to educational programs and services 
which are responsive to their needs and aspirations, consistent with the concept of Indian 
control of Indian education. 

—To assist and support the Indian and Inuit peoples in preserving, developing and expressing 
their cultural identity, with emphasis upon their native languages. 

—To assist and support Indians and Inuit in developing or having access to meaningful 
occupational opportunities consistent with their community and individual needs and 
aspirations. 

—To assist and support Indians and Inuit in identifying, planning, developing and utilizing 
collective and individual resources and opportunities for economic self-reliance. 

—To assist and support Indians and Inuit in identifying, planning, developing or having access to 
developmental and supportive social, recreational and other services consistent with and 
sensitive to their needs. 


—To assist and support Indian and Inuit communities and individuals to meet their requirements 
in housing and other physical facilities. 


PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


Program Administration—Provides for the program management activities both at headquarters 
and regional office levels as well as common staff services such as policy development, program 
planning, finance, personnel and public information either in support or on behalf of the 
overall Indian and Inuit Affairs Program; including those charges not identifiable against any 
single activity. 


Reserves and Trusts—Provides for the management and control of Indian lands and the natural 
resources on Indian reserves; administers on behalf of Indian and Inuit people the trust 
responsibilities set out in the Indian Act; includes the maintenance of current membership 
rolls. 


Education—Pre-school, elementary, secondary and higher education, adult education, vocational 
training, employability in general as well as fostering dignity and self-respect through the 
support of cultural expression.

OBJECTIVE 


To promote and sustain: industrial peace, a fair return for efforts in the workplace, and a working 
environment conducive to physical and social well-being; to protect the rights of the parties involved 
in the world of work; and to ensure equitable access to employment opportunities. 


PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


Mediation and Conciliation Services—The provision of services in conciliation, mediation and 
arbitration for federal industries under the Canada Labour Code. 


Central Analytical Services—The provision of analysis and research leading to policy decisions, 
and of information on labour matters in all jurisdictions. 


General Labour Services—The development and implementation of the department’s programs 
directed towards a safe and healthy working environment; fair and equitable opportunities in 
employment; constructive relationships between labour and management. 


Policy Administration—The provision of management and direction to the department through 
the offices of the Minister, the Deputy Minister and a policy and liaison group; the provision of 
international labour information and the coordination and participation in international and 
federal-provincial organizations; supporting and strengthening the efforts of women to achieve 
equality in the labour force; and the provision of communications services for the department. 


Administration—The provision of advisory and support services including administrative, finan- 
cial, personnel and management services, data processing, planning, library and security 
services. 


Special Income Support Programs—Payments to assist workers who have been laid off as a 
result of import competition, industrial restructuring or severe economic disruption in an 
industry or region, and related administrative costs. This activity meets the requirements of the 
Labour Adjustment Benefits Act. 


Injury Compensation Respecting Government Employees and Merchant Seamen—Federal 
Government payments to the provincial compensation boards to cover its share of administra- 
tion costs of the boards for the handling of claims made by public service employees as well as 
payments made on behalf of employees who have suffered or will suffer occupational accidents 
or diseases, and related administration costs. This activity meets the requirements of the 
Government Employees Compensation Act, and the Merchant Seamen Compensation Act, 
which provide employment injury benefits to employees of the Public Service of Canada and 
merchant seamen who suffer occupational accidents or diseases, and/or their dependents. The 
Merchant Seamen Compensation Act also provides for a supplementary compensation pay- 
ment to certain widows and dependent children for extension of allowance payments for 
children under twenty-one who are attending school.

OBJECTIVE 


To protect and enhance the health of those Canadians whose care, by legislation or custom, is the 
responsibility of the Department.

—To prevent the entry, or to minimize the hazards of entry, of quarantinable communicable 
disease into Canada. 


—To provide prosthetic and orthotic services to disabled veterans and other persons in need. 


—In collaboration with other levels of government, to ensure the provision of health and welfare 
services under emergency conditions. 


PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


Program Administration—Provision of program direction, program planning, policy develop- 
ment and administrative support services. 


Indian Health Services—Provision of health services to eligible Canadian Indians and Inuit 
resident in the provinces, either by departmental staff and facilities or through arrangements 
with private practitioners and other agencies, including active treatment services; preventive 
health programs; environmental health services on reserves; and programs to involve Indians 
and Inuit in their own health care.

OBJECTIVE 


To reduce illness and untimely death of Canadians associated with hazards in the environment, both 
man-made and natural. 


SUB-OBJECTIVES 


—To identify and control dangers associated with the nutritional quality of foods and microbio- 
logical and chemical hazards in the food supply. 


—To identify and control microbiological and chemical hazards in the drug and cosmetic supply, 
and to prevent ineffective or unwise use of drugs, including their diversion for abuse from 
the licit to the illicit market. 


—To identify and control health and social problems associated with the manufacture, sale and 
non-medical use of mood altering substances. 


—To identify other man-made and natural environmental hazards and to control the use of 
dangerous products. 


—To prepare and disseminate information concerning the health status of the Canadian 
population and to establish standards for laboratory diagnostic procedures. 


PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


Program Administration—Provision of program direction, program planning, policy develop- 
ment and administrative support services. 


Food Quality and Hazards—Assessment and control of the nutritional quality of foods, 
microbiological hazards in the food supply, and chemical hazards, both added and natural, in 
the food supply. 


Drug Quality and Hazards—Assessment and control of the quality of drugs, and microbiological 
and chemical hazards in the drug and cosmetic supply; control of the movement of narcotic 
and other drugs subject to abuse from the licit to the illicit market; and assessment, 
investigation of health effects, and control of the non-medical use of mood-altering substances, 
including regulation of the associated industries. 


Environmental Quality and Hazards—Assessment and investigation of the health effects of 
environmental pollutants; assessment and control of medical devices, radiation sources and 
hazardous products; control of microbiological and chemical hazards associated with medical 
devices and hazardous products; and, in conjunction with other organizational units of the 
Department, assessment of the health effects of technological and sociological environments. 


Laboratory Health Surveillance—Assessment and investigation of the health and disease status 
of Canadians; provision of a national reference service for the identification of disease 
producing bacteria, viruses and parasites; and, in conjunction with other organizational units 
in the Department, assessment and improvement of the quality of laboratory diagnostic 
procedures used in hospitals and laboratories.

Returns Processing—The tasks involved to foster self-assessment by the taxpayer, from the 
provision of information and forms for the preparation of Income Tax or information returns 
through the processing of the return and payment, to the issuance of an assessment notice, 
refund cheque or tax bill and subsequently the filing away of these returns in storage and the 
processing of any requests received from the taxpayer to effect a change or adjustment to the 


return. 


Enforcement—Functions performed, after the initial assessment of a return is completed, to 
ensure that the taxpayer has complied with the requirements of the filing, reporting and 


payment provisions of the Income Tax Act. 


Notices of Objection and Appeals—The independent second look at the assessment or reassess- 
ment when the taxpayer feels unfairly or inaccurately assessed. 


Administration—Head Office executive direction as well as the four Regional Offices’ executives 
and their support staff, the Head Office division that sets departmental policy related to 
amendments of the Income Tax Act and Regulations, and the Head Office management, 


personnel and administrative services.

documents; provision of procedural advice, research assistance and administrative support to 
Committees; and information services. Attached to Procedural Services is the responsibility for 
organizing the participation by the Canadian Parliament in the activities of parliamentary 
associations and official exchanges. 


Building Services—Provision of services including protection and security; maintenance and 
cleaning; pages and messengers; restaurant and cafeterias; accommodation and related build- 
ing services; purchasing and materiel management; telecommunications, carillonneur and press 
gallery. 


Administration—Reporting, editing, publication, and indexing of the deliberations of the House 
of Commons and its Committees; provision of broadcasting and electronic recording services, 
financial management and control; internal audit; personnel administration; provision of 
administrative support functions such as language training, health services, printing, computer 
services, postal services and publications distribution.

Multiculturalism—Provision of encouragement and support, both technical and financial, within 
the framework of Canada’s official languages policy and in the spirit of existing human rights 
codes, toward the full realization of the multicultural nature of Canadian society through 
programs which promote the preservation and sharing of ethno-cultural heritages and which 
facilitate mutual appreciation and understanding among all Canadians. 


Canadian Culture—Promotion of knowledge and understanding of Canada, its culture, history 
and traditions by keeping abreast of and encouraging developments in the field of Canadian 
studies and by providing and distributing material related to national symbols such as the flag, 
the maple leaf, the national anthem and the new constitution; promotion of participation by 
Canadians in events of national significance such as the Canada Day celebrations; organiza- 
tion of royal visits and administration of responsibilities related to the Crown and state 
protocol. 


Human Rights—Provision of financial aid and technical support to organizations concerned with 
human rights development; promotion of greater understanding between all groups; assists and 
co-ordinates the progress of human rights in Canada.

—To prevent and detect offences against federal statutes such as the Narcotic Control Act, 
Bankruptcy Act, Immigration Act, and the Revenue Statutes. 

—To undertake certain responsibilities of other federal government departments on a cost 
recovery basis, such as airport security. 


—To protect visiting foreign dignitaries, diplomats and senior Canadian government officials. 
—To maintain internal security. 


Canadian Police Services—The operation of the crime detection laboratories across Canada, the 
main Identification Branches, the Canadian Police Information Centre, the Canadian Police 
College at Ottawa, and the registry records services. 


—Crime detection laboratories at Halifax, Sackville, Ottawa, Winnipeg, Regina, Edmonton 
and Vancouver provide scientific and technical assistance to Canadian police forces and 
enforcement agencies to assist in criminal investigations and security matters. 

—The Identification Branches are the central repository of criminal records and information. 
They gather, maintain, classify and preserve identification data and information received 
from all Canadian police forces, penal institutions, federal agencies and private citizens, 
furnishing information concerning such records to duly authorized agencies. 

—The Canadian Police Information Centre provides an integrated automated information 
system on crimes and criminals to serve the immediate operational needs of all police 
forces in Canada. 

—The Canadian Police College provides specialized police training to members of Canadian 
police departments and agencies as well as members of foreign police departments. 

—The registry records services provides an efficient record management service to support the 
operational and administrative functions of the Force.

providing administration, cash management and related statistics for the activity.

—To ensure that the federal government’s policies, regulations, directives and guidelines for 
personnel administration, financial administration, official languages, equal opportunities, 
human rights and other areas of significance are adhered to throughout the Department.

PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


Direction and Administration—The operation of the offices of the Canadian Air Transportation 
Administrator and the Regional Administrators and the provision of policy development, 
planning, financial and personnel administration and other services of the Administration. 


Airports and Associated Ground Services—The construction, operation and maintenance of civil 
airports and seaplane docking facilities owned or controlled by the Department, excluding 
Gander, St. John’s, Charlottetown, Sydney, Halifax, Saint John, Fredericton, Moncton, 
Quebec, Montreal (Dorval and Mirabel), Ottawa, Toronto, London, Windsor, Thunder Bay, 
Winnipeg, Regina, Saskatoon, Calgary, Edmonton, Vancouver and Victoria Airports which 
are designated as self-supporting. 


Air Navigational Services—The designation of airways, air routes and manoeuvering areas: the 
determination of their associated facilities and the development of related standards; the 
inspection of the air-space involved including the purchase and operation of aircraft used 
primarily for calibration of navigational aids; the inspection of runways and manoeuvering 
areas; the design, construction, installation, operation and maintenance of telecommunications 
and electronic facilities; the provision of an air traffic control system for Canada and in that 
international airspace for which Canada has accepted responsibility through the International 
Civil Aviation Organization; the provision of those meteorological services required in support 
of aeronautics. 


Regulatory Services—The development and enforcement of aeronautics legislation, standards 
and procedures; the inspection, examination, licensing and certification of aeronautical person- 
nel, commercial operators, aircraft, airports and air navigation facilities; the surveillance of the 
aircraft manufacturing and repair industry; the investigation of aircraft accidents; the provi- 
sion of aircraft used for air safety operations; the provision of air transportation for visiting 
foreign dignitaries and senior members of government.

To promote the co-ordination and harmonization of the operations of all carriers engaged in transport 
by railways, water, aircraft, extra-provincial motor vehicle transport and commodity pipelines 
through effective economic regulation, research and participation in policy development, and in the 
rail mode to foster optimum development of safety regulations consistent with the public interest. 


PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


Air Transport—The licensing, inspection and regulation of commercial air services in Canada, 
the issuance and enforcement of the Air Carrier Regulations; economic research and analysis; 
examination and control of fares and rates; analysis and administration of operating subsidies 
for commercial carriers; participation in the development of international air agreements; 
examination and evaluation of applications for international charter flights. 


Rail Transport—Development, inspection and enforcement of regulations, standards and proce- 
dures for the construction, maintenance and operation of railway equipment and facilities; 
investigation of railway accidents; development and implementation of a National Rail Safety 
Program; assessment and recommendation of applications for contributions under the Railway 
Relocation and Crossing Act; and administration of subsidy payments to railway companies 
under authority of the Railway Act and the Maritime Freight Rates Act. 


Road Transport—The licensing and regulation of extra-provincial undertakings for the transport 
of passengers or goods by motor vehicle and administration of subsidy payments to truckers 
pursuant to the Atlantic Region Freight Assistance Act. 


Other Transport—The licensing, inspection and regulation of other modes of transport falling 
within the jurisdiction of the federal government; negotiation and administration of interna- 
tional maritime and multimodal transportation agreements. 


Research and Analysis—Development of study and research programs including studies of 
traffic and tariffs, into the problems arising out of the inter-relationships between the 
regulatory and policy responsibilities of the federal government on the one hand and the needs 
of the users and providers of transport services on the other. 


Administration—Executive and management functions relating to the establishment of policies 
and direction of the Commission and its accountability to the Minister, Cabinet and Control 
agencies.

Official Languages—The development, communication, and evaluation of the Official Language 
policies and programs within the federal Public Service. 


Departmental Administration—Includes executive direction for the Secretariat; and information, 
financial, personnel and administrative services.
